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A FUGITIVE CONSPIRATOR 


YVOHN W. DORSEY DELAYS THE 
STAR ROUTE TRIALS. 

EOL. INGERSOLL’s PLEDGE THAT DORSEY 
WOULD BE PRESENT VIOLATED —A 
STATEMENT OF THE CASE BY COL. BLISS 
WHICH IS ROUGHLY DENOUNCED AS A 
LIE—A REBUKE FROM THE COURT. 

Wasuineton, May 4.—Col. Robert G. 

Ingersoll called Col. George Bliss a liar in the 

Criminal Court to-day, and the beginning of 

the star route trial was postponed 12 days to 

Bive the Government time to catch one of tite 

defendants, who is said to bein Texas, Col, 

Ingersoll had promised that this defendant— 

bx-Senator Dorsey’s brother—should be here 

yeveral days before the beginning of the trial. 

The Government relied upon this promise, 

and must now find the man and arrest him if 

this can be done. The defense has in this 
yway been able to exhibit and exemplify its 
policy of delay. It was understood that the 
trial should begin at 10 o’clock this morning, 
but the trial of four burglars was then in prog- 
ress. Tho star route defendants and their 
counsel passed an hour or two on the steps in 
front of the Court-heuse, and the Govern- 


ment’s counsel waited elsewhere. At 12:30 
many of the persons prominently connected 
‘with the trials were standing ana talking with 
Bach other in front of the Court-house near 
the statue of President Lincoln. Ex- 
Senator Dorsey, well dressed and in a 
meditative frame of mind, was talking with 
John McSweeny, of Ohio, an elderly man 
with long brown hair, who nominated Thur- 
man at Cincinnati, and is now retained in 
these cases. Near at hand were to be seen 
Col. Ingersoll’s full figure and round, close- 
shaven face; Jeff Chandler, a short, thick-set 
man with brown hair; Col. Totten, a> good- 
looking man witha prematurely bald head; 
Jeremiah Wilson, thin in face as well as 
figure, and Judge Carpenter, of South 
Carolina, Rerdell sat on one of the stone 
steps, and not far away was Tur- 
ner, the contract clerk, who wears 
long gray side whiskers. Thomas J. Brady, 
dressed in brown, was walking to and fro stir- 
ring up the dirt with hiscane, and among the 
others present were Capt. Cabell, one of 
Boone’s partners, and Col. Cook, formerly 
Government counsel, wrapped up in a heavy 
great coat. Just before the jury returned a 
verdict in the burglary cases, all of these men 
went into the crowded court-room. ‘the burg- 
lars, pronounced guilty, tock seats in the pris- 
pners’ dock, and the wife of one of them cov- 
pred her face with her hands and wept bit- 
terly, while her little child put his hands 
bhrough the railing and tried to reach his 
father. The Government was represented by 
Mr. Merrick, Col. Bliss, and Mr. Ker. Mr. 
Merrick is a good-looking man, of firm and 
erect bearing. He wears a pointed gray beard, 
end his expression is decided. Col. Bliss’s 
ee the traces of recent illness and hard 
work. 

‘*The Governmentis ready,’ said Mr. Mer- 
rick when the cases were called. The defense 
had more motions to file, as had been expected. 
Turner is one of the defendants who did not 
plead, but for whom the court entered a plea of 
not guilty. Col. Totten, appearing for him, asked 
that the court would allow the withdrawal of 
this plea, in order that he might file another 
motion to quash this indictment. He made 
the same request in behalf of Brady, 
who sat beside him. The motions were 
based, first, upon the alleged misconduct of 
the Grand Jury, which has served for the 
basis of other dilatory motions in these cases, 
and,second, upon an alleged misjoinder of per- 
sons and causes in the same indictment. It 
was not considered necessary to make 
argument upon the motion relating 
to the Grand Jury, for that question 
had been fully presented, but counsel 
explained at length the other motion. He as- 
rerted that Brady and Turner, being officers 
of the Government, were indieted as such in 
company with private citizens in the same 
count. He held that this could not legally be 
done. In the second place, they were indicted 
for several completed offenses, to which differ- 
ent penalties attached. Some of these offenses 
could not have been committed by officers of 
the Government, and others could not have 
been committed by private citizens. To 
support the charge of conspiracy against 
ell of them, four other distinct crimes 
were alleged. Of two of these, private 
citizens could not be guilty, and of the 
other two, public officers could not be guilty. 
Brady therefore asked that the Government 
should elect whether it would proceed egainst 
the officers or the private eitizens, who were 
Indicted in the same count. He ought not to 
be held to answer for crimes which he could 


not commit. Brady and Turner could have 
no interest in the question whether other men 
were guilty of offering bribes. 

** But if they take the bribe,” said the Judge, 
‘**they are allin the same boat. If public offi- 
cers and private citizens enter together into a 
eonspiracy, the conspiracy is one act, and they 
may be indicted for it as for one act.” 

Col. Totten held that the officers and the 
eitizens were on different planes, and subject 
to different degrees of punishment. ‘‘ But the 
crime is one act,’’ said the clear-sighted Judge. 
Col. Totten maintained that they should have 


been indicted separately, and that for this rea- 
bon the indictment should be quashed against 


one or tne other. 

In rendering a decision, the Judge referred to 
the almost innumerable motions which had 
been made and been overruled. In regard to 
the affidavit concerning the Grand Jury’s con- 
duct, he declared that it contained nothing 
which he could lay his hands on, Even if it 
were all true, if such motions could be made 
and sustained, the petit jury would perhaps 
be called upon to try the Grand Jury for mis- 
behavior. The Grand Jury was one of 
the instruments of the court, and no 
plea in abatement concernipg the action 
of the Grand Jury could be enter- 
tained unless it attacked the very 
organization and constitution of the Grand 
Jury. ‘lhis plea had no such end in view. He 
could pay no more attention to it, without be- 
coming liable to the criticism that he was 
trifling with the case. As to the allegation 
that there had been a misjoinder of persons 
pnd causes, he denied that the doctrine quoted 

r 


by counsel from one of Justice Miller’s de- 


tisions applied in this case. “The charge 
against thesé persons,” said he, ‘tis one, A 
man in office and one out of office can conspire 
together to defraud the Government. The officer 


may have his part to perform and the man 
outside, perhaps a contractor, has his work to 


do. The common purpose is plunder, to fill 
‘their pockets, If the two have a common end, 


then I see no difficulty in the way of sustaining 
a charge of conspiracy embracing both the 
citizen and the officer. The conspiracy is one 
erime, and the one purpose is public plunder. 
I overrule the motion.”’ 

Having done this, he refused to allow the 
plea of not guilty to be withdrawn for the 
entering of the other motions, and in this way 
disposed of them all, Col. Ingersoll persisted 
in arguing in support of the misjoinder mo- 
tion, till at last the Judge cried: ‘* lll hear no 
more argument abont it.” Upor all the mo- 
tions exceptions were recorded. 

** Have you any more motions?’ asked Col. 
Ingersoll, turning to the Government counsel. 

“You are the motion part,” replied Col. 
Bliss. ! 

** Well,” said Col. Ingersoll, ‘‘I move to 
adjourn.” — 

Mr. Merrick then directed the court’s atten- 
tion to the fact that one of the defendants had 
not yet been arraigned. This defendant is 
John W. Dorsey, the ex-Senator’s brother, 
who was a nominal contractor with 
Miner and Peck. ‘He is not here,” said 
Col. Ingersoll, and Col. Corkhill added 
that he had not been found. Thereupon 
Col. Bliss arose and said that Col. Ingersoll 
had undertaken to brirg the man into court. 
“Some weeks ago,” be continued, “after a 
bench warrant had been issued for him, | went 
to Col. Ingersoll and said: ‘How about John 
W. Dorsey?” He replied: ‘Don’t trouble 
yourself about him: we’ll have him here.’ 
*When? Lasked. ‘At the trial,’ he replied. 
But I said that IL wanted Dorsey here 
on time, so that trial would not be 
delayed by motions on bis behalf, ‘We'll 
have him,’ said he, ‘and there shall be no de- 
lay on his account.’ Said 1: ‘If you will say 
that you will get bin. we won’t make our- 
selves unhappy by trying to arrest him on our 


bench warrant.’ He squarely promised to 
produce him, and now it appears that the 


, 


promise has been violated in a barefaced man- 
ner. I believe that the promise was made with 
the intention of delaying the trial.”’ 

While Col. Bliss was telling his story Col. 
Ingersoll’s face, usually ruddy, was growing 
white, As the last word came from Col. Bliss’s 
lips Ingersoll sprang to his feet and cried: ‘It’s 
a lie! You're a liar!” emphasizing the de- 
nunciation with a blow of his fist on the law 
books before him which shook the table and 
made things rattle. 

‘*Marshal, Marshal |”? cried Judge Wylie, 
and then, after a brief pause, he continued: 
‘We'll stop this at any cost.” He then re- 

roved both of the gentlemen—Col., Bliss for 

aving pme too far in his statement and Col. 
Ingersoll for having gone too far in his retort, 
Col. Bliss arose and withdrew his remarks, 
The Judge said that there had been no stipula- 
tions in writing about John W. Dorsey, and 
the court must depend upon the honor of coun- 
sel. »** The whole power of the court,”’ said he, 
‘will be exercised to suppress such alterca- 
tions as have taken place, and, if they cannot 
be suppressed, to punish the offenders”? 

Mr, Merrick then bore testimony to Col. In- 
gersoll’s pledge. ‘*You remember,’ said he 
to the court, “‘that I moved to declare the 
forfeiture of 8. W. Dorsey’s bail and asked for 
a bench warrant, and that I also asked for a 
warrant for John W, Dorsey. Col. Bliss after- 
ward told me that he had the personal and 
professional promise of Col. Ingersoll that he 
would produce John W. Dorsey as early as 
Jast Monday, and certainly before the trial, 
and that for that reason it would not be neces- 
sary to use the warrant. Afterward, in 
open court, I asked Col. Ingersoll to 
tell the court about his promise, he having 
repeated it tome. Heasked me to make the 
statement and I did so. While l was making 
it he was on his way out of the court-room. 
He heard me and came back. He then very 
earnestly and emphatically declared that bis 
clients were innocent and that they desired to 
be tried and vindicated. He sareastically al- 
luded to our apprehension lest some one 
of the defendants might run away, and 
he made a_ pledge to your Honor 
that John W. Dorsey should be here. 
That agreement was one of greater 
sanctity than one between counsel. I had some 
doubt about John W. Dorsey’s coming, but I 
felt that as 1 had recently become connected 
with the case it was not for me to interpose 
and order the service of the warrant. So I 
relied upon the pledge, though fearful of the 
result, and refrained from action out of my 
professional regard for Col. Ingersoll.’’ 

** Do you expect this man to be here ?”’ asked 
the Judge of Ingersoll. 

“T don’t deny,’’ replied Ingersoll, “ that I 
said in court what they say that I said. I ex- 
pected that he would be here in ample time. I 
acted in good faith, I only object to-their as- 
sertion that it was a trick,.’’ 

**May I ask,” said Mr. Merrick, ‘‘ what ef- 
forts you have made to get him here?” 

“Til not be questioned by you,” was the 
reply. 

Mr. Merrick then asked the Judge to ask the 
question. The Judge refused. 

‘*The first time 1 heard that John W. Dor- 
sey would not be here,’’ said Col, Bliss, ‘was 
this morning, when I asked Col. Ingersoll if 
he would keep his promise and produee him, 
His reply was: ‘I can’t afford to help you fel- 
lows, and he won’t be here.’ That led me to 
infer that a trick had been played.” :, 

“Well,” said the Judge, with a meanin 
smile, *‘you have your bench warrant, an 
you know what to depend upon hereatter.”’ 

Mr. Merrick then asked the ceurt, on account 
of John W. Dorsey’s absence, to postpone the 
trial for 10 days, so that the Government could 
look for this defendant, who was so innocent 
and so anxious to be tried. As soon as this re- 
quest had been made Col, Totten jumped up 
and said his clients, Brady and Turner, were 
ready for trial. He had nothing to do with 
John W. Dorsey. He did not add that they 
were all in the same indictment. Judge 
Wylie said that he was anxious to proceed 
with the cases, because the trial would be long 
and the Summer was elose at hand. If there 
should be a postponement of 10 days the trial 
would continue for 10 days longer into the 
heat and malaria of the coming season. Mr. 
Merrick said that if Col. Ingersell had told 
him before that he could not get John W. Dor- 
sey, the Government might have found him 
and prevented delay. At last the court de- 
cided to postpone the trial until the 15th inst. 
Col, Totten wanted another day, so that his 
friends would not be compelled to travel on 
Sunday, and the date fer beginning the trial 
was finally fixed at Tuesday, the 16th. 

Mr. Wilson then complained tc the court 
tbat the Government refused to let the defend- 
ants’ counsel examine the papers which were 
filed in the department unless they examined 
them alone, He admitted that they eould ex- 
amine them if they would do so without bring- 
ing his clients to look at them atthe same time, 
but he wanted permission to examine them in 
company with his clients. He declared that 
the same papers had been thrown open to 
newspaper correspondents, who kad published 
some of them in garbled form.’ 

** When and where ?” asked Mr. Merrick, 

**T can show you columns of them in the 
New-York press,” said Mr. Wilson. 

** Have you seen any of them in a paper 
within three months ?’ continued Mr. Merrick. 

Mr. Wilson couldn’t say that he had, and 
Judge Wylie said that he nadn’t seen anything 
of the sort recently. Mr. Wilson then com- 
— because letters and recommendations 

ad been published without a full copy 
all the petitions. Col. Bliss assured 
the court that Mr. Wilson had not 


only spent considerable time in the 
examination of the papers, but had been ac- 


companied by a stenographer, to whom he 
had dictated what he desired to take away. 


He had given instructions that no one except 
counsel should see the papers. The Judge 
said that he could not order the Government 
to admit Mr. Wilson’s clients, but he assured 
Mr. Wilson that his clients would not be tried 
if: they could not on trial see any of these 


papers which they needed, 

“ We can’t go to trial without these papers,” 
said Col. Totten. 

‘* And yet you said a short time ago,’’ re- 
marked Mr. Merrick, ‘‘ that you were ready 
for trial this afternoon. He promised that the 
counsel for the defense should see the originals 
now upon application, and that the papers 


would be in court during the trial. 

In conversation with THe Timms’s cor- 
respondent to-night Mr. Merrick and Col. 
Bliss explained the reasons which made it 
necessary or expedient to ask for a postpone- 
ment until John W. Dorsey could be caught. 
John W. Dorsey, with his brother and Brady, 
Turner, and Miner, are indicted together for 
conspiracy. If the Government should 
proceed to try those who have a 
ed and are here, it would be compelled to 
let John W. Dorsey go free or to try 
him afterward. It would be inexpedient to 
trv him alone after the end of the main trial, 


for in that way there would be two very long 
trials instead of one: and, on the other hand, 


the Government is unwilling to let him go free, 
Therefore it seemed best to ask for a postpone- 
ment in the hope of bringing the fugitive into 
court. The Government will spare no effort 
to find him and arrest him. 

The trial of Rerdell was not resumed in the 
Police Court to-day, but was postponed until 
Tuesday. It is probable that Rerdell will be 
again indicted, and that he will appear as a de- 
fendant with his companions at the main trial. 
It is noticeable that the defendants are contin- 
ually increasing the number of their lawyers. 
Their force is now a very large one, and it in- 
cludes not only some of the best lawyers of 
this District, but also men who have made 
reputations as defenders in distant States,

AN ALLEGED WHISKY RING WITH 
A CORRUPTION FUND. 

THE TEBBS CASE SENT TO A COMMITTER AND 
MR. VOORHEES’S RESOLUTION TAKEN UP 
—MR, WINDOM’S REMARKS ABOUT A 
GIGANTIC WHISKY RING. 

Wasurneton, May 4.—Tebbs’s case has 
gone to the Judiciary Committee, and the 
Senate, desisting from an unprofitable ran- 
sacking of the memories of the past, has again 
addressed its eloquence to affairs of the pres- 
ent. When the matter came up to-day there 
was no Senator on either side who had a word 
to add te the debate, and when Mr. David 
Davis put the motion on the proposition 
to refer the bill, with Mr. Ingalls’s 
amendment, to the committee, the Senate, with 
unusual promptness, proceeded to vote, A 
previous vote, taken ona similar motion, re- 
sulted in a refusal to commit, but Mr. Mahone 
was in his place to-day, and the President of 
the Senate voted with the Republicans, the 
motion to commit prevailing by a vote of 29 
to 28. 

A considerable part of the morning hour was 
consumed by Mr. Voorhees in what appeared 


at the beginning to be a determined attempt to 
secure an investigation of certain intimations 
in an obscure Western newspaper that he was 
to be controlled b soucbony or other in his 
vote on the bill to extend the period in 
which distilled spirits may lie in bond with- 
out the payment of tax. Mr. Voor- 
hees yesterday introduced a resolution 
calling for the appointment of a committee of 
five Senators to undertake to find out if cor- 
rupt or improper influences had been brought 
to bear to secure the defeat or passage of the 
bill. Mr. Windom, as soon as the resolution 
had been called up, offered an amendment 
which, with the remarks accompanying it, ex- 
cited a ripple of surprise. He wanted to 
know, through the investigators, whether any 
money had been raised by contribution or 
otherwise from persons in interest to secure 
the passage or the defeat of the Whisky bill, 
and for what uses the money had been ex- 
“pry Mr. Voorhees said that his name had 
een used in a slanderous connection, and as 
he had nothing to leave behind him but his 
mame he would not let any aspersion rest 
onit. ‘‘When the newspapers taint a man’s 
name,” said he, ‘‘and then spread it over 
the country,’”’ he thought it became matter 
for an investigation. This pathetic utterance 
of the * Tall Sycamore” moved Mr. Bayard to 
declare that it was rather ridiculous to puta 
Senator on his reply to anonymous and vague 
allegations or statements, and he said some 
very prettv things about the Indiana 
Senator. Mr. Windom declared that 
he would vote against the original 
eligi but with his amendment 
16 would sustain it. It had come to his 
knowledge that an enormous sum had been 
raised by the whisky ring, so called, to push 
the bill through Congress. The information 
he kad obtained was suflicient to lead him to 
inquire into it. The newring he had heard 
of made the ring of a few years 
ago pale into insignificance, and if 
their bill passed the country would be 
astonished by tho developments of the new 
one, and would also lose about 860,000,000, 
He was informed that money had been raised 
for the purpose he had referred to. Mr, In- 
galls discouraged the inquiry called for by Mr. 
Voorhees, made some more flattering remarks 
about him, and insisted that Mr. Windom’s 
amendment should be approved and the 
remainder of the resolution indefinitely 
postponed, It appearing by some _ tele- 
graphic dispatches that the statements 
offensive to Mr. Voorhees had been dis- 
claimed by somebody, he permitted his resolu- 
tion to be postponed, and Mr. Windom, with- 
drawing his amendment, gave notice that he 
would introduce a resolution to-morrow call- 
ing for an inquiry, as the information he had 
received came from a person in whom he had 
great confidence, 

Resuming consideration of the bill to estab- 
lish Federal courts of appeal, the Senators 
voted on Mr. Vest’s amendment providing 
that no Circuit or District Judge be- 
fore whom a cause may have been tried in 
the District Court shall sit in the trial of that 
cause in the Court of Appeals. The amend- 
ment was adopted by a vote of 39 to 14. An 
amendment offered by Mr. Call was rejected, 
and the remainder ef the afternoon was taken 
up by Mr. Morgan, who preferred his plan for 
a Federal Court of Appeals, and by Mr. Jonas, 
who spoke at length on his amendment regu- 
lating the removal of causes from State courts. 
He deprecated the tendency, especially in the 
South, to transfer all causes to the United 
States courts, and thought some remedy ought 
to be furnished by legislation to correct an 
evil which threatened starvation to lawyers 
who could not reach the United States courts. 
The bill went over as the unfinished business,

A petition from the citizens of Broadway, 
Va., inregard to the discontinuance of the Post 
Office at that place was presented tothe Senate 
to-day by Mr. Johnston, of Virginia. The peti- 
tioners say: ** The Post Offiee Department dis- 
continued the office at this place in violation 
of law, assigning as a reason therefor * politi- 
cal enmity’ to the recently appointed Read just- 
er Postmaster, (beard,) and that the people 
did not patronize the office.’’?’ The petitioners 
hold that the reason assigned is without foun- 
dation, and that those in the habit of patron- 
izing the Post Office continued to do so after 
the appointment of Mr, Beard. They stated that 
a number of the citizens of Broadway invari- 
ably patronized the postal car in preference to 
the local oftice; that Mr. Beard attempted to 
prevent this practice as soon as he received his 
cormamission, and that threats were made that 
if it were persisted in all letters thus mailed 
would be delayed in transmission, In conclu- 
sion, the petitioners pray for action which will 
protect them from what they characterize as 


**a violation of law’’ on the part of the Post 
Office Department.

ANOTHER CASE IN A JURY’S HANDS—ONE 
MORE CASE TO BE HEARD. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., May 4,— Ex-Judge 
Magrath made an exceedingly ingenuous speech in 
the United States Circuit Court this morning on 
behalf of the managers of the Hope Engine-house 
precinct. He claimed that, under the excitment of 
the moment, and while the passions of people were 
strongest, many things were done and saia that 
should be allowed to rest. He reviewed 
the evidence from a Democratic stand-point, 
blamed the Government strongly for arous 
ing issues that should have slept, and 
for selecting only a few culprits, while, as is 
charged, many were guilty. He claimed that the 
District Attorney only prosecuted Democrats, 
while Republicans equally guilty were allowed to 
escape. District Attorney Melton denied these as- 
severations, and showed that nota single Republi- 
ean had been appointed manager since the Democ- 
racy came into power. “It is not Republican 
doctrine,” he said, “to stuff ballot-boxes, and if one 
Republican can be pointed out who has debauched 
his nature, the creed of his party, and the 
ballot-box, it would afford ine pleasure to prose- 
cute him to the fullest extent of the law.”” He 
alluded to the remark with which heis charged, 
about not being able to eonvict Judas Iscariot with 
Democratic juries, and that ng he had selected 
would convict the Apostle Paul and all the other 
Apostles. The Apostle Paul, he said, was convicted 
and converted, and, while he would not liken 
the defendants to Judas Iscariot, it was the 
greatest absurdity to place them on a level 
with St. Mark, St. Matthew, aud St. Luke. “ You 
are admonished,"’ he sald to the jury, * to take the 
law in yourown hands and to perjure your souls 
to acquit the defendant. To pre seven Bishops 
who defended the liberties of the people of Eng- 
Jand in this case is to steal the livery of heaven 
to serve the devil." He showed conclu- 
sively that the poverty of the people of 
Charleston, desolate streets, anda stagnation of 
business were owing to intolerance in political 
affairs. “The people of the civilized world,’ he 
said, *‘ will not come to South Carolina until the 
ballot {s honestly eounted, and refusal to do it will 
keep the Staie in sackcloth amd ashes the balance 
of her days.”

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GLADSTONE’S NEW POLICY

MR.. FORSTER HXPLAINS HIS RE- 
TIREMENT FROM OFFICH. 

HE CONDEMNS THE RELEASE OF THE “‘ 6Us- 
PECTS’ AND JUSTIFIES HIS COURSE— 
LORD FREDERICK CAVENDISH APPOINT- 
ED CHIEF SECRETARY FOR IRELAND— 
CORRESPONDENCE WITH THE UNITED 
STATES. 

Lonpon, May 4.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day, Mr. Smith postponed his motion 
on the land question pending the Govern- 
ment’s proposals, 3 

A new writ for an election for the Northern 
Division of the West Riding of Yorkshire was 
ordered in consequence of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish accepting the post of Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, Home Sec- 
retary, announced that the Government had 
determined to release Michael Davitt. Reply- 
ing toa question by Mr. Joseph Cowen,§the 
Home Secretary said Michael Davitt was 
released for the same reasons as those for 
which the “‘ suspects” had been released. No 
conditions were attached to his release except 
those attached to his previous liberation. 

Mr. Gladstone announced that the charge of 
treasonable practices against Mr. Parnell 
would be withdrawn. 

Mr. Forster stated the reason for his with- 
drawal from the office of Chief Secretary for 
Ireland. He said that in view of the great dif- 


ficulty experienced in the affairs of Ireland, he 
would have preferred, so far as he personally 
was concerned, to say nothing. He confirmed 
the report that there was a_ difference 
between himself and the rest of the 
Cabinet in regard to the release of 
the ‘‘suspects,”” which release he con- 
demned. He could not agree to release 
them unless he got from them a public under- 
taking to cease opposing the execution of the 
law. As he could not obtain that, he could not 
remain in office. He would have released the 
“suspects” if Ireland had been quiet or if the 
Government had had full powers, but he could 
not agree to an unconditional surrender. He ad- 
mitted that the condition of Ireland was better 
than in January, but it was still so bad 
that he wanted the Government to let the 
rules of procedure wait until a fresh act se- 
curing punishment for outrages has been 
passed, The Coercion act, he said, had broken 
up the League, or put it under petticoats, and 
rents were being better waid; but he feared 
that an unconditional release would undo all 
the good effects of the act. In justifying the 
arrest of Mr. Parnell, he said that Mr. Parnell, 
if he had been allowed, would have become the 
uncrowned King of Ireland. Mr. Forster de- 
clared that the proceedings of the imprisoned 
members had been far more dangerous than 
individual incitements to outrage. After de- 
fending the arrests which had been made, 
Mr. Forster said if ail England could 
not govern Mr. Parnell let the Gov- 
ernment acknowledge that he is the greatest 
power in Ireland. But ke believed that 
neither such an admission nor any weak- 
ening concessions were necessary. Better 
even hideous secret societies than pay- 
ing black-mail to law-breakers! This 
exclamation was _ received with roars 
the Opposition cheering. Continuing, Mr. 
Forster said that the course which he had 
hoped to see pursued was that an act strength- 
ening the ordinary law should be pressed 
forward, and then all the ‘‘suspects” 
released. He feared that the price which would 
have to be paid for the immediate diminu- 
tien of outrages which might be produced 
by the unconditional release of Mr. Parnell 
would he weakening to the power of any 
Government to protect life and property. It 
was true that his individual opinions of the 
proper course to pursue were opposed 
by his 13 colleagues, one of whom held opin- 
ions so strong that it was imppossible fer 
him to appear there and not ac- 
knowledge it. Mr. Forster concluded 
by referriag to the pain with which he quitted 
the councils of the party, the principles of 
which. he said, he had not forsaken. 
Mr. Forster spoke with considerable emo- 
tion. Mr. Parnell entered the House while he 
was making his statement and wes loudly 
cheered. 

Mr, Gladstone warmly 
for not compromising Liberal principles. 
Mr. Gladstone declared that there was 
no arrangement or bargain with the Leaguers 
but that the Government had availed them- 
selves of information tendered by men in a 
position to offer it. It was intended at the 
earliest moment to legislate on arrears of rent. 

Mr. Parnell denied that the question of the 
release of himself and others was due to 
any condition as to their future action, 
though he said he had stated verbally 
and in writing that he believed a settlement of 
arrears would have an enormous effect in re- 
storing law and order, and that if such settle- 
ment should be made ho would be able to take 
such steps as would have a material effect in 
diminishing the number of outrages. He 
maintained that the agitation in Ireland was 
mainly supported by the American press and 
American gold; that without American aid it 
would be a very small affair imdeed. 

The Marquis of Hartington rebuked the 
Tories for not supporting Mr. Forster while he 
was in office. He declared that the information 
on which the suspects were released was 
furnished by Earl Cowper and Mr. Fors- 
ter, [cheers,] according to which the conduct 
of Mr. Parnell and others would not be hostile 
to the administration of law and order, but 
would tend in the contrary direction. The 
Government were, therefore, not justified in 
retaining the Leaguers in prison a single day. 

Sir Henry Drummond Wolff quoted Mr. 
Gladstone’s declarations that the Land 
Leaguers had caused outrage, rapine, and mur- 
der. Sir Henry ridiculed the Government for 
releasing tae Leaguers as if they were inno- 
cent men. Tho Land League, he declared, had 
beaten the Government, and Mr. Gladstone 
recognized Mr. Parneil as the ruler of Ireland. 
Sir Stafford Northcete thought the present 
aspect of affairs looked like a triumph for the 
agitators. 

it is freely asserted that the appointment of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish as Chief Secretary 
for Ireland is an endeavor to conciliate the 
Whig members of the Cabinet. The Homo 
Rule members of Parliament are much disap- 
pointed at the selection of Lord Cavendish for 
that post.

The correspondence between Great Britain 
and the United States on the subject of the 
publication in the United States of incitement 
to outrage in Ireland is printed. It consists of 
a dispatch from Earl Granville to Sir Edward 
Thornton, dated June 24, 1881, relative to the 
United Jreland; a dispatch from Sir Edward 
Thornton to Earl Granville, dated June 27, 
detailing a conversation with Mr. Blaine; 
a dispatch from Earl Granville to Mr. 
Drummond, dated July 27, expressing 
satisfaction at the views expressed 
by Mr. Blaine, and a dispatch from Earl 
Granville to Mr, West, dated April 27. In the 
latter Earl Granville says: ‘'I think it well to 
state that Sir Edward Thornton reported to 
me last Summer that he had been confidently 
informed, t#rough a trustworthy source, that 
the Government of the United States was not 
disposed to take up too warmly the cause of 
American citizens, native or naturalized, who 
went to England and Ireland with the express 
object of agitating and then appealing to the 
United States for protection. It considered 
that there was no reason why such Americans 
should be entitled to better treatment than 
Irishmen for the same offense.”

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INTERVIEWS WITH PARTY LEADERS. 

LORD CAVENDISH’S APPOINTMENT CON- 
DEMNED—DIVERSE VIEWS OF THE SITU- 
ATION. 

Boston, May 4.—The Herald in the morn- 
ing will print special cable dispatches con- 
taining interviews with prominent Land 
‘Leaguers and others upon the new 
‘Trish policy of the British Government, 
Mr. Parnell was found in the House of Com- 
mons to-night. He said he could not give an 
opinion until the Government declared 
the full extent of its concessions. 
He thought the appointment of Lord 
Cavendish looked badly for the success of Mr. 
Gladstone’s plans. He was afraid he was too 


weak and vacillating. The liberation of 
Michael Davitt he considered the strongest 
blow Gladstone had struck. 

Mr. Henry Labouchere, Liberal member of 
Parliament, thought the appointment of Lord 
Cavendish a farce, and the new policy likel 
to produce grave results in Mr. Glad- 
stone’s party. It would cost it about 17 
Whigs, and dissolution was not impossible, 
though improbable at present. The plan of 
the Opposition would be to form a coalition 
Cabinet, relying on the aid of the Irish 
and bolting Whigs. He thought Mr. Glad- 
stone intended to secure the I[rish vote, but 
was not willing to pay the necessary price, 
If the new policy fails, Mr. Forster is the com- 
ing man. If it succeeds, he is ruined. 

r. Story (Whig) said the new policy would 
fail. It had no element of success. Lord Cav- 
endish was a bad selection. If half-meas- 
ures were adopted to suit the Whigs, Mr. 
Gladstone would lose the support of the 
Radicals. If he went great lengths he would 
lose the Whigs. Therefore he was bound to 
fail either way. Indeed a large Whig bolt 
was already organized. The results of the 
new policy must be grave. There was no pos- 
sible escape. 

Mr. Healy, Land Leaguer, said the Govern- 
ment threw sprat to catch mackerel. We’ 
got the sprat and kept the mackerel. 
We are giad Lor Cavendish is 
appointed. We could not have 
fought Mr. Chamberlin, but Cavendish is 
sure to be such a failure that we cannot show 
him more quarter than is due the Government 
for what it has done. I regard the appointment 
as the worst possible thing tor the Liberals. 
The new policy, if carried out to any extent, 
will have the effect of checking outrages and 
evictions, and no doubt restore order toa great 
extent in Ireland. Beyond the immediate 
present, however, we are in great uncertainty 
till we know what new laws will be adopted. 

Mr. Shaw, one of the strongest men_ in 
Parliament, said the appointment of Mr. 
Cavendish indicated tnat the policy 
would be small in all its details. He 
thought it meant more than an over- 
hauling and centralization in I[reland for 
the sake of economy. Since he heard of 
the weak appointment he had lost all 
faith in the success of the movement, 
but did not think it would lead to 
a dissolution, though a reorganization 
might be necessary. e thought Cavendish 
was selected because he would consent to let 
the policy fritter away where a man like 
Chamberlain would insist on carrying it 
through. He did not believe very deeply in the 
sincerity of the Government. He thought the 
prisoners had been released on account of the 
enormous pressure from all over the world. 

There is very little general excite- 
ment in London. Michael Davitt’s 
release is. considered a master stroke, 
The Land League consider that the 
Government has backed down. Though they 
decline to make a declaration of intentions, 
they have the air of men who will demand 
more concessions. 

A special dispatch from Paris to the Herald 
gives an interview with Mr. Egan. He 
says the Government, finding that its 
policy of coercion only inereased the 
number of outrages in Ireland, have adopted 
this new policy, which is only a humbug upon 
the Irish people.

This picture of the situation frightened 
some of the stockholders who had gone into the 
pool to beleve that Mr. Jewett was bound to con- 
trol the road whether they signed or not, and the 
wise thing, therefore, would be to go in with 
Mr. Jewett. This has to some extent 
been already done. To-day, however, a dispatch 
has been received from the New-York, Chieago 
and St. Louis Company’s head-quarters to the ef- 
fect that Mr. dewett does not hold a promise from 
them to place their Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton stock in his hands, and they have no intention 
of so doing. This leayes Mr. Jewett without a 
controlling interest, or, as many believe,

ALBANY, May 4.—As the end of the session 
approaches all of the tricks and devices which can 
be theught of are resorteé to by dishonest mem- 
bers of the Legislature to progress their pet 
schemes. If evidences of rascality continue ta 
multiply as they have within the last fort 
night, the Assembly of 1882 will go on 
record as one of the; most vicious sincd 
the days of Tweed.‘ It is a curious fact that the 
desks in one portion of the House are occupied by 
members whose every movement is regarded with 


suspicion and distrust. Whether justly or not, 
these members are frequently referred to as the 
“forty thieves.” It may be nothing more than 
@® mere coincidence that the members o 
this particular section of the floor are foun 
acting and; voting together on almost every m 
tion that is made. ey were recorded in favor 0 
the jobs involved in ** Dick” Newman’s street< 
pavin bills. They resented an almost 
unbroken front on the cise bill. They werd 
oppmeed at the oviset to any invest — 
of Judge Westbrook and ex-Attorney-Gene 
Ward. Asif by common consent they wheel inta 
line in support of or in o tion to anything tha’ 
is advocated or opposed by any one member o 
the coterie. They seem sworn to defeaf.the bills 
of those reputable members who dared to oppose 
tife ~*~ enous Excise bill and the Police and Fire- 
men’s bill. _ 

It was not to be expected that the methods fa- 
vored by such’men could long be employed without 
some victim rising to enter an earnest protest. Mr. 
Stillwell, one of the most conscientious mem- 
bers that Kings County sent to the 
Legislature, believing that he had been 
victimized by some of his colleagues, rose 
to a question of privilege ‘to-day and demanded 
that an gg be made of the methuds by 
which a local bill relating to the Police of New 
Lots had found its way through the House and in< 
to the Senate. Thé Index Clerk’s book, he deciared, 
indicated that the bill had passed the As 
sembly on April 19. The journal, which if 
bound to contain mention of the passage oO 
bills, contains no allusion whatever to thia particu- 
jar case in the proceedings of April 19. At the 
gentleman's request the matter was referred for 
investigation to the special committee which ig 
now inquiring into the mutilation of one of thd 
bills already passed by,the House. 

In keeping with the extraordinary means em- 
ployed to progress this bill is the effort on the part 
of someboay to disguise the real nature of a bill 
which comes from the Board of Supervisors of 
Kings County, a board, by the way, very many of 
whose members are not above reproach. As pro- 
posed by that board, its title reads: “‘An act for 
the improvement and sale of lands adjoining the 
Concourse on Coney Island.” Mr. Stillwell’s ve- 
hement declaration on Monday night that an effort 
was being made to smuggie this bill througt 
under another title firsc attracted atten 
tion. On ascertaining from Mr. Shanley, 
who introduced it, that it was repos in 
the Cities Committee, Mr. Stillwell insisted 
upon examining it. The original title he found 
had been scratched out by faint lead-pencil marks, 
and in its place was interlined, also in lead-pencil, 
the title, “An act relative to the sale of lands ad« 
jacent to the City of Brooklyn.” No doubt it was 
the object of those who are interested in the bill ta 
push it along under this latter title, and at the 
proper time to erase this, together with all pencil 
marks, and allow the original title to stand forth 
as the one under which the act was passed. At 
examination of the provisions of this bill 
discloses the motives of those who aré4 
engaged in its manipulation, It appear 
‘that under an aet of 1875 the Park Commissionerg 
of Brooklyn were empowered to acquire about 74 
acres of land on Coney Island, to be laid out asa 
boulevard and a public park by the sea. The Com< 
missioners have laid out a concourse, have extend- 
ed through the property a grand driveway from 
the entrance of Prospect Park to the sea-shore, 
and have now halted in their labors. The project 
embodied in this bill is the sale of the lands for. 
which the Commissioners appear to have no fur~ 
ther use, a tract-of perhaps 40 acresin extent. Ag 
can be readily understood, these lands are not 
adjacent to the city of Brooklyn, as the 
substituted title of his bill would seem to indicate 
A railroad scheme whose projectors are desirous 0 
obtaining these lands, is said to be involved in th¢ 
fate of this bill. Interested in it are a number o 
Democratic politiclans, it is claimed, who wi 
bave no scruples whatever in sneaking through am 
act which will confer upon them benefits of no ink 
considerable value. 

The codified laws of the City of New-York were 
to-day passed y the Assembly, and they now g4 
to the Senate. The bill increasing the pay of tha 
Brooklyn firemen also passed with little or no op< 
position. The proposed increase ranges from 2a 
to 50 per cent. . 

There has been much compiaint about the delay 
in the printing of reports and documents by the 
Stata printers. The manuscript of the testimony 
taken by the Receivership investigating commit 
tee has been in their bands for nearly a 
month, and little or nothing has_ beer 
done toward its printing. Unless this evil 
is remedied members threaten to call the 
attention of the House to the matter, and 
urge tnat the work be_ transferred to persons 
who can attend to it. The printed testimony is 
absolutely necessary to the completion of the com- 
mittee’s report before the Legislatute adjourns. The 
committee has informed Judge Westbrook that 
it will take his testimony on Saturday night upon 
points which have been brought out from time to 
time relating to his appointment of Receivers and 
the signing of orders for their payment. The only 
member of the committee who has ever opposed 
the examination of the Judge is its Chairman, Mr. 

‘Chapin. The committee directed the necessary 
subpcena to be issued a week ago, and expected 
that he would appear before it in New-York last 
week. To the astonishment of the members, they 
ascertained that Mr. Chapin had taken upon 
himself the responsibility of postponing its service. 
It ts believed that such an emphatic protest was 
entered against such an interference that the act& 
will never be repeated. The members declare that 
they will place Judge Westbrook upon the stand 
and examine him inspite of their Chairman, should 
he be so imprudent as to attempt to prevent them. 

Mr. Shanley, of Kings, has a remarkable bill, ro- 
lating to the municipal Government of the city of 
Brooklyn, which, he says, he proposes to intro- 
duce. It provices that the Mayor shail preside at 
meetings of the Board of Aldermen, cast the decid< 
ing vote whenever there shall be a tie. and appoint 
the necessary clerks to aid him in the performancé 
of his duties. The Aldermen are to have exclusiva 
control of the City Government, and all 


the departments are to be _ responsible 
to it and obey its behests. The amoun 
to be raised by taxation for the support o 
the City Government is to be fixed py this body. 
and uponit is conferred the right to grade and 
pave any street it maysee fit. Upon the expira- 
tion of the terms cf office of the Board of Asses: 
sors, the Corporation Counsel, and the Presidents 
of the various departments their successors are ta 
be elected for terms of two years. Had not Mr, 
Shanley the reputation of being au eminently prac- 
tical gentlemen on all ‘egislatrve matters, he might 
be accused of entertaining Quixotic ideas. 

Either by carelessness or design the Murphy spy 
bill does not retain, in the shape in which it now 
appears before the House, the spirit of the amend- 
ments proposed by the Judiciary Committee. By 
the substitution of a single word the bill is re 
clothed with all of those features which mada 
it so objectionable in its original shape, 
Against those features every Judge in the City of 
New-York entered nis protest, and it was chiefly 
because of this protest that the Judiciary Commit- 
tee undertook to amend it. ,As now printed for 
the action of the House. it makes particepd 


criminis apy person who jnduces anothet 
to violate the laws “for the purpose 
of malice or revenge or with the intent ta 
inform against that person.” The recollection of 
members of the Judiciary Committee is that the 
word **and"’ was intended to be used in place of 
the italicized word “‘or.’’ The substitution of the 
latter word makes the bill quite as objectionable 
as when it was originally introduced.

From that time 
forth John Kelly and his Tammany Hall followers 
have put on the robes of purity, and while mas- 
uerading as saints had played the part of 

emagogues and traitors to the Democratic 
Party that nursed them into being. 
These cutting remarks brought Mr. Grady again 
to his feet, for the fourth time during this discus- 
sion, and the Senate was treated to another hour 
of Democratic political history. The whole case 
of :Gumbleton was rehearsed, and Gov. Rob- 
inson was held up as the real demagogue 
ih that matter, and as the pliant tool 
of Tilden in the work of destroying the 
Democratic Party in this State. Mr. McCarthy 
closed with a review of the history of the Demo- 
cratic Party from the opening of the rebeliion 
down to the present time, and argued that it had 
lost the confidence and respect of the people by 
reason of its want of patriotism, its subserviency 
to the slave power, and its general course of politi- 
cal trickery and demagogism. 

After discussing every subject except the bill be- 
fore them from 10:30 A. M. to 4 P. M., the Senate 
eoncluded to take a yote on Mr. Jacobs's motion 
to substitute the first section of the Assembly bill 
for the first section of the Senate bill. The motion 
was lost on a division by 18 to 14. Mr. Pitts then 
moved to amend the bill so as to give the absolute 
power of appointing the Commissioners to the 
Governor. This motion was lost—9 to 14—the Tam- 
many Senators voting witn the Democrats against 
it. Mr. Pitts then moved toamend so as to give 
the Governor the appointment of the Commission- 
ers, taken one each from the two political parties 
and the third in his own diseretion. This was lost 
=8 to 15, 

Mr. Pitts then moved to make the commission 

to consist of five members, who shall be appointed 
by the Governor without restriction. ‘This was 
lost. Mr. Daly moved that the Senate name the 
Commissioners, and that they consist of F. B. Ol- 
éott, John Hall, Watson, and F. B. Thurber. This 
was also lost. Other names were then proposed, 
but the Senate refused to adopt them. Mr. Titus 
moved to amend the bill so as to limit the number 
of free passes which the railroad companies are re- 
quired by the bill to give to “ agents and employes” 
of the Commissioners. Under the billas it now 
stands, he said, the Commissioners might order 
free rasses to all the delegates to a political con- 
vention on the pretext that they were “agents and 
émployes.”” The motion was.lost. Mr. Boyd 
moved to increase the salaries of the Commission- 
érs from $6,000 to $8,000, and the salary of the Sec- 
retary from $3,000 to $4,000. Lost. Mr. Titus ob- 
ected to the provision which fixes the expenses of 
he commission not to exceed $50,000, and re- 
quires the railroad companies to payit. In his 
opinion, it was clearly unconstitutional for the 
Legislature to compel the railroads to pay the ex- 
penses ‘of any of its commissions or boards, It 
Was a species of “‘unequal taxation,” which the 
Constitution of the United States expressly for- 
bids. He moved to strike it out. This was lost 
Mr. Grady moved an amendment requiring the 
commission to meet at feast once a month at its 
principal office in Albany, and requiring its pro- 
ceedings at such meetings to be incorporated in 
its annual report to the Legislature. This was 
adopted, and it was the only amendment of any 
Importance that was made to the bill. 

On motion of Mr. Boyd, the committee rose and 
reported the bill to the Senate and recommended 
its passage. In the Senate the amendments offered 
in committee by Mr. Pitts were again offered and 
rejected. Onthe motionto give the appointment 
of the Commissioners to the Governor without re- 
Btriction, the vote stood as follows:

The bill was then ordered to a third reading, sub- 
stantially as reported from the Senate Committee, 
but the votes in committee showed that there are 
not enough in its favor to pass it in its present 


shape. 

The ‘regular’ Democrats held a caucus this 
evening to decide what course they would pursue 
In regard to the bill in future. After an inter- 
change of opinion, they unanimously agreed 
that they would support any fair bill that 
did not give the appointment of the Commissioners 
to Gov, Cornell. The method of appointing the 
third Commissioner devised by the anti-monopol- 
ists and advocated by the Tammany Senators has 
no chance of being adopted, and being withal of 
foubtfal constitutionality, will not be pressed 
hereafter, and the probability now is that if any 
commission bill passes the Senate it will be one 
that gives the appointments to the Governor, but 
not to take effect until after a new Governor is 
blected.

TWO APPROPRIATION ITEMS. 
THE HOUSE AGAIN REFUSING MONEY FOR 
THE CATHOLIC PROTECTORY. 

ALBANY, May 4.—The conference commit- 
tee recently appointed to consider the items in the 
Appropriation bill calling for an increase in the 
Salaries of certain State officers and for $50,000 for 
the Catholic Protectory of New-York, reported in 
favor of them both. The question of confirming this 
occupied the closing portion of the morning and the 
Whole of the afternoon session of the Assembly. 
Strong ground was taken against allowing the ap- 
propriation for the Protectory, by Mr. Van Allen 
and Mr. Roosevelt, of New-York; Mr. Chamber- 
lain, of St. Lawrence, and Mr. Hunter, of Cayuga. 
It was conclusively shown by their arguments that 
the institution is sectarian in its character and is 
not entitled to the State aid for which it prays. 


Mr. Brooks was the only member of the Assmbly 
conference committee who opposed the appropri- 
ation in committee. It would appear from his 
remarks that the managers of the Protectory al- 
lowed no fair consideration of the item by the 
Ways and Means Committee, but relied upon cer- 
tain influences to secure its recognition in the 
Senate. In other words, the item has been added 
asarider upon the Appropriation bill in violation 
of all precedents, and of common justice even. 
Although there were not wanting members to ad- 
vocate the granting of the appropriation of $50,000 
to this institution, not one of them advanced a 
single good reason for such a raid as is here con- 
templated on the State Treasury. 

The House, by a vote of 5Y to 54, refused to 
adopt the report of the conference committee. It 
is possibie that such a decided expression of opin- 
lon against the appropriation may deter the man- 
agers of the Protectory from pressing it. Asa 
matter of fact. however, the objectionable item 
will yet have to be more emphatically disposed of 
if the passage of the Appropriation bill is 
not to be endangered. The sentiment of the 
Mouse, it is believed, is against ziving 
money to sectarian institutions, whether of Cath- 
olic or of Protestant faith, and the soorer this is 
recognized the better it will be for any institutions 
which may be thrown upon the cruel mercies of 
criticism and eold debate. By another emphatic 
vote, the liouse refused to agree with that portion 
of the conference committee's report increasing 
the salaries of certain officers. The labors of two 
conference committees upon these two subjects 
have come to naught. and, although a third will 
bave to be appointed, it is hardiy possible that the 
House will ever give expression to any different 
Ypinion from that which was given to-day.

OHILI?S TERMS TO PERU. 


MR. TRESCOT SEEKING TO PERSUADE MON- 
TERO TO ACCEPT THEM--FEATURES OF 


AN OFFERED TRUCE. 


PanaMA, April 25.—The Star and Herald's 


Lima letter of April 13 says that the probabilities of 
a trace being arranged augment every day. It 
seems the Chilian Cabinet has allowed Mr. Trescot 
to understand the terms under which it is willing 


to agree to a truce, and he is diligently work- 


ing to bring it about—undoubtedly in order 
to obtain some little credit from the 
thankless mission on which he is engaged. 
The terms partake of the same nature as 
those discussed by Sefior Lillo and Sefior Bap- 
tista at Tacna, and which there is nota shadow ofa 
doubt would have been accepted by Bolivia had 
it not been for the interference of Mr. Adams. 
Aparty of gentlemen will start for the North to- 
day to hunt up Montero to communicate the sug- 
gested arrangement to him and endeavor to per- 
suade him toagreetoit. After the arrival of the 
New-York mail on Saturday. the Lackawanna will 
leave Callao with Messrs. Trescot and Blaine on 
Board, and will proceed to Chimbote or Casma, 
where it is believed Montero will arrive in order to 
hold a conference with Mr. Trescot. 

Generally, the proposed arrangement will be ac- 
ceptable to Peruvians, although all the military 
chieftains will probably object. The first 
clause will be the cession of ‘Tarapaca, 
truce or no truce, peace or no_ peace. 
This having been ac yeas, then a proposal will be 
made that a truce be signed for three years, the 
Chilians to retain during that term Arica and Tacna 
and such strategical points as they may determine. 
Callao would probably be the chief of these. Dur- 
ing the three years it is believed a Peruvian Goy- 
ernment would be able to consolidate itself, and at 
the expiration of that term a permanent peace 
could be signed. These are the principal con- 
ditions, and which, once determined, will Jeyd the 
way for the arrangement of the minor details, 
about which there would be little trouble once the 
chief difficulties were got over. Seilors Derteano, 
Ribeyro, Canevaro, Garcia, and Carlos Elias, the 
brother-in-law of Montero, are the committee (all 
members of the Civil Party) who have gone to meet 
Montero to persuade him to agree to these terms, 
Whether he is in a position to do so remainsto be 
seen. His authority was trembling at last accounts 
from the North, and he may not be desirous of in- 
curring the odium Peruvians believe will attach to 
the name of whoever signs any arrangement sanc- 
tioning a cession of territory. 

The Chitian authorities are investigating the 
fraud in connection with the placing in circulation 
of $9,000,000, which were brought from the United 
States and traded off by their recipients. Messrs. 
La Fuente, Cantarrias, and Schiattino are impris- 
oned pending investigations. The names of the 
two first named appear /lithographed on the notes, 
a number of which have been withdrawn from cir- 
culation. The details of this swindle on the pub- 
lic are said to be of a most Intere:ting nature. 
Messrs. Trescot and Blaine are the lions of the 
hour with the Civil Party. They are staying at the 
residence of Sefior Derteano, who is a shining light 
in that party, and also one of the principal bankers 
of the erst: Much comment (adverse, it must 
be admitted,) has followed the acceptance of this 
hospitality by the members of the most important 
mission yet sent by the United States to any Span- 
ish American republic. Sefor Derteano has been 
fined once already by the Chilian authorities, 
fraudulent note issue is causing much consterna- 
tion among those who have pocketed the proceeds.

Detroit, Mich., May 4—At the annual 
meeting of the Michigan Central Railroad, held 
here this forenoon, last year’s Board of Directors 
was re-elected. ; 

The annual report submitted was signed by Wil- 
liam H. Vanderbilt as President. It showed the 
capital stock to be unchanged at $18,728,204. 
Charges were made during the year in the funded 
debt of the company through the purchase by the 
Sinking Fund Trustees of $3,000 of the first sink- 


ing fund bonds and of $5,000 of the second sink- 
ing fund bonds; the retirement of $196,000 of the 
Jackson, Lansing and Saginaw Northern extension 
8 per cent. bonds; the issue of new Jackson, Lan- 
sing and Saginaw 6 per cent. extensions to the 
amount of £1,100,000; the issue of $3,576,000 
5 per cent. first mortgages, on lease of 
the Detroit and Bay City Railway; the acceptance 
of 4240ld Bay City bonds, making the adopted 
Bay City debt $4,000,000. The company’s property 
is reported to have been much increased in value 
during the year by the addition of extra terminal 
facilities at Detroit Junction, the erection of now 
iron bridges, buildings, construction of new second 
track, &c. The freight traffic shows an increase of 
54,400,000 tons moved one mile, or 7.40 per cent. 
over the previous year; while the earnings, on ac- 
count of the prevailing low rates incidental to the 
sharp contest between the trunk lines, from the 
effects of which this company could not separate 
itself, record a decrease of $520,000, or 8,40 per 
cent. Had the rate of 1880 been obtained on the 
traffic for 1881, the net revenue therefrom would 
have been $970,000 (equal to over 5 per cent. on the 
capital stock) greater than it now is. The passen- 
ger traffic also shows an increase over the previous 
year of 20,200,000 passengers moved one mile, or 
17.47 per cent., and of earnings $350,900, or 14.26 per 
cent. The operating expenses show an increase 
over those of 1880, of 993,000 or 17.31 per cent., 
which, however, is very favorable, when compared 
with the increased cost of labor, materials, and 
fuel, which is 27 per eent.; the operating expenses 
include the cost of 10,000 tons of new steel rails, 
(an inerease over the previous year of 5,300 
tons,) the cost cf nine new and_ additional 
Jocomotives, and the cost of four new Jron bridges. 
The gross revenue of the company for the year was 
$8,934,331 62, against $9,085,748 71 in 1880, The op- 
erating expenses for the year were $6,732,005 10, 
against $5,738,751 09 in 1880. Interest and rent paid 
during the year amounted to $1,692,926 88, against 
$1,569,429 58 in 1880. In 1880 there were extraordi- 
nary expenses tothe amount of $86,080. The net 
revenue, however. for 1881 was only $509,309 34, 
against $1,690,588 04 in 1880, In 1880 $1,499,056 32 
was paid for dividends; last year only $468,456 10, 
leaving a surplus on hand this year of $40,854 24, 
against $191,531 72 at the close of 1880.

BAYONNE’S WATER SUPPLY. 

Some time ago Bayonne City, N. J., con- 
tracted with Jersey City for a supply of Passaic 
River water—the water with which the people of 
Jersey City and Newark slake their thirst, In his 
annual message to the City Council, Mayor Lane 
of Bayonne thus refers to the introduction of the 
water into that city: “ The introduction of Passaic 
water, during the year, for the manufacturing in- 
terests, now coming so prominently to the fore- 
ground, is progressing rapidly and satisfactorily to 
its completion, In connection with this matter, I 
desire our people to fully understand that this 
water is not designed, and is totally unfit, for drink- 
ing or culinary purposes. It is not introduced with 
such intention, and no family should use it in their 
houses. Wells and cisterns should supply .such 
wants until a proper supply can be brought froma 
pure and not a polluted source.”

THE EXTENSION OF CENTRE-STREET. 

Ata meeting of the Third District Republi- 
can Association, last evening, resolutions were 
adopted expressing approval of Senator Grady's 
bill providing for the opening of Centre-street 
from Broome to Great Jones-street, and urging the

Charles N. Taintor, in introducing the resolutions, 
said that the bill proposed to relieve traffic on 
Broadway. The new street would be 80 feet wide. 
It is now almost impossible, he said, to make prog- 
ress with a light vehicle on Broadway below 
Fourteenth-street at certain hours of the day. 
The opening of Centre-street would therefore be 
as advantageous to the East Side population as 
was the opening of Fifth-avenue into Laurens- 
street some years ago.

A bili was reported to the Senate to-day by Mr. 
Vance, from the Committee on Naval Affairs, to 
promote the efficiency of the corps of Chaplains of 
the Navy. The bill provides that Chaplains shall 
be paid during the third five years after the date of 
theircommissions as follows: When at sea, $2,950; 
on shore duty, $2,450; on leave or waiting orders, 

2,050. During the fourth five years from date of 
commission, at sea, $8.100; on shore, $2,600, and on 
leave, $2,200. The bill provides that no Chaplain 
less than 25 or more than 85 years of age shall be 
appointed. 

The Speaker laid before the House to-day a com- 
munication from the Secretary of the Navy, in 
response to the House resolution calling for in- 
formation relative to tbe condition of the Navy. 
The communication is a voluminous document, 
its most important feature being a tabulated state- 
ment showing the estimated time and cost 
which would be required to make each vessel in 
the Navy efficient to engage in battle with an 
enemy of the same general classification, omitting 
those whose hulls are considered unfit for repair- 
ing. There are 63ivessels included in the list, of 
which 33 are reported as “ efficient for immediate 
use.”’ To repair and put in condition the remaining 
20, it is estimated, will cost $3,178,000, ana the time 
necegsary for that purpose is variously es- 
timated at from two to eighteen months— 
eighteen months being the estimated time 
required on five of the vessels. The communica- 
tion also states in response to inquiries as to the 
penetrating power of the most powerful gun in 
actual service, that the most powerful gun is the 
&-inch muzzle loading rifle, (converted,) whose 
actual power at 1,000 yards isto perforate a plate 
of solid wrought-iron 84 inches thick. Its range is 
10,280 yards at 39 degrees elevation, and its weight 
is 17,550 pounds. It carries a ball weighing 180 
pounds, and is discharged by a load of 85 pounds 
of powder. There are 51 such guns availabie for 
service.

DEBATE TO BE CLOSED TO-DAY

-——RALLYING 
THE BILL. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Mr. Kasson, of Iowa, 
in moving to go into Committee of the Whole this 
morning on the Tariff Commission bill, stated that 
he expected that the general debate on the bill 
would close to-day, with the exception of speeches 
to be delivered by members of the Ways and Means 
Committee who have not yet spoken. He hoped 
for a yote on the bill beyond question on Saturday 
next. The House then went into Committee of 
the Whole on the bill indicated. Mr. Candler, of 
Massachusetts, advocated its passage, and read a 
petition of 60 manufacturers, representing indus- 
tries that employed $200,000,000 of capital 
and consumed 1,500,000 bales of cotton a 
year, and that operated 10,000,000 spindles, 
in its favor. He supportec the proposition 
fora commission, on the ground that the Ways 
and Means Committee, however able and honest, 
was inadequate for the work of a proper revision 
of thetarifi. It had neither the time nor the exveri- 
ence to treat with a question like this in the de- 
tailed mannerin which it must be treated. The 
American people bad decided that the wise course 
to pursue was not to change the principles 
and policy of the Government, with a disre- 
gard to the interests and the rights which 
had been built and fostered by the 
Government. The spirit of the American peo- 
ple was to have a discriminating tariff, which 
should be simple and uniform, which would collect 
the most revenue with the least possible burden 
on the people: and such a tariff could not be ar- 
ranged except upon careful investigation and 
earnest examination of all the circumstances. ‘The 
wise course for Congress to follow was to ap- 
point a commission to revise the general tariff, 
Then let the Ways and Means Committee bring ina 
bill reducing the tariff as far as prudent, increasing 
the free list as far as prudent, and stand before the 
country as having tried to do wbat was for the best 
interests of the country. 

Mr. Cabell, of Virginia, regarded the appoint- 
ment of a tariff commission as a scheme for delay, 
and announced his opposition to the proposition. 
The country had bad one commission, and that 
8 to 7 business had been quite enough. The 
American appetite craved for no more: for the 
results of the proposed commission will not be 
more palatable than the results of the Electoral 
Commission bad been, It was absurd to say that 
Congress could not intelligently legislate upon a 
revision of that abomination, the Morrill tariff. 

Mr. Briggs, of New-Hampshire, stated that he 
would yote for the pending bill because he thought 
that the more information Congress obtained be- 
fore legislating on the tariff the better. It had 
been said that Congress might have revised the 
tariff witnout the aid of acommission. Whatever 
might have been the possibilities at the beginning 
of the session, {t was impossible at the present day 
for Congress to legislate intelligently upon the 
tariff. 

Mr. McLane, of Maryland, premised his speech 
with the statement that he had very little respect 
for the pending bill. contending that the Ways and 
Means Committee was abundantly able to formu- 
late and Congress to agree to some measure of re- 
vision. He criticised the systems of free trade and 
protection, contending that they would each lead 
to the same evil results. He objected to the com- 
mission bill, because it did not proceed to revise 
the tariff and reform the revenue laws. Congress 
ought to give the country a revenue tariff—a 
tariff in which every article should be taxed ac- 
cording tothe revenue it would produce, and, if 
necessary, according to the maximum révenue it 
would produce. The Committee on Ways and 
Means ought to have brought in a bill revising both 
the duties on imports and the internal revenue 
taxation. The Chairman of that committee stood 
responsible for a continuance of the political sys- 
tem, but would never have the credit of reducing 
internal taxes. 

Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania—It is not well to 
write epitaphs before the subject is dead, but I 
hope my epitaph will be: ‘Here lies aman who, 
when war required it, taxed everything from which 
money could be extracted, and who lived long 
enough to obliterate every war tax.”’ 

Mr. McLane—I would add to it: ** And who for 15 
years after the war struggled to the utmost to 
maintain all war taxes,” 

Mr. Kelley—The gentleman mistakes. I, without 
aid from the Democratic side, have agitated for 
the repeal of those taxes during the whole 15 years. 

Mr. McLane—I am not taiking about internal 
revenue taxes. This tariff of 1866, abominable as 
it - heat war tax which the gentleman has sus- 
tained. 

Mr. Kelley—The tax to which I refer is that of 
90 cents on the farmer who ventures to manufac- 
ture a peck of corn, 

Mr. McLane—And the tax to which I refer is the 
tax of 90 cents on the »oor man’s bedding, which 
the gentleman has maintained for 15 years. Con- 
tinuing, he declared that he would not repeal the 
internal taxation or the duties on imports if it de- 
stroyed the revenue of the Government. He 
wanted to sustain the credit of the country, but in 
order to do that it was not necessary to have $100,- 
000,000 surplus in the Treasury. He stated his in- 
tention of offering an amendment to the pending 
bill reducing the internal revenue taxation to the 
extent of about $100,000,000. He appeusled to his 
Democratic friends to stand together Yor the tariff 
of 1846.

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MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 


TYPHOID AND TYPHUS FEVER. 
SEVERAL INMATES OF A TENEMENT-HOUSB 
STRICKEN WITH THE DISEASE. 


The Health Department discovered yester- 


day a nest of typhoid and typhus fever in the tene- 


ment-house, No. 887 East Forty-seventh-street. 
Two deaths have already occurred inthe house 
and there are 10or 120f the inmatessick, severalof 
whom have been already removed tothe fever hos- 


pital on Blackwell's Island, The discovery was made 
through Dr, Woodcock, of the North-eastern Dis- 


pensary, in East Fifty-ninth-street, who, on 
Wednesday, reported to the Board of Health that 
Patrisk Dunn, a laborer, employed in Eisner’s 
slaughter-house, at Forty-seventh-street and First- 
avenue, was dangerously sick with typhoid fever 


and should be removed. Sanitary Inspector Line- 
han went to the house on Wednesday night, and 


found that the man was suffering either with 
typhus or spotted fever. Sanitary Inspectors 
Hobbie and Chapin, the latter of whom is in 
charge of the fever hospital, visited the house yes- 
terday morning and confirmed the diagnosis of 
Dr. Linehan. Dunn was promptly removed to the 
hospital, Subsequently Dr. Froehlich, of No, 221 
East Forty-eighth-street, reported the death of an 
Inmate of the house named Alfred Connors, the 
driver of a milk wagon, who had died at 8 P. M. on 
Wednesday evening from typhoid fever | 
with broncho-pneumonia. Soon after Dr. William B, 
Wallace, of No. 145 East Forty-eighth-street, sent 
in to the Bureau of Vital Statistics the certificate of 
the death of another inmate of the house, Margaret 
Cremer, which occurred on Thursday morning, also 
from typhoid fever. It was ascertained that Con- 
nors had formerly lived in Connecticut, where 
he contracted malaria, and, acting on the advice 
of his physician, moved tothis City with his wife 
and two children. On the 20th of March he took 
apartments in the rear third floor of the house in 
East Forty-seventh-street. Three weeks ago 
be was taken sick with pneumonia and 
was attended by Dr. Woodcock. On the 30th ult. 
his brother-in-law called in Dr. Froehlich, who at- 
tended him until death{ensued. Dr. Froehlich says 
that it was a marked case of typhoid fever, but the 
doctors of the Health Department are inclined to 
believe that it wastyphus. The attending physi- 
cian says in his certificate that Connors had the 
symptoms of typhoid fever for two weeks, and 
he was in collapse for 17 hours. His 
remains were removed to the Reception Hospital 
at the foot of East Sixteenth-street, where an 
autopsy will be made. One of his children, a lad 
named Frederick, aged 8 years, was found sick 
with typbus fever, and last night was removed to 
the fever hospital. His wife has taken refuge with 
her sister at Thirtieth-street and Ninth-avenue, and 
the other child is now with her uncle. 

It is to Connors’s case that the other cases of 
sickness in the house are traced. In regard to 
Mrs, Margaret Cremer, it was found that’she and 
her husband occupied the front apartments on the 
same floor as the Connors family. They had been 
living in the house forthree years. She had been 
sick since the 26th ult. On last Monday Dr. Wal- 
lace was called to attend her, and found her in a 
very nervous and feverish condition and extremely 
frightened by the case of sickness onthe same 
floor. At? P. M.on Wednesday her temperature 
was 10644°. When Dr. Wallace called on her at1 
A. M. yesterday he found her in a moribund condi- 
tion,and she died at 2:20 A. M. Dr. Wallace gives the 
cause of death as typho-malarial fever, shock, and 
toxemia, and to his certificate was appended the 
following note: 

“TL have found this woman unusually oppressed by 
fear from acase of typhoid fever in rear apartments, 
and the fear unquestionably superinduced death.” 

The remains of Mrs. Cremer have been placed in 
& metallic casket and will be buried in Calvary 
Cemetery to-day. In going through the house the 
Sanitary Inspectors found a child of Mrs. Mary 
O’Brien, who, with four children, lives on the top 
floor of the house, sick with typhus fever. The 
child will be removed to the fever hospital to-day. 
A child of aman named Curran, who lives on the 
top floor with his wife and two children, was also 
removed to the hospital sick with either typhus or 
spotted fever. This family moved into the house on 
the Ist ult. Kate Sweeney, aged 11 years, whose 
parents with two other children occupy apart- 
ments in the house, was also taken to the hospital 
suffering from typhus fever. Two children of a 
family named Kelly are also sick, as is supposed, 
from typhus or spotted fever. They will be re- 
moved to-day. It was also discovered that a 
son of the landlord of the premises, who visited 
the O’Brien family, has been taken ill 
with whatis pronounced intermittent fever and 
is being attended by Drs. Burton and Ripley. Prof. 
Janeway visited the premises yesterday, and gave 
it as his opinion that the sickness from which the 
children were suffering was genuine typhus fever. 
The officers of the Health Department are greatly 
alarmed at this outbreak, as the neighborhood isa 
very populous one, and the friends of the sick peo- 
ple have been visiting them during their illness, 
and in this manner probably 100 persons have been 
exposed to the disease.

HOWARD MISSION ANNIVERSARY. 

The twenty-first anniversary of the ‘*‘ How- 
ard Mission and Home for Little Wanderers” was 
held last night in the Academy of Music. The 
house was crowded, every seat being oecupied, 
and ail the aisles thronged. On the stage were 20 
children from the mission, who at intervals be- 
tween the addresses sang choruses, glees, and 
songs. Mr. A. 8S. Hatch, President of the Board of 
Managers, presided, and Gen. Clinton B. Fisk, the 
first speaker, said that no drama had ever been 
presented to an audience in the Acadewy so inter- 
esting and delightful as the story of Christian char- 
ity which was told in the bright faces of the desti- 
tute and orphaned children around him. The noble 
work of the Howard Mission was to clothe the 
ragged jittie ones, to feed them when starving, to 
train them for usefulness, good citizenship, and 
honorable self-support. ‘*Its doors are open,” said 
the speaker, “to the homeless of every nation, 
the refugees from every over-crowded shore— 
except the Chinese!” The laughter excited by this 
remark encouraged the General to say, ** Let the 
whole world point a finger of scorn at us as we 
traitorously shrink back irom our duty to this na- 
tion of woe.”” The Rev. Dr. John P. Newman re- 
ferred to the fact that a few weeks before a noted 
infidel, wose name he should “ never mention in 
heaven, earth, or hell,”’ had reviled religion from 
the stage on which he was standing, and then con- 
trasted the happy scene about him—the work of 
Christion love—with a supposititious one of woe and 
desolation which wou!d result from the teachings 
of such an atheist. The Rev. W. C. Van Meter, 
Superintendent of the mission, stated that more 
than 15,000 children had been connected with the 
mission during the past 15 years,many of whom 
had been furnished with situations or places in ex- 
cellent homes.

MR. GOLDMARK AGAIN ARRESTED. 
A lawyer named Leo Goldmark was arrested 
a few days ago on a bench warrant. He was 
charged with having embezzled $19,968in money 
belonging to the estate of the late Philip Gilman, a 


Barclay-street commission merchant, of which he 
was the sole Executor and Trustee. The arrest 
was made, it was stated, to prevent Goldmark from 
earrying out his intention to sailfor Europe. Bail 
was fixed at $20,000, but when that amount was 
offered the Assistant District Attorney refused to 
accept it, and demanded $32,000 on the ground that 
other charges were forthcoming. Goldmark fur- 
nished the amount asked for and was released. 
Yesterday he was rearrested on an indictment 
charging him with having embezzled $2,841 from 
the same estate. Recorder Smyth fixed bail at 
$25,000, and Goldmark was paroled unti! this morn- 
ing to secure a bondsman. Goldmark admitted 
that he owed the Gilman estate $6,000 and offered 
to pay the sum, but denied that he appropriated 
the amount charged.

MRS. RAMSDEN GETS ALIMONY. 

In the suit of Charlotte Ramsden against her 
husband, Edward Charles Ramsden, for a separate 
maintenance, Judge Barrett. in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, yesterday, decided that the plaintiff 
shall haye a counsel fee of $250 and $20 a week ali- 
mony during the litigation. Mrs. Ramsden averred 


in her affidavit presented to the court that when 
she first met Ramsden, in Constantinople, in 
1857, he represented himself as an English Baronet; 
that before their marriage he defrauded her, and 
that afterward he dissipated her entire fortune of 
£60,000. She also charged that he was addicted to 
lewd practices, and that, having got deeply into 
debt in England, he deserted her and fled to this 
country to avoid arrest, and has prospered here so 
that he now has an Income of $25,000 ayear. Rams- 
den denied the charges of his wite. He declared 
that his income jis but $1,200 a year, and that he 
left Engiand because his wife had been convicted 
of perjury and sent to prison in London.

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THH INDIAN OUTBREAK QUELLED. 


THE SUCCESSFUL CO-OPERATION OF AMERI- 
CAN AND MEXICAN TROOPS—THE LOSSES 


IN ARIZONA. 


WasuHincTon, May 4.—Gen. Willcox tele- 
graphs tothe War Department as follows: ‘All 
quiet in Dragoon Mountains, Troops find no signs 
of hostiles where killing was reported. No further 


signs of hostiles in Chiricapuas, McKenzie has a 


force of infantry scouting Clifton County to be re- 
inforeed immediately by a battalion of my com- 
mand. The First Infantry, under Lieut.-ColL 
Brown, has arrived at Ash Springs. Some dis- 
orders are reported at Pima Agency, caused by an 
attempt of Indian Police to arrest some drunken 


Indians, Have ordered troops down to enable 
Wheeler to enforce order.” 


Col. Mackenzie telegraphs as follows from In- 
field, April 30: ‘Prisoners here state that 13 
Indians were killed in the fight at Horseshoe 
Cafion at Stein’s Pass, on the 20th inst., and that 


seven Indians were killed by Capt. Tupper in his 
fight on the 28th inst. Col. Forsyth telegraphs: 


‘While on the march this morning I met ol, 
Garcia with a column of Mexican troops. Yester- 
day morning he attacked the Indians which I was 
in pursuit of, and reports that he killed 78 and took 
33 prisoners. Ireturn at once to Lepa, sending 
three companies of the Sixth Cavalry, under Capt. 
Tupper, by way of Gaylordville, This band of In- 
dians has been almost annihilated.’ ” 


The Indian Office of the Interior Department 
authorizes a denial of the truth of the report 
which represents excitement and alarm as existing 
at the post at Fort Washakie over the withdrawal 
of the troops from that post. The Indians of the 
country adjacent to their post are the most 
peaceable and friendly Indians under the super- 
vision of the Government; and Ute Jack, whose 
killing is said to have aroused the anger and re- 
sentment of these Indians, lived in Utah, far re- 
mote from the locality where such apprehension of 
danger is reported to exist. In addition to these 
facts, the Indian Office is in the receipt of dis- 


patches showing that no fear of troubl 
or about Fort Washakie. © exists at 


ToMBSTONE, Arizona, May 4.—The Indian 
excitement is completely quieted. Capt. Harris, of 
the First Cavalry, and his command reached here 
yesterday from Helm's Ranch. There are no in- 
dians in the vicinity. Capt. Harris thinks that all 
the hostiles have escaped to Mexico. There are no 
hostiles in the Dragoon Mountains or anywhere 
else within 50 miles of Tombstone. 


LorpsBurRG, New-Mexico, May 4.—It is pos- 
itively stated that in the fight on April 29 between 
the Mexicans under Col. Garcia and Loco’s band 
the Indians lost 78 killed and all their stock. Loco 
himself was killed and 33 Indians were taken pris- 
oners. The Mexican loss is said to be 27 killed 
and wounded. This information is from a trust- 
worthy source and. if it is confirmed, may be re- 
garded asa death-blow to the present Indian out- 
break, which bas resulted so disastrously to Ari- 
zona and New-Mexico. A careful summary shows 
atotal of 141 whites and Mexicans killed by In- 
dians during the past two weeks, 500 head of stock 
killed and captured, and over $75,000 worth of 
property destroyed.

The latter and Hanson are in jail, but 
Key has fled. 


WILMINGTON, Del., May 4.—At Dover this 
morning, the trial of Levi Seott for the murder of 
Ephraim Dill, was concluded by a verdict of man- 
slaughter, with a recommendation to mercy. Scott 
was sentenced to three years’ imprisonment and 
$2,000 fine. The men had quarreled about a woman 
whom Seott had enticed away from Dill, and the 
kiiling was done after Dill had thrashed Scott in 
the latter’s own house, and while he was leaying 
the place. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—The President has 
granted a respite till July 7 in the case of Crow 
Dog, the Sioux Indian, under sentence of death at 
Deadwood on May 11, for the murder of Spotted 
Tail, in order to allow time for the case to be heard 
before the Supreme Court of Dakota on writ of 
error.

DEFIANT RAILROAD STRIKERS. 

NewsurG, N. Y., May 4—The trouble 
among tho railroad strikers at Cornwall seems to 
have subsided this morning, except among the 
negroes, and about 80 of themare turbulent. They 
severely beat a colored man last night for going 
back to work, and made it necessary for one of the 
bosses to shelter the man and some’others. About 
150 non-striking Italians and others went to work 
this morning, but the 80 negro rioters drove them 
away. They were abletodoso because the men 
were scattered about in small gangs, which were 


successively overpowered by the negroes. The 
latter are controlled by two of their number. 
When the officers attempt to arrest these two, 
for whom warrants have been issued, they retire to 
a brick house, where they have been living, and 
barricade the premises, setting the officers at de- 
fiance. Contractcr Dean visited the werks this 
morning and caused the men who had been 
driven off to resume work. It was ex- 
pected the negroes would again assault 
the workers. Contractor Dean is now here in 
search of aid, and Sheriff Odell and Deputies will 
at once proceed to the scene. The Sheriff is de. 
termined to exhaust every civil power he has be. 
fore resorting to extreme measures, but will call 
out the Militia If required to quell disturbance. 
The rioting negroes belong to a gang which the 
contractor recently brought from the outskirts of 
Baltimore.

Vienna Letter to the London Daily News, 


The telegraph has already informed you that 


three tourists, two young men and a young iady, 
who endeavored to climb the Rax-Alp in a snows 
storm on Sunday, the 9th, were believed lost during 
four days, and returned to Vienna on Thursday 
night, with frost-bitten limbs, it is true, but still in 
perfect health. Their wanderings are quite unique, 


and may be of interest to English mountaineers, 
They had left Vienna on Saturday night, four in all 


—two brothers Friedrich, the bride of the younger 
brother, anda friend named Novak. When they 
rose at 4 o’clock on Sunday morning at Payerbach, 
on the Southern Railway, the mountains were cov- 
ered with snow, and aslight snow-fall! was still con- 


tinuing, Young Novak advised his friends to de 


sist from their plan, as there could be no possible 
amusement in store for them, and possibly great 


hardships for the girl. But the others were afraid 
of being laughed at if they returned to Vienna 
without having “done” the mountain, and so young 
Novak, not to seem unfriendly, went with them, 

After four hours’ tedious march in the snow th 
reached a small mountain inn, where they intend« 
ed stopping until the weather should clear up. 
But very soon some tourists came in and told of @ 
large party who were climbing upward, and were 
now on their way to the ** Gaisloch,” a deep fissure 
on the mountain side, in which more than one 
careless Viennese has found an untimely death, 
it being the fashion to climb this mountain 
without a guide. The four young people hoped 
to find their way by following in the steps of those 
who had gone before. After several hours’ diffi- 
cult walking they reached the neighborhood of the 
fissure, and found that it would be utterly impossi- 
ble to advance farther without the help of a guide, 
It was 5 o’clock in the afternoon by this time, and 
the party hoped to get as far as the Kari-Ludwig 
House of shelter, where they could have spent the 
night. Novak, who was the nimbliest, jumped 
across the gap, and called to them that they 
should not attempt to follow him at that place, 
the gap being to wide for the girl to pass. 
He continued to speak, telling them to find 
some other track to advance upon, but a 
dense fog settled upon the mountain af 
this moment, and after a very few minutes they 
could neither see nor hear each other. The threa 
imagined Novak must have slipped and fallen into 
the abyss, and they attempted a descent to look for 
him. But after about an hour’s climbing over 
snow and ice they saw that they had reached the 
other side of the fissure by along détour. The fo. 
prevented them from seeing more than a square of 
three feet at a time, and the snow uniformly 
covered the ground at their feet. They 
hoped that by climbing straight upward they 
would reach a place from which they could re~- 
connoitre their position. Creeping along with 
hauds and feet they made slow progress upward, 
and late on Sunday evening they reached a shep< 
herd’s hut, the door of which was locked. The 
men burst it open, and all three stretched them- 
selyes upon the straw to rest from their fatiguing 
journey. They had only one piece of bread on a 
slice of ham, which thev divided among the three 
—the last nourishment afforded them until Thurs- 
day morning. They lighted a fire, but they dared 
not speak of their prospects, because they knew 
that the dense fogs of Spring and Autumn very 
often envelop these mountainsin mist for week# 
together. 

The whole of the next day they wandered about 
In all directions, and when toward evening they 
found another hut they were glad to seek shelter 
in it witbout attempting to go further. That was 
Monday night, Hunger made them all very weak 
and miserable, and, fearing not to have the force 
to rise and walk onthe morrow, they made uf 
their mind to eat what they could. They boiled 
some of the straw, cut into small bits, in snow, and 
this was all theirdinneron Monday. In the middig 
of the night one of the brothers remembered that 
he had some taliow candles in his pocket. Thesd 
were cut into small bits and swallowed. Theis 
wanderings on Tuesday were of as little avail as 
those of Sunday and Monday had been, only thes 
all got tired so much sooner, and were forced td 
return to their port of safety before the night set in, 

On Wednesday morning the young girl declared 
that she feit unable to walk, and the brothers de- 
cided that they must set out alone in search of 
help and nourishment for their companion. But 
the fog had grown worse, and the snow-storm was 
so violent that after half an hour they turned back. 
They found the girl in a trance, brought about by 
hunger andifrost, and they rubbed her with ice and 
snow toreviveher. During her trance she sometimes 
spoke, and once she said, * Oh, how delicious after 
such along fast!" She was happy in her dreams 
—she was eating. When day changed to night on 
Wednesday the three unhappy creatures gave up 
all hope, [and they decided to shoot themselves 
with a revolver one of the brothers had brought 
with him, in hopes of firing from the top of the 
mountain. They all three agreed that they pre- 
ferred dying in this manner to beingslowly starved 
todeath. The three tourtsts give heartrending ac- 
counts of their suffering from hunger, and th¢ 
young girl’s eyes filled with tears at sight of a warm 
supver prepared for her return. 

On Thursday morning at 4 o’clock one of th¢ 
young men opened the door of the hut to look out, 
and with acry of delight he welcomed the cleat 
sky and the stars that shone upon it, Their cour 
age revived wonderfully when they saw the moun- 
tains before them, and aftera breakfast of straw 
soup and tallow candles they setont. At 9 o'clock 
they reached the shelter-house, where a man and 
his servant keep a small inn. Here they refreshed 
themselves, after having spent four days and four 
nights in the ice and snow of the Rax-Alp. Theit 
hands and feet were so frost-bitten that be | 
only walked as far as they were compelled, 
and leng before they got to Payerbach great 
numbers were following in their rear cheer 
ing them and shaking hands with them. A 
telegram to Vienna not only summoned numeronug 
friends, but also several newspaper reporters, whd 
came back with them in the train and took note of 
their wonderful adventures. In Vienna the station 
was crowded with persons eager to see something 
of the heroes of the day. The threelook very thid 
and wasted, as if they were just recovering from 
a severe iliness; but they do not complain of any 
thing being the matter with them. From Payer 
bach several persons had gone in search of them 
as soon as Novak, who returned safely on Monday 
afternoon, gave the alarm, but the snow was sd 
heavy and the storm raged so violently that thos¢ 
who would have reseued them could not climb ag 
high as the plateau where stood the hut that shek 
tered the three unfortunate tourists.

BURGLARY IN AN EMPEROR'S PALACE. 
From the Pali Mali Gazette. 

The recent discovery of a great robbery at 
the Winter Palace at Pekin is stated in the China 
papers to have created a greatsensation. “The 
almost idolatrous veneration with which the Em- 
peroris outwardly, at least, regarded: the appa- 
rent inaccessibility to the palace walls; the strict 
ness of the regulations affecting admission to the 
various inclosures, and the duties of the innumer- 
able guards, all combined to render an actual 
burglary an eyent of no small significance.” The 
North China Herald says: “The prize was, no 
doubt, atempting one. Massive bronze or copper 
chains, plated heavily with gold, and several tons 


in weight, form no contemptible booty, and the 
fact that this mass of treasure was actually seized 
and carried off by the gang of robbers is enough to 
cause the profoundest suspicion and alarm to the 
palace inmates. It shows, nct only that the Son of 
Heaven is exposed to disloyal attacks from without, 
but to the still graver danger of unfaithfulness 
from within. The disclosures thus brought to light 
are not those of an ordinary theft. The walls of 
the palace, like those of the Manchu city, are gar- 
nished with bastions, or watch-towers, at the cor- 
ners, and these structures are usually regarded as 
virtually no more than characteristic decorations— 
imposing from a distance, but, of course, a scene 
of emptiness and neglect and dust inside. It ap- 
ears now that for years past the imperial bastiong 
ave been the lurking-piace of a gang of thieves, 
who were protected and assisted by the palace 
eunuchs. Lights were occasionally observed to 
flash and gleam from the cannon-holes and win- 
dows of these towers, an occurrence which seems 
to have caused the ofticers of the household to 
suspect that they must beinhabited. The eunuchs, 
on being questioned, confirmed the story of the 
lights, but explained the mystery by saying that 
the Hu Hsien, or Fox Fairy, was prostrating him- 
self there with his lighted torch. It may be 
thought increaible that the officers should have 
been sufficiently imbecile to believe this fable, or 
that the eunuchs should have dared to trade so far 
upon the superstition of their superiors. But fox- 
myths are far from being extinct in China, or 
even in Japan. The animal is credited with many 
marvellous and supernatural attributes, amoug 
which is the ability at the age of 50 to take tha 
form of a woman, and at 100 that ofa young and 
beautiful girl. He can also become a wizard if he 
likes, and at the age of 1,000 years he is admitted 
into Paradise, where he become a celestial being.” 
The imperial palace, it appears, is not the only 
public building where depredations have been car- 
ried on. In the great National Library of the Han- 
lin Yuen hundreds of the imperial editions of 
standard works have been found to have been sub- 
ected to the most remorseless mutilation, all the 
road margins of fine white paper having been cut 
off and sold by the frugal-minded custodians of the 
place. “It is difficult,” says the paper already 
quoted, “to conceive a more unpardonable and 
wanton outrage. But it shows whatarotten con- 
dition the whole Administration of the Empir¢ 
must be in.”’

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THE PERUVIAN SCANDAL 


SENATOR BLAIR’S CROSS-EXAMINA- 
TION BEGUN. 
£HE DETAILS OF HIS INTERVIEW WITH SHIP- 
HERD AND THE LATTER’S TALK WITH MR. 
BLAINE—NOTHING SAID ABOUT OFFERING 
HURLBUT A BRIBE, 


WaSHINGTON, May 4.—The examination of 
Senator Blair, of New-Hampshire, was resumed 
this morning before the House Committee on For- 
eign Affairs and was conducted by the Chairman, 
Mr. Williams, of Wisconsin, as follov 3: 

Q.—I understood from your statement on Mon- 
day that you were more interested in the South 
American policy of the United States, and in the 
Importance of Peruin regard to its defensive loca- 
tion in case of a foreign war, than you were ac- 
tuated by any pecuniary interest in what you 
did? A.—That‘is apart of the idea which I de- 
Bigned to express. I do not know to what ex- 
tent the committee may care for my views, any 
further than the motives!under which I have 
Ected hitherto, or did act at that time. I designed 
to convey the impression that I look upon Peru as 
the key to South America; that she is empty of 
population and of nationality and is full of re- 
sources and possibilities; and that I had looked 
npon that and upon the existing opportunity also, 
(for I don’t think {!t has passed away,) as one of 
those great opportunities which come in the prog- 
ress of history to nations, when, by perfectly 
peaceful and judicious and proper methods, one 
nation may extend its influence and may find 
or build up for itself allies for the future, 
pond may do for itself and for mankind 
what there may never be another opportunity 


to accomplish if that opportunity be neglected. 

.Q.—I understood you to say that your first inter- 
view with Mr, Shipherd was in New-York, in the 
latter part of June orthe first part of July. State 
where it took place? A.—In Mr. Shipherd’s office, 
No. 10 Spruce-street. 

Q.—How was your attention first brought to Mr. 
Shipherd or the Peruvian Company, and by whom? 
A.—Mr, Cragin was the first gentleman who ever 
mentioned the mattertome. It wasa very brief 


interview. 
Q.—State the substance of it. A.—It was both 
My family was with me; I 


brief and unimportant. 

was on my way home. I had other business in 
New-York—business with Mr. Cragin. He had 
jearned in regard to this company and had had in- 
terviews with Mr. Shipherd, as he told me. He 
paid that Mr. Shipherd desired to secure my ser- 
vices; that he thought he wished to introduce the 
matter to the Secretary of State, and that he would 
like to have me go with him, or that Mr. Shipherd 
would like to have me go with him (I do not recol- 
Ject which, perhaps both) to Mr. Shipherd's office, 
that I mignt confer with hima moment. I had but 
litde time. I went with him and was introduced 
to Mr. Shipherd. 

Q.—Weat desire did Mr. Shipherd communicate 
to you in thatinterview? A.—To the best of my 
recollection, all that was said at that interview. 
sside from the introduction and a little cnat of an 
ordinary character, was that he would like to see 
me at a later time in reference to my aiding in the 
object which I have just mentioned—his calling the 
attention of the Secretary of State or of the State 
Department to the Peruvian Company and its pur- 
poses in South America. 

Q.—What was your response in substance? A.— 
I think he gave me one of his pamphlets and said 
Fomething about his desiring that I should look 
into it in relation to a future interview. I indi- 
cated a willingness to see him at some later time. 

Q.—Was this the first time that your attention 
was called to the meritsof the Peruvian Company ? 
A.—It was the first of which I have any shadow of 
recollection. I had received through the mail 
(perhaps two or three or four weeks before) the 
pamphlet of the company, and had gianced at its 
amounts and yalues. It had seemed to me an ex- 
teedingly wild sort of thing, and I threw it away. 
I never paid any attention. 

Q.—And about the middle of July, on your re- 
turn, you had a long interview with Mr. Shipherd? 
A.—I had; at his office. I should say about the 
20th of July. It seems to me that Mr, Uragin went 
in with me and went away. The principal con- 
versation was between Shipherd and me. Mr. 
Shipherd has stated very fully in his testimony in 
regard to the interview. Idon’t think it possible 
for me to give it with that affluence of statement 
pnd apparent accuracy of dialogue that Mr. Ship- 
herd did. I shall not undertake it. He 
explained substantially the purpose of his 
company, and stated a large number of names 
of leading capitalists and business men of New- 
York and one ortwo of Chicago (Field, Leiter & 
Co.) as parties who were interested in the matter. 
The substance of it was that there were plenty of 
pubstantial men and large amountsof capital ready 
to embark in the undertaking, from whom would 
be likely to be constituted a very strong and 
powerful company. 

Q.—What claim did this refer to? A.—Both 
claims were mentioned. I understood him that he 
had practically the management and cortrol of 
both the Landreau and Cochet claims. There was 

he most conversation in regard to the Cochet 

claim, The matter was discussed quite largely 
with reference to other considerations than 
mere commercial ones. Most of the in- 
quiries and suggestions and comments that I 
rade were with reference to its importance 
internationally. I understood that Peru must have 
help from somewhere; that she was conquered 
pnd entirely unable to make her resources availa- 
ble; that foreign countries were not In a situation 
to assist her, against the inertia, at least, of our 
own Government aud our own people—I mean 
that the Government did not exhibit any very ac- 
tive design to assist her so far as I knew—and I 
thought that the Peruvian Company could be made 
use of to furnish Peru with the money to pay Chill, 
60 as to rid her soil of her invaders and to assist 
her also in recovering her self-control and pros- 
perity. 

Q.—Did you think that that could be done with- 
out these claims (one or both of them) as a basis of 
negotiation? A.—-I don’t wish to be understood as 
paying that I did not think it could have been done. 
But that seemed to be the only tangible agency 
that I knew anything about. 

Q.—Did you understand then (to cut it short) 
that it was desired to enable Peru to raise the 
Chilian indemnity and to procure the evaeuation of 
Peru by the Chilian powers? A.—I did. 

Q.—Was it your opinion then that that could 
only be made effective by the use of one or both of 
these claims? A.—I did not know of any other 
way by which it could be done. 

Q.—State a little definitely what Mr. Shipherd 
wanted you to do and what he required your ser- 
vices for especially? A.—Mr. Shipherd wanted me 
to examine his papers and his case. The imme- 
diate and specific thing which he wanted most of 
all was to ascertain tho attitude which the Govern- 
ment occupied toward Chili and Peru, and the 
policy that the Government proposed to pursue 
for the future. That was essential to be known as 
the basis of any operation of a commercial or busi- 
ness nature that might be undertaken by his pro- 
posed company. 

Q.—Ana how did he desire you to obtain that 

knowledge? A.—He desired me to see the Secre- 
tary of State, andto learn from him. I told him, 
us il said in my main statement, that I would be 
very glad to do that; that it was knowledge which 
[thought he had a right to, and that I had no 
Goubt that it would be readily communicated if 
the State Depertment could see (as 1 could from 
his statement) that it might be a very important 
and proper knowledge to communicate. 
. Q.—Did you ascertain in that interview what at- 
torneys had examined the title of the Cochet 
claim? A.—He informed me that Mr. Boutwell 
haa, and I think he produced Mr. Boutwell’s writ- 
ten opinion. At all events, he said that he had it, 
and he showed me one either then or at another 
time. 

Q.—Then, at this time, Mr. Shipherd seemed to 
bave no doubt as to the validityof the Cochet 
claim or of his title toit? A.—Not the slightest, I 
do not think he ever exhibited the remotest ap- 
proach to any question as to the justness or legiti- 
macy of his title to the Cochet claim. , 

Q.—In that interview did he propose to retain 
you in order to examine the validity of that claim ? 
Was there any such proposition from Mr. Shipherd 
to you? A.—He desired me to examine his papers, 
and to let him know what I thought in relation to 
the matter. The specific thing which he most 
desired was what Ihave told you. The important 
thing, the initial thing. was really to know (having 
gatisied themselves that they bad a good claim) 
whether, if he and his American associates organ- 
ized a company, made a contract with the Peru- 
vians and became interested in Peruvian soil 
and property, the poiicy of this Government would 
be such as that they would be safe in the prosecu- 
tion of their anticipated design. 

Q.—Did he in that interview explain to you his 
interest in the Landreau claim? A.—Ido not think 
he did. All that I understood then and all that 
I ever understood in reference to the Landreau 
claim was thatit was by some understanding or 
arrangement with those who had the legal title to 
it under his control for practical management. 
As to the Cochet claim, I do not mean to be under- 
stood as saying that I understood the title to 1t to 
be vested in him personally; but it was more iuti- 
mately connected with him than the Landreau 
claim was. 

Q.—Dia he represent it to be vested in the Peru- 
vian Company? A.—There was then no Peruvian 
Company. 

Q.—Did he refer to any Peruvian Company at 
that time? A.—His prospectus of a Peruvian Com- 
pany had been in my hands before that time. All 
the company that I understood there was from his 
conversation then, was an association or collection 
of centiemen with whom he was in relations with 
reference to the claim. Just what these relations 
were ido not know. I supposed that they formed 
asort of syndicate, and that they had an under- 
standing ainong themselves that they would take 
this'up, if they found they could safely go on with 
it, as a commercial enterprise. 

Q.—It was a proposition to form a company in 
the future? A.—Yes. 

.—Did you understand from him what amount 
of capita! the company expected to raise in order 
to indemnify Cnii? A.—I cannot say that I un- 
derstood froin him what amount of capital they ex- 
pected to raise, but understood from him, or from 
other sources, that the Chilians had fixed their in- 
demnity at some $30,000,000 or $35,000,000. I sup- 

osed (this was a supposition, of course, the whole 

hing was tentative) that the Chilians would get all 
that they could, and that very likely the company 
would have to provide for a larger amount. 

Q.—You spoke the other day of Peru being able 
to pay 5 or 10 per cent. of the claim, and that that 
might be $50,000,000 or $100,000,000 ? A.—I spoke 
of Peru as, in all probability, being able to pay, or 
pledge her resources to secure the payment of, 
some reasonable sum, and Isaid 5 or 10 per cent. 
of the claim, or $50,000,000 or $100,000,000. The 
claim. I beliave. is about I did pat 


think that there would be any hardship on Peru, 
with her great resources, pledging that amount. 
But whatever actual value was to be finally realized 
from either claim must depend, as I always con- 
sidered, on a subsequent agreement with Peru her- 
self, and on.a practical pledge of her resources to 
secure payment. . 

Q.—You understood the policy of this Govern- 
ment in reference to Peru and Chili to have been 
fixed prior to the interview of July 5? A.—I so 
now understand and I have so understood fora 
considerable time. I have so understood ever 
since I learned what the instructions of June 15 
were to Mr. Hurlbut and the instructions (I think 
of the same date) to Mr. Kilpatrick. I did not 
know what those instructions were until subse- 
quently to July 25. 

Q.—Coming to the interview of July 25, I believe 
that it took place in the evening at Mr. Blaine’s 
house. A.—There were two partial interviews 
making up the entire interview, a comparatively 
ne as I recollect it, on the evening of 

uly 25. 

Q.—Take these interviews in their order and 
state where they occurred, who were present, and 
what in substance was said? A.—As I have stated, 
I was In New-York perhaps on the 20th of July; I 
came to Washington, saw Mr. Blaine, explained 
something of this matter, and said to him that I 
had been requested to see him personally with ref- 
erence to it, but that I did not care to take the re- 
sponsibility of transmitting the views of the de- 
partment to Mr. Shipherd or to the gentlemen who 
might be associated with him; I looked upon it as 
too important an affairtodo so, and said that I 
would be glad if Mr. Blaine would see Mr. 
Shipherd himself; he expressed the utmost 
readiness and willingness to do so; I informed 
Mr. Shipherd (whether by post or telegraph 
I don’t know) and he came to Washington; 
we went to Mr. Blaine’s on the evening of 
July 25; [assume it as the 25th of July because 
that is the date that has been fixed here, and it 
must have been about that time; Mr. Blaine, as I 
recollect it, was full of company, and we waited for 
atconsiderable time; when he could see us, we had 
a comparatively brief interview. I presume we 
may have talked with hima half hour or longer; 
then he excused himself, either because it was get- 
ting late or because he had to go to the Presi- 
dent’s or for some other reason, and we were in- 
vited to come in the next morning; we did so. 

Q.—Who were present at the first interview? 
A.—I recollect no parties who were present but 
myself, Mr. Shipherd, and Mr. Blaine. 

Q.—In what part of the house were you? A.—In 
Mr. Blaine’s parlor; in what } would call the mid- 
dle one of the connecting rooms, the second one 
back from the street, 

Q.—About how long did the interview continue? 
A.—I heve not got the sort of memory that would 
enable me to swear to time, but I think we talked 
for half an hour or may be an hour. 

Q.—Andin that interview re three talked in 
common’ A.—Yes; so far as I know, nothing was 
said by any one that was not hearé by all. 

Q.—Give to the committee, as nearly as you can 
recollect, the substance of the conversation during 
that evening interview. A.—I do not know that I 
can separate the subject matter of the evening in- 
terview from that of the interview next morning. 
Mr. Shipherd stated in a general way what his com- 
pany was, and something of the men who were as- 
sociated with him, mentioning various names to 
Mr. Blaine. Both of the claims were mentioned, 
and their nature, and the use which the company 
desired to make of them. He thought it was 
indispensable for them (if they were to go 
on) to know the policy which this Govern- 
ment would pursue toward Chili and Peru. 
If this Government were te let Chili (willingly and 
without any expression of its wish) take territory 
from Peru, of course there was nothing for any 
American company to undertake; butif this Gov- 
ernment designed that the territory of Peru should 
only be taken asa last resort, and designed to ask 
of Chili that she should take territory only after a 
reasonable opportunity nad been afforded to Peru 
to pay a pecuniary indemnity, and after Peru haa 
failed to do so, then there was an opportunity for 
an American company to utilize these claims 
by an agreement with Peru rendering the 
amount definite; and that Chili might be paid 
her indemnity and the whole matter might 
be worked out in accordance with the in- 
terests of the Peruvian Company and as the 
commercial and political interests of this 
country attest. He wished to know what attitude 
the Government was going to occupy on the South 
American question. 

Q.—What was Mr. Blaine’s response? A.—Mr. 
Blaine, in reference to the claims themselves, 
seemed to know something about the Landreau 
claim. I do not know whether he mentioned 
having a knowledge of it when he was in Congress. 
The Cochet claim being explained to him (I do not 
know whether Iam running into the interview of 
the next morning) ho raised some question in re- 
spect to it. 

Mr. Rice—Did you or Mr. Shipherd at that 
time have any conversation with Mr. Blaine at 
which the other was not present’? Did you and 
Mr. Shipherd separate? A,—I have no recollection 
that we did. I would think it auite extraordinary 
if a man could swear after this length of time that 
he was actually present and heard every word 
that was said or that he did not hear every word 
that was said. Ido not recollect our being sepa- 
rated. There was a pretty thorough discussion of 
the Cochet claim, in which Mr. Shipherd explained 
his views in relation to itand stated the views of 
his counsel, (Mr. Boutwell,) who had examined the 
matter. Mr. Blaine made the point that it wasa 
claim originating between a Peruvian and a 
French citizen, and that on Mr. Shipherd’s 
own statement of it it came through a 
French citizen to the Peruvian, and that 
Mr. Shipherd’s assignment was from. the 
Peruvian; so that (as Mr. Blaine claimed) Mr. 
Shipherd or those interested with him could have 
no rights which a Peruvian would not have in the 
same claim; and that a Peruvian could have no 
right to American protection, or countenance in 
any regard whatever. On that point I remember 
that Mr. Walker Blaine joined in the discussion, 
sustaining the view which his father took. Mr. 
Shipherd controverted that, and also put his elaim 
principally upon the ground that his title was not 
to a right in action, but that it was to actual prop- 
erty, and to a portion of the soil—the real estate of 
Peru. Standing on that ground he pu his 
rights (I think Mr. Blaine substantially 
seemed to concede them) as being practically 
the same as though theclaim had originated be- 
tween Peru and an American citizen. I know that 
that view occurred tome asthe correct view. I 
do not know whether it had ever been suggested 
by Mr. Boutwell or anybody else, but it always 
seemed to me as probably the correct view of such 
a claim as Mr. Blaine understood the Cochet claim 
to be. An American citizen unquestionably has 
the right to acquire a title toaclaim against a for- 
eign Government by assignment from a citizen of 
that same foreign Government, and it must, as it 
seemed to me, be always a question addressed to 
the discretion of the owner’s Government whether, 
under all the circumstances that surround the case, 
(of a private and of a public, of a national and of 
an international character,) itis right and judicious 
to countenance the claim and to interfere or not 
to interfere by giving good offices or in some sub- 
tantial way its support. Ithink that it is a ques- 
tion that is always addressed tothe discretion of a 
Government, and it would be in such a case as this. 
I donot know tbat this is a sound international 
law, but it seems to me that it must be. 

Q,—As the result of that interview, what did Mr. 
Blaine promise? A.—As the result of that inter- 
view, I think Mr. Blaine explained the instructions 
(Ithink ne explained them verbally, I do not 
know whether he read them to us) which he had 
given to Mr. Hurlbut and Mr. Kilpatrick, which in- 
structions were all that Mr. Shipherd (as he ex- 

ressed himself) had any desire whatever for. He 
had the understanding (and I supposed that the 
world had the understanaing) that the expressed 
desire of the United States would be made both by 
Chili and Peru the basis of their negotiations. If 
the United States should express the desire that 
Chili should accept a pecuniary indemnity, it was 
the understanding that Chili would do so. The 
United States had expressed that desire; and hav- 
ing done so, and there being a probability that 
that policy would be permanent, there was 
nothing in the way of Mr. Shipherd sending his 
representatives to Peru, making a _ definite 
agreement with Peru as to. the amount 
of =these claims which should be recognized 
and for an assignment or hypothecation or pledge 
(in whatever form made) of the resources of Peru 
to secure the payment of these claims, or of what- 
ever should bejagreed upon in respect to them; 
and of such advances as Peru necessarily must 
have, including, of course, this indemnity and some 
provision tor her foreign debt and for the running 
expenses of her Government. 

Q.—Did Mr. Blaine indicate what the State De- 
partment would do in the future inregard to either 
of those claims? A.—Nothing that I recoilect, fur- 
ther than that he wouldexaminethem. Heseemed 

uite clear, from the previous history of the Lan- 

reau claim, that there was not much doubt as to 
the American owners of that claim being entitled 
to the good offices of the Government in securing a 
hearing and adjudication by the tribunals in Peru, 
In reference to the Cochet claim, asI stated to you, 
he aimed his blows directly at any title or right 
which the owners might have to recognition in any 
form by the American Government, because that 
claim was the assignment from a foreigner to an 
American citizen. 

Mr. Belmont—How do you explain the letter of 
Mr. Christy which was read the other day by Mr. 
Blaine? A.—I don’t know what the letter was. 

Q.—In which Mr. Christy says that he was the 
attorney for the Landreau claim, and that no one 
else had a right to represent it. A.—I do not 
undertake to explain it. I simply explain what I 
know. I do not know Mr. Christy. I never heard 
of him until that came out the other day. 

The Chairman—In either of these interviews was 
any reference made to the letter of June 2 to Gen. 
Hurlbut, proposing to give him an interest in the 
Peruvian Company to the amount of $250,000? A. 
—No, there was not. I never heard of that letter 
until about the 4th or 5th of December. I was at 
Mr. Blaine’s house one evening. He was reading. 
‘There was a pile of what appeared to be letters, 
and the top one be pushed to me and told me to 
read it. It was this letter of June 2, I hadno 
knowledge of it before. 

Q.—Do you think if there had been any such 
conversation in the evening or morning interview 
with Mr. Blaine you would have been likely to 
have heard it? A.—Yes, I think so,

THE MONTELLS DIVORCE SUIT. 


JUDGE BARRETT DEMANDS AN APOLOGY 
FROM AN OVER-ZEALOUS ATTORNEY. 

Much public interest in the suit of Pedro 
Montells for an absolute divorce from Emma F., 
Montells has been excited by the remarkable re- 
sults of the trial of the issues of fact involved be- 
fore Judge Larremore anda jury in the Supreme 
Court, Circuit. Montells charged his wife with 
adultery, ana she, after denying the charge, re- 
torted by asserting that he had violated his mar- 
riage vow in the company of Mrs. Lizzie Stauring. 
In his reply to her answer Montells declared his 
wife’s charge to be untrue, and insisted that good 
evidence of its untruthfulness was to be found in 
the fact that Mrs. Stauring had continued to bea 


friend of his wife up to the time of the trial. On 
the trial several private detectives testified against 
Mrs. Montells. Mrs. Stauring went upon the stand 
to clear her impeached reputation, as she said. 
She denied that Montells had been guilty 
with her of the act charged by his wife, but she 
admitted that she had conspired with Mrs. Mon- 
tells to put him into sucha position that his guilt 
might be inferred, andthat she performed her part 
in the conspiracy. The jury found that Mrs. Mon- 
tells was guilty of adultery, but that her husband 
had been wrongfully intimate with Mrs. Stauring. 
They destroyed Mrs. Montells’s chance of obtain- 
ing a divorce, however, by declaring that she had 
acted in collusion with Mrs. Stauring to induce 
Montells to commit the act of which she com- 
pDiained, and that she also condoned that act. 
Soon after the verdict was rendered three men 
who had appeared as witnesses for Montells were 
arrested on charges of perjury made bya man 
who had been declared by them to be the para- 
moar of Mrs. Montells. They are now awaiting 
rial. 

Several weeks ago a motion was made before 
Judge Barrett, in Supreme Court, Chambers, by 
Mr. John N, Lewis, attorney for Mrs. Montells, for 
an extra allowance of $1,800 to her to cover her ex- 
penditures during the litigation. This motion was 
opposed by Mr. Augustus G. Vanderpoel, attorney 
for Montells, who presented an affidavit made by 
himself in which he charged Judge Larremore 
with having acted unjustly and arbitrarily upon 
the trial. Judge Larremore, he averred, held 
him and his associates strictly to the proof 
of the allegations in their pleadings and 
improperly permitted the lawyers for Mrs. 
Montells, against all remonstrance, to put in every 
fact they pleased, whether alleged in the amended 
answer or not. The result of this course was, he 
said, a verdict against his client. Hethen pointed 
out in the stenographer’s minutes evidence which 
he considered as ‘‘of such a character as to strip 
this defendant of every claim to mercy or pity at the 
hands of this or any other court wherein justice 
is done, and to stamp her as at once one of the 
most depraved, adroit, and unscruperlous [sic) of 
women.” “In the light of this evidence,”’ Mr. Van- 
derpoel’s affidavit continued, “she will stand un- 
masked to this court, and deponent believes that 
this court will not be but [sic] still another of her 
dupes.”’ He finally urged that Mrs. Montells had 
money enough to pay hor expenses, that the wealth 
of her husband was no reason for exacting ex- 
traordinary contributions from him, and that un- 
der the circumstances each side should pay its own 
costs. 

Judge Barrett granted the motion yesterday. In 
his memorandum he said: ‘“‘I think an additional 
counsel fee—to cover services and disbursements— 
of $700 would be fair and reasonable under all the 
circumstances of this case as disclosed by the pa- 
pers. The attorney’s affidavit in opposition is cer- 
tainly one of the most extraordinary which has ever 
been preseutea to me, and I cannot permit it to be 
filed. It contains reflections, under oath, upon 
the learned Judge who tried the case, characteriz- 
ing the trial as ‘unfairand unjust,’ and, again, as 
‘arbitrary and unjust,’ and criticising a part of the 
charge as ‘gross error.’ It intimates a belief that 
this court will not be stillanother of the defend- 
ant’s ‘dupes,’ and tells us that it would be ‘gross 
error’ to grant an additional allowance. It goes 
over the case, and argues it under oath. ‘he at- 
torney bas been betrayed by excess of zeal into 
methods which cannot be tolerated, and, instead of 
flling:the affidavit, I shall expect him to file an 
apology to the court.”

ANNUAL MEETING AND ELECTION OF OFFT- 
CERS—THE BROOKLYN NAVY-YARD. 

The annual meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce was held yesterday, President Babcock in 
the chair. Tho following gentlemen were elected 
to membership: John C. Beach, Heber R. Bishop, 
William G. Boulton, Richard Esterbrook, Henry F. 
Hitch, Francis D. Le Compte, Ludwig Lehmaier,

Searles, Jr. Resolutions were adopted urging the 
Legislature to pass the pending bill relating to the 
pilotage laws, and a committee of three was ap- 
pointed to consider the matter of transferring real 
estate titles and report if it be not possible to devise 
means whereby the present complex system might 
be simplified. The following letter was presented, 
and a special committee, with Mr. Gustay Schwab 
at its head. was appointed to consider it: 
Hovse oF REPRESENTATIVES, ? 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 14, 1882, § 
Samuel D, Baboock, Esq., Trestdent Chamber of Com- 
merce, New-York City: 

My Dear Sir: The question of disposing of the 
Navy-yards is again before the Committee on Appro- 
priations. It has been recommended that the yard at 
Charlestown, Mass, be sold, and the question as to 
the yard at Brookiyn is, whether it shall be abandoned 
and sold, or whether large additional sums of money 
shall be expended upon it in order to fit it for the de- 
mands of the new Navy. It appears that the dry dock 
is not sufficiently large to receive the new vessels; 
that the gatesare out of order; that the approach 
to tt is obstructed by deposits of silt, and that 
the sewers from Hrooklyn must be very ma- 
terlaily changea in order to protect the dock 
from absolute destruction. So far as I know, this 
yard is of but iittle advantage tothe commerce of 
New-York, while the property it occuples is exempt 
from taxation and interferes seriously with the 
growth of the city of Brooklyn. The committee have 
asked me to procure the opinion of the Chamber of 
Commerce as to the expediency of disposing of this 
property and of establishing elsewhere, possibly at 
New-London, a new yard adequate to the require- 
ments of modern ships. I have the honor, therefore, 
to request that you will bring this matter to the con- 
sideration of the Chamber, and transmit to me for 
submission to the committee the conclusions at which 
the Chamber of Commerce may arrive. I have the

NEW-JERSEY CHNTRAL.

CHANCELLOR RUNYON FORBIDS THE PRO- 
POSED ELECTION OF DIRECTORS. 
Chancellor Runyon yesterday granted the 
application for an order forbidding the proposed 
election of Directors for the New-Jersey Central 


Railroad which was to have been held to-day. His 
decision was as follows: 


*‘ Application is made to vacate the order of the 14th 
of April last, by which the injunction was relaxed so 
as to permit the stockholders to hold an election for 
Directors. Under the permission granted by that or- 
der notice has been given of an election to be held on 
the 5th day of May, instant. The ground of the present 
application is that the election which it is so proposed 
to hold will be illegal. Since the granting of the or- 
der relaxing the injunction no application has been 
made to this court for, or with a view to, holding the 
election. Not even has the fact that the Directors de- 
clined toorder the election been reported. Nor have 
any steps been taken here to insure the fairness or 
legality of the election. This court has charge and 
control of the books of the corporation, but the eleo- 
tion is nevertheless, if held, to be held entirely inde- 
pendent of it. ltis clear that the legality of the elec- 
tion which it is proposed to hold under the notice 
will, to say the least of it, be questionable. Iam there- 
fore constrained to vacate the order, but leave will be 
given to file asupplemental petition and to move for 
a similar order to the end that when an election is 
held the proceedings may be legal and may be taken 
under the supervision and sanction of this court.” 


Messrs. Gowen and L apenet A at about the time the 
Chancellor rendered his decision, sent the following 
notice to the newspapers for publication. It will 
be observed that it is dated Wednesday, and seems 
to have been prepared in anticipation of the Chan- 
cellor’s order. The notice reads: 

To the Stockholders of the Central Railroad Company 

of New-Jersey : 

To avoid the possibility of delay ty litigation as to 
the validity of the election of Directors, advertised to 
Be held on Friday, May 5, the undersigned, acting in 
behalf of stockholders representing a majority of the 
entire capital stock of the company, have advised that 
tne election be postponed until it can be held under a 
peremnery order from the Chancellor of New-Jersey, 
for which immediate application will be made. It is 
believed that in this mode an election will be secured 
at aye early day, and litigation as to the result be 
avoided. 

Proxies given for the intended election on the 5th 
will be good for the day on which it shall be held.

When Mr. Kexitry, of Pennsylvania, 
said in the House yesterday that he hoped 
his epitaph would be, ‘*‘ Here lies a man 
who, when war required it, taxed every- 
thing from which money could be ex- 
‘tracted, and who lived long enough to 
obliterate every war tax,’’ his hearers 
were justified in concluding that the 
apostle of protection had seen a 
great light. But when Mr. Kewuey ex- 
plained that the tax to which he referred 
‘was ‘*‘ that of 90 cents on the farmer who 
ventures to manufacture a peck of corn,”’ 
it was plain that he still abides in more 
than Cimmerian darkness. ‘‘ Here lies 
the man-who gave the American people free 
whisky and who taxed them $100,000,000 
a year forthe benefit of Pennsylvania manu- 
facturers’’ would seem to be the kind of 
epitaph that Mr. Kexuey is working for. 
We have heard no very loud call from the 
American farmer for permission to ‘‘ manu- 
facture’ his peck of corn into a gal- 
lon of whisky undisturbed by a visit 
from the Collector of Internal Revenue. 
But there have been very decided intima- 
tions on the part of the farmer that he is 
tired of having the selling price of his corn 
fixed in England, while the price of every- 
thing that he wants to exchange for it is de- 
termined by the power of a handful of pro- 
tected manufacturers to control the Congress 
of the United States. 


It is said that there has been formed anew 
whisky ring, the object now being to pro- 
cure legislation to extend the time during 
which distilled spirits shall lie in bond. An 
obscure Western paper having accused Sen- 
ator Voorners of being influenced in his 
course by interested motives, the ‘‘ Tall Syc- 
amore of the Wabash’”’ is deeply moved. 
This is not an unnatural or surprising 
thing. To be ill spoken of is exasperating 
and vexatious. But the aspersion cast 
upon Mr, VoorHEEs’s character has been 
dignified and magnified by the Senator’s 
insisting that a committee of investigation 
shall inquire into all the facts, This is for 
the purpose of clearing Mr. Voornzrs’s 
skirts of all blame. Upon this, Senator 
‘Winvom, while proclaiming his belief in the 
honesty and integrity of Mr. VoorHExs, as- 
serts that he has trustworthy information 
that a whisky ring does exist, and thata 
vast sum of money has been raised for the 
corruption of Congress. It is likely, then, 
that there will be a hunt after this new com- 
bination, and that the vague and apparently 
baseless charges against Mr. Voorness will 
be passed over with the contemptuous silence 
that they deserve.

ae RRS A ERIN RAPES 

The Catholic Protectory, which draws 
pome $220,000 a year from the New-York 
Qity Treasury for the care of children com- 
mittea to it, wants, for some unexplained 
reason. an ual grant of $50,000 from the 
ftate. Thé item, whatever be its merits, 
_ proverl» belongs to the Supply bill; it 
4pas been inserted in the Appropriation 
}bill by way of giving it a permanent status 


among the amounts annually raised for the 
support of the State Government. It owes 
its origin to a Senate where the kind of in- 
fluence relied on by the Protectory man- 
agers has a decided influence with 
the representatives of both parties. 
The Assembly retused to concur in 
it and the first conference committee ap- 
pointed failed to agree about it. A second 
committee, nominated with the view of 
reaching & more favorable result, justified 
expectation. But the Assembly, by a vote of 


59 to 54, has disagreed with the committee, 
and the Protectory appropriation, as well as 
the item for the increase of the salaries 


of certain State officers, still goes a-begging. 


While we are far from approving of the im- 


portation of sectarian issues into politics, the 


pertinacity with which this Protectory 
** strike’”’ reappears challenges some expres- 
sion of public opinion on the system which 


it represents. We should like to see the 


question of how far the State ought to aid 


any sectarian charity become an issue which 
could be decided at the polls. 





When Whigs like Mr. Forster and Mr. 
GOsSCHEN are proud to stand shoulder to 


shoulder with Sir Starrorp Norracore, 


Sir Henry DrummMonp Wo.rr, and the 
whole Tory Party in denouncing the 
change in Mr. Guiapstone’s Irish policy 
as an ‘‘unconditional surrender’’ to the 


Land League agitators, it is apparent 


that the day is hastening on when 
the main line of party division in 
English politics will run between great 
names, ancient families, and hide-bound 
tradition on one side and a vigorous but 
manly radicalism on the other. It is idle, 
therefore, for Mr. Guapstrone to seek to 
stay the apostasy of the Whigs by such a 
piece of cajolery as the appointment of Lord 
FREDERICK CAVENDISH to the post of Chief 
Secretary for Ireland. The appointment isa 
political expedient, having regard rather to 
the present danger of the Ministry than to the 
necessity of marching courageously and 
straight on in the new course marked out in 
Ireland. After seven centuries of misrule 
England seems to be ou the verge of a 
decision which would make Ireland a 
loyal part of the United Kingdom. 
The warning of the ever-timid Whigs 
confuses the mind and _ unnerves 
the hand of the Prime Minister and _ threat- 
ens to thwart his purpose. It may be bet- 
ter to avert the defeat of the Liberal Govern- 
ment by temporizing than to give Ireland 
into the power of the landlords and Tories 
again, but it is equally essential to the suc- 
cess of the new policy that the Irish party 
be kept in a conciliatory frame of mind. 
The situation at best isan extremely criti- 
cal one. 





THE MUDDLED COMMISSION BILL. 


The Senate and Assembly threaten to be 
at loggerheads on the passage of the Rail- 
road Commission bill, and if they can be 
kept up toa sufficient degree of obstinacy 
until an adjournment can be forced, the 
measure will be defeated by the familiar 
device of a failure to agree in conference, to 
the great triumph of the railroad lobby. If 
such a result is brought about there will be 
considerable division of responsibility, but 
neither party will gain much credit for 
fidelity to its pledges, and the individual 
members will have an unpleasant reckoning 
to make with their constituents. 

The commission bill passed the Assem- 
bly by a vote of 106 to 15, after an amend- 
ment had been adopted providing for the 
choice of Commissioners by popular elec- 
tion. The 15 negative votes on its final pas- 
sage were cast by 12 Republicans and 3 ‘‘ reg- 
ular’’ Democrats. The amendment was adopt- 
ed by a vote of 66 to 57, 8 Republicans and 1 
Tammany member voting with the regular 
Democrats in the aflirmative. The Hag- 
gerty amendment, providing for appoint- 
ment of the Commissioners by the Governor, 
one to be taken from each political party and 
the third accepted on the recommendation 
of the New-York Chamber of Commerce, 
the Board of Trade and Transportation, and 
the Anti-Monopoly League, or a majority of 
them, was rejected by a vote of 41 
to 80. Voting in the affirmative were 
82 Republicans, 6 Tammany men, and 
8 Democrats. The negative vote was 
cast by 652 Democrats, 27 Republi- 
cans, and 1 Tammanyite. After this ac- 
tion the Senate committee reported the bill 
not as it had passed the Assembiy, with al- 
most the solid support of the Democrats in 
that body, nor yet in its original form, which 
had received the approval of most of the 
Republicans, but with the hybrid Haggerty 
amendment, which had been rejected by a 
vote of nearly two to one in the Assembly, 
the Democrats furnishing nearly two-thirds 
of the negative vote. If it was the deliber- 
ate purpose of the Senate Railroad Com- 
mittee to bring about a disagreement of the 
two houses, they took precisely the course 
calculated to effect their object. 

Having got the bill before it in the shape 
{n which it received the least favor from 
either party in the Assembly, the Senate 
proceeded to indulge in a partisan debate, in 
which TinpEN, KELLy, and Gov. CORNELL 
figured conspicuously, while the merits 
of the question of railroad supervision 
and the principles of executive appoint- 
ment or popular~ election as ap- 
plied to such a measure received scant con- 
sideration. Yesterday a vote was reached 
and the bill was ordered toa third reading 
substantially as reported. Senator Jacoss 
proposed as an amendment the first section 
of the bill as passed by the Assembly, 
and it was ‘rejected, tke Democrats 
voting for it and the Republicans 
and Tammany Senators against it. Senator 
Pirrs proposed to amend so as to give the 
appointment to the Governor in the usual 
way, and this was voted down, regular and 
Tammany Democrats uniting against it. 
Notwithstanding the vote ordering the bill 
to a third reading in its present shape, there 
are doubts whether it can be got through. 

Should it pass in this form to the delight 
of its enemies, there will of course be com- 
mittees of conference, and if the adverse 
influences still prevail, they will fail to agree 
or their report will be rejected by one house 
or the other. Such a result would not be 
surprising, but it would compel the politi- 
cians to face their constituents with a 
record which they will find it difficult to 
defend. The two forms of the bill, as it 
passed the Assembly and as it has been 
ordered to a third reading in the Senate, are 
the result of dragging the subject into the 


py 
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mire of party politics, both alike being de- 
partures from sound principle and mutila- 
tions of a measure which the people had 
been long demanding, and to the original 
form of which they had made no objection. 
The argument against electing the commis- 


sion we have already presented with suf- 
ficient fullness. That method of selection 
has been supported by the Democrats in the 
Legislature on party grounds alone.- Ap- 


pointment by the Governor, with the advice 


and consent of the Senate, is the truemethod 


and has been opposed only for party rea- 
sons. The Haggerty amendment, which was 
dragged into the Senate in a position of ad- 


vantage by the Railroad Committce of that 


body, is a consequence of anti-monopoly 


meddling through the most disreputable fac- 


tion in the two houses, and has no argument 
in its favor. Election by the people or ap- 
pointment by the Governor can be defended 


on intelligible grounds, but a restriction of 


choice in either case is an anomaly. Requir- 


ing party selections for party reasons to a 


non-partisan board is an absurdity, and dele- 
gating to unofficial bodies the power to dic- 
tate to the Governor his selection of public 


Cflicials is ridiculous, 
The Legislature has managed to get this 


great question into a muddle as usual and 
the hope of rescuing it is sufficiently slender. 
But the Republicans of the Senate have a 
consistent record. Theeight recreant Assem- 


blymen who voted for the Democratic 
amendment and the Tammany Senators 
share the direct responsibility for the present 
situation of the bill. The Democrats held a 
caucus last evening at which they appear 
to have insisted only on withholding the ap- 
pointment of the Railroad Commissioners 
from Gov. CorneLu. There is still a possi- 
bility that both the Assembly and Senate 
amendments may be eliminated and the ap- 
pointing power put where it belongs, on 
condition of postponing its exercise until a 
new Governor comes into office. As the 
alternative appears to be a defeat of the en- 
tire measure, its sincere friends should con- 
centrate their efforts upon securing this re- 
sult. 





SENATOR BLAIR’S REAL MOTIVE. 

In his vine-clad home beside the bright 
waters of Lake Winnipiseogee Senator 
Henry W. Buare has from childhood up 
dreamed of an offensive and defensive 
alliance with Peru for the protection 
of the western end of that great water- 
way, which his prophetic eye saw 
would some day be _ hewn. straight 
through the backbone of the Isthmus of 
Panama. , But his time has been taken up 
with the prosecution of cases arising under 
the New-Hampshire liquor laws, and he is a 
modest man withal, so that he never told his 
love for Peru until the questioning of Chair- 
man WILLIAMS yesterday gently wrenched 
the tender secret from his bosom. Often 
as & boy he has lain under his father’s 
apple trees in those June days 
which intervene between the second hoe- 
ing of the corn and the beginning of 
haying, and watched the shadows of the 
clouds chase each other across the blue top 
of Moosilauke, fancying that the big ones 
were the iron-clads of the detested Briton 
and the little ones were swift avenging cat- 
boats from Callao sent up the coast by our 
fearless allies to drive those threatening 
monsters away from the western end of the 
Panama Canal and make the very quag- 
mires of the United States of Colombia 
quake with their loud huzzas for the Mon- 
roe doctrine. _ And he bided his time. 

Switzerland has had her great Admirals, 
if we may believe the librettos of Messrs. 
Meriinac and HAuevy, and this eminent ma- 
rine statesmanis not to be sneered at because 
he hails from the arid sheep pastures of New- 
Hampshire, the Switzerland of America. 
The schoolboys of that State are furnished 
at a tender age with the best maps that 
moncy can buy, and to this early advantage, 
it may be presumed, Senator BLAIR owes 
the enthusiasm which in his later years he 
has developed for an alliance with the pow- 
erful Republic of Peru. The whole world 
lay spread before him in the pages of ** Col- 
ton and Fitch’s Geography.’’ With unsteady 
pencil his young hands traced the course of 
the British iron-clads around Cape Horn, 
and his stout-bladed jack-knife cut the 
isthmian canal in the fraction of a second. 
Heston says that well begun is half done, 
and the boy Buarr felt that this was true. 
The solid foundation of his fame was laid. 
He had then nothing to do but grow up and 
find his SHirpHERD. 

Him he found squat on the confines of 
‘the swamp”’ in this City late in June last 
Summer. The twain were instantly one, 
cemented by the mucilaginous bonds of a 
common interest. Saipu“rpd coveted his 
billion, . Buark panted for his alliance. 
In the * Senator’s vision the hideous 
octopus of the Peruvian Company 
stood transformed into the benevolent fairy 
grandmother. of his darling scheme, 
Peru was prostrate, her Spanish olive- 
tinted skin torn by the cruel hob-nails of 
the English-made shoes worn by the Chilian 
hordes, and a fleet of British iron-clads 
hovered in the offing ready to carry 
off every bushel of her guano and 
nitrates. ; The inhuman SxreHexD gloated 
over her misfortunes, for he and his ghouls 
knew that her abasement was their oppor- 
tunity. But the shrieks of the tortured re- 
public smote upon the ear of Senator BLArr 
—which had never heard a harsher sound 
than the soft note of the cow-bell—and filled 
him with the high resolve to move BLAINE 
and earth in the attempt to secure ‘‘ North 
and South America for North and South 
America’’ and establish his longed-for 
alliance with Peru. 

Senator Buarr’s testimony shows with 
what zeal and fervency he labored to. achieve 
his double purpose of saving enough of 
Peru to make a respectable alliance with, 
and, secondly, of providing for the de- 
fense of the western end of the Panama 
Canal. It is of the greatest importance 
that we should understand Senator Biarr’s 
real motives in the matter. According to 
SHIPHERD’s statements, the Senator was 
merely a convenient go-between used by 
him to debauch the State Department. As 
he has himself declared that he decided, 
after some hesitation, to accept a retainer 
from the Peruvian Company in consid- 
eration of his priceless legal services in 
introducing it to Mr. Buatinz, and had 
with commendable prudence asked for a re- 
tainer in money instead of in stock, the 
licentious .press_ has not hesitated_to hint 


long 


that his dealings with SarpHerpD must be 
considered the ordinary sordid relations of 
client and counsel. But Senator Brarr’s 
blushing acknowledgment of his magnani- 


mous intentions to build up a stronghold 
sure for the Monroe doctrine in Peru dissi- 


pates all these idle and malignant conjec- 


tures as the January winds used to scatter 
the chaff on the thrashing floor of the elder 
Buarr. It has been the misfortune of 


all the parties to this guano affair 


to be grossly misunderstood. SipnEeRD 


thought he was using Buatne and BLAINE 
thought he was using SHIPHERD. SuHIP- 
HERD also flattered himself that he was put- 


ting Senator Barn where he would do the 


most good, while all the time the great- 


hearted Senator thought that the Peruvian 


Company was one of the humble powers 
with which he was playing his great game 
for the alliance and the canal. 


The public should not forget that it owes 


the interesting revelations made yesterday 


to the thoughtfulness and courtesy of the 
Chairman of the committee, Mr. W1LLIAMs. 
In this ‘‘ go-as-you-please’’ examination it 
has been the custom to ask only easy ques- 


tions, and to politely refrain from driving 


witnesses over stony and disagreeable 


ground, as is done in the rude law courts. 
Mr. Betmonr, of this City, not through 
ill-breeding probably, but because he was 
ignorant of the conditions and purposes 


of the examination, departed somewhat 
from this method and was discourteous 
to Mr. Buarng, even going so far as to ask 
him questions which his manner plainly 
showed he did not wish to answer. For this 
he was roundly abused by Mr. Barner, and 
the writers in pantalets of the Tribune 
have been throwing spit-balls at him 
ever since, all of which is good enough for 
him. But Chairman Wriirams has brought 
the examination back to its original form of 
an interchange ot polite questions and civil 
answers, Let us hope that he will protect 
Mr. Buarr from Betmonr. 


THIEVES AND COUNSEL. 

The trial of the star route conspirators has 
been postponed for twelve days on account 
of the absence of one of the defendants— 
Joun W. Dorsry—who is now a fugitive. 
Dorsey is the brother of the ex-Senator, and 
his counsel, Col. Ropert INGERSOLL, with 
a mighty air of innocence and outraged jus- 
tice, promised that he should be present 
whenever the case was called. The case is 
called. The Government is ready. Dorsry 
is not to be found, and Col. Roserr INGER- 
s0LL has to admit his inability to kcep 
his promise. This grotesque conclusion 
of the windy vaporings of the learned 
Colonel, however, is not unexpected. The 
tactics of the thieves have been dilatory 
from the first. While pretending that they 
wanted nothing so much as a speedy trial 
and ‘‘vindication,’’ every obstacle that a 
shyster and a pettifogger could possibly in- 
vent has been put in the way of ascertaining 
the simple fact whether Brapy, Dorsgy, 
and the rest are innocent or guilty. 
This is not usually the course pur- 
sued by men who have a reasonable 
defense. Criminals take refuge in tech- 
nicalities. Honest men are _ impatient 
of delays which stand betwixt them and 
their complete vindication. If the star route 
conspirators were really the much’ maligned 
nen that they claim to be, they are most un- 
fortunate in the selection of their counsel. 

For example, it was set up yesterday by 
the counsel for the defendants that the 
two classes of persons indicted—officials 
and private citizens—could not be included 
in one indictment, because the acts which 
an official might unlawfully commit could 
not be committed by a private citizen. And, 
on the other hand, the acts of a private citi- 
zen, While they might be in themselves 
felonious, would be wholly changed when 
attributed to official personages. There- 
fore, it was asked that the prosecution 
should be compelled to discharge either one 
or the other of these two classes of defend- 
ants, since both could not be included in the 
sameindictment. Thisis afair specimen of 
the pettifogging to which the counsel for 
the defendants have been obliged to resort in 
order to stave off the trial of the alleged 
thieves. If, at the beginning of these pro- 
ceedings, disinterested people had any doubt 
as to the guilt or innocence of Brapy, the 
Dorseys, and the remainder of the gang, 
the management of their counsel -has long 
since dissipated all such doubts. Innocent 
men, secure in the rectitude of their doings, 
and assured of the justice of their defense, 
do not imterpose quibbles and quiddities 
when their trial comes on. The star route 
thieves stand self-confessed before the people 
to-day, by the flimsiness of the pretexts by 
which they have endeavored to postpone the 

ay when guilt or innocence could be 
proved. 

If anything could add to the discomfiture 
of the defendants in these cases, the conduct 
of that wordy blatherskite, Col. Roperr 
INGERSOLL, has amply filled the bill. . When 
he was prevented by the decencies of the 
tribunal, before whom he appeared as adyo- 
cate, from fulfilling a lecture engage- 
ment in another city, he revenged him- 
self upon the court by insisting upon the 
reading of a voluminous document, 
occupying three hours, by way of “ getting 
square’ for his detention. INGERSOLL has 
imported into the case the blackguardism and 
vulgarity which legitimately belongs to the 
rascals whose case he is so zealously defend- 
ing. It was the spirit of Brapy and the Dor- 
sEYS that bawled in open court, ‘‘I’ll bet you 
a thousand dollars,’’ when a proposition 
was made by a Government counsel, 
and which clinched the matter with ‘‘ Well, 
put up or shut up,’’ when the counsel 
declined to make a wager on the pending 
case. Yesterday this brawler from the 
frontier capped the climax of his impudence 
and indecency by calling one of the counsel 
on the other side ‘‘a liar’? in open court. 
This sort of thing may be tolerated in the 
wilds cf the far West, where to be ‘‘ handy 
with one’s shooting irons,’’? and to bandy 
oaths and blackguard epithets is to fasci- 
nate the crowd, but it is not exactly what 
courts in civilized communities are accus- 
tomed to. The trouble with IncERsout is 
that he has been fighting Moses, Sr. Paut, 
and. other dead-and-gone worthies, who are 
incapable of reply, for so many years, that 
he has become inflated with the notion that 
he is unanswerable. 

Public opinion is never very far wrong. 
And public opinion has already convicted 
these.men. * INGeRSOLL .promised, in open 


court, tliat Joun W. Dorsey should be pro- 
duced when the trial began. To-day Dor- 
sEY is a fugitive and INGERSOLL coolly says 
that he (INGERSOLL) is not to be expected to 
help the prosecution. Brapy and his gang 
have pretended that they are hungering and 
thirsting for vindication, and when the op- 
portunity comes, they devise new tricks to 
secure delay, and their counsel attempts to 
browbeat the court and cover an igno- 
minious flight by a display of vulgarity that 
would disgrace a Tombs Police Court. It 
does not, perhaps, so much matter now, as 
it did, what punishment is meted out to the 
star route thieves. No fine or imprison- 
ment in their case canbe exemplary. Their 


example is already sufficiently conspicuous 


and notorious for the improvement of man- 


kind. They are in a pillory from which 
there is no escape. 





NEW PARASITES. 


A learned German scientific person has 


just made what is heralded by the press as 


a grand discovery. He claims that he has 
discovered the origin and true nature of tu- 
berculous consumption. A microscopic 


parasite is at the bottom of all tuberculous 


mischief. If one of these parasites—known 
to scientific _persons as bacilli—is intro- 
duced into the blood of man or any other 
animal in possession of a pair of lungs, those 
lungs will shortly afterward be found to 


be full of tubercles, and the tubercles 
themselves will be full of bacilli. This 
learned German—whose name is Kocu—has 
tried innumerable experiments in connection 
with his newly discovered parasite, and has 
inoculated any quantity of rabbits, guinea 
pigs, and other inexpensive beasts with tu- 
berculous consumption, There can be no 
doubt that he really has discovered the 
cause of tuberculous consumption and other 
cognate diseases; and he has now only to 
discover how to kill his pet parasite in order 
to banish tubercles from the human race 
forever. 

Prof. Kocm is already inclined to think 
that a remedy for tuberculous consumption 
will be found in a process analogous to vac- 
cination. Dr, JENNER discovered that by 
inoculating human beings with the mild 
form of small-pox to which cows are addict- 
ed immunity from the human variety of 
small-pox could be secured. Prof. Kocu 
thinks that by inoculating rabbits with 
bacilli a mild form of tuberculous disease 
may be developed, and that this mild form 
of disease, when communicated by inocula- 
tion to human beings, may prove to be a 
protection against a more serious form of 
tubercles, This is a beautiful theory, and 
it holds out to us the hope that tuberculous 
consumption may in time become almost 
unknown. 

While it follows from Prof. Kocn’s dis- 
covery that consumption is an infectious 
disease, and that the Italian hotel-keepers 
are right in insisting that a room in which a 
consumptive patient has died should be 
thoroughly disinfected, there are one or two 
facts which seem to conflict with his theory 
of the origin of tubercles. Why should men 
be more liable to consumption at certain 
periods of life than they are at others? For 
example, why should the bacilli be particu- 
larly fond of attacking men between the 
ages of 31 and Other questions 
equally difficult to answer, if the Koch 
theory is will occur to medical 
men. Still, there is so much that is un- 
deniably true in the discoveries concerning 
bacilli made by Prof. Kocr that his theory 
will probably be generally adopted. In a 
few years people will be inoculated with 
bacilli asa protection against tubercles as 
commonly as they are now vaccinated as a 
protection against small-pox, and Prof. 
Kocu’s name will go down to posterity side 
by side with that of JENNER. 

While Germany has thus given to the 
world a discovery of presumably vast im- 
portance, Wisconsin has not been idle, Dr. 
Buhl, a distinguished physician of that 
State, has just made a discovery as to the 
origin and proper treatment of broken legs 
which is, on the whole, rather more valu- 
able than the discovery of Prof. Kocu. 
It has long been noticed that broken legs 
prevail in thickly settled parts of the coun- 
try much more generally than in thinly 
settled regions. It is also undeniable that 
wherever railroads penetrate broken legs 
soon become common. ‘These facts are suf- 
ficient to enable us to assume that there is 
something in thickly settled regions that is 
favorable to the development of broken legs, 
and that this something—whatever 1t may 
be—is carried far and wide by railway trains. 
Dr. Buhl, who is an ardent believer in the 
germ theory of nearly all diseases, claims 
that he has discovered a vegetable parasite 
which infests the human trousers and causes 
broken legs. Within the past year he has 
examined with the microscope thirty-six 
cases of broken leg, and in every case has 
found this parasite in the accompanying 
trousers. In the course of the last six 
months he has placed garments cut after the 
manner of trousers and inoculated with the 
parasite in question upon the fore legs of 
eighteen cats, thirteen of whom were after- 
ward found in a steel trap, set for the pur- 
pose in the Doctor’s back yard, each with a 
fore leg broken. He also tried a similar ex- 
periment upon seven cows belonging to his 
wife, six of whom were afterward run over 
by railway trains—the White River and 
Sheboygan * Railroad running directly 
through the cow pasture—and sustained 
compound fractures of more or less of their 
legs. 

Having thus fully established the fact that 
broken leg is produced by a parasite infest- 
ing the trousers, Dr. Buhl maintains with 
much plausibility that by inoculating hu- 
man trousers with this parasite after it has 
been artificially bred in trousers supplied for 
the purpose to cattle, men will be fully pro- 
tected against broken legs. So far as the non- 
scientific mind can perceive, the Doctor’s 
plan is an admirable one. If we can by so 
simple a measure as the inoculation of trou- 
sers put an end to the wide-spread havoc 
yearly wrought by broken legs, humanity 
will owe to Dr. Buhl a debt which it can 
never repay, and the name of Buhl will 
be inscribed on all sorts of monuments by 
the side of the equally revered names of 
Koca and JENNER.

The unfavorable features of the annual 
report of the Lake Shore Railroad are re- 
peated in the report of the Michigan Cen- 
tral. In the former case the gross earnings of 


last.vear showed a decrease of..€800.000. in. 


the latter the net earnings had shrunk about 
$1,180,000. On both roads the tonnage of 
freight carried had been greater in 1881 than 
in 1880, but the low rates incidental to the 
contest among the trunk lines had very se- 
riously affected their gross income, while 
the net earnings were still further cur- 
tailed by an increase in the operatihg 
expenses. Calculated on the basis of the 
increased amount of freight carried, 


the loss to Lake Shore by the war of rates 


was about a million and three-quarters, and 
to the Michigan Central $970,000. Both 


companies show an increase of debt and 
a decrease of surplus in hand, though 
a@ large increase in the value of 


property is claimed for both, The way- 


faring man, though a fool, does not 


need to be told that the improvement in 
financial condition which is confidently ex- 
pected for both these roads during this year 


is not likely to be realized, and the position 


of both may be taken to fairly represent the 


causes of the gradual but steady decline of 


the inflated values of the leading railroad se- 
curities of the United States.

THE WAGNER PROGRAMME OF THE 
MAY FESTIVAL. 

The concert given in the Seventh Regiment 
Armory yesterday afternoon was in some respects 
the most interesting one of the series. While it 
did not exactly illustrate the growth and frui- 
tion of a musician of genius, it presented 
an admirable exemplar of the finished 
work of the foremost composer of the 
age, and, depending wholly for the interpretation 
of its programme upon soloists and orchestra, it 
possessed stronger chances of a perfect perform- 
ance than would have fallen to the lot of any 
work in which the labors of a chorus was 
concerned. As a matter of fact, thus far, 
the chorus has been the béts noire of the 
May Festival. Mr. Thomas at the head of a 
band of practiced musicians is quite a different 
person from Mr. Thomas conducting a powerful 
choral organization of dubious musical talent and 
limited experience. Aside from the advantage de- 
rived by a conductor from the co-operation of a 
large force of real virtuosos, Mr. Thomas has 
never been specially successful in dealing 
with the human voice, for which, in good German 
fashion, he has a little less regard than fora flute or 
a bassoon. Hence the dullness of the first evening 
concert, in which the performance of the choral 
masses was wholly wanting in light and shade and 
spirit, and the wretched unevenness of the work on 
the Beethoven night, when the audience was a dozen 
times on the point of believing that all of the pro- 
ceedings would suddenly have to come to a 
full stop through the general inefficiency of 
the singers and, to some extent, through the 
comparative inferiority of Mr. Thomas as a 
conductor of vocal music, In yesterday’s concert 
the enjoyment of the selections was not interfered 
with by any mishaps of the sort. Wagner’s scenes 
required only trained soloists and a highly disci- 
plined band, and both these requisites Mr. Thomas 
was able to meet in the most complete manner. 
The programme, which demanded two hours and 
a half for its interpretation, embraced selections 
from each of the four “ operas”—if we dare apply 
that heterodox name to a Wagner lyric-drama— 
constituting the Trilogy. ‘*Rheingold,” “Die 
Walkiire,” “ Siegfried,” and “*‘ Gétterdammerung” 
were drawn upon in succession for a col- 
lection of pictures which, to the Wag- 
nerian enthusiast at least, were as vivid 
and eloquent as a Turner or a Makart to an 
admirer of those masters. That thorough appre- 
ciation of Wagner demands not only considerable 
knowledge of music, acquaintance with the com- 
poser’s aims and methods, and an amount of 
mental effort involving a material outlay of 
physical strength, goes without saying. It is,in 
fact, an acquired taste—one none the less elevat- 
ing from the fact that it is acquired, but an 
acquired taste, for all that. Some technical 
knowledge, or, at any rate, the habit of fre- 
quently listening to music, and no little mental 
application, are iImperatively exacted, as_ set 
forth already, for a comprehension of the Wag- 
nerian scheme, while **Pria che spunti,” **Ah! non 
giunge” ‘and ‘“‘Spirito gentil’’ need only be heard 
to be enjoyed. This by way of preface to a con- 
sideration of yesterday’s performance, which, to 
sum the matter up, could only be thoroughly ap- 
preciated by the initiated. We append the list of 
selections, which, with the names of the artists, 
were in regular order as follows;

Of these numbers some were so distinct in their 
form as to escape almost wholly the accusation of 
being “programme music.’’ “‘The Ride of the 
Walkyries” and the “Magic Fire Scene” may 
be cited as the best specimens of clearly 
illustrated and beautiful tone pictures. The 
funeral march from ‘Siegfried’ bears al- 
most as intelligible a message as_ the 
first named pieces, and Siegmund’s “love song” is 
to be classed with the most exquisite bits of mel- 
ody with which modern listeners haye become famil- 
far. Toa realization of the composer’s intentions, 
and to be aware of the full significance of his 
every measure in much of the remainder of the 
selections, a close acquaintance with the text and 
leit-motiven of the trilogy was absolutely indispen- 
sable. In the numbers which addressed them- 
selves to all divisions of the audience, as well as in 
the most abstruse and thankless parts of the music, 
the orchestra covered itself with glory. While we 
cannot admit that Mr. Thomas’s 300. musicians 
produce in the armory effects which have not 
been attained with a much smaller array of in- 
strumentalists in a more limited /ocal, the impres- 
sion wrought has certainly been no less profound, 
while the feeling of wonder excited by the 
execution of the most difficult orchestral 
music ever written with: the most flaw- 
less precision and perfect sympathy has been 
unprecedented. The three compositions in which 
the exertions of the band told with extraordinary 
force yesterday were, of course, the three tone- 
pictures referred to above. The wild and 
stormy scene in which, as by flashes of light- 
ning, the eye almost discovers ‘**Death’s hand- 
maidens” hurrying to and fro, with the corses 
of slain warriors thrown across their saddles, the 
neighing of the steeds breaking in again and again 
upon the roar of the elements, was a painting 
whereof the eloquence could be recognized 
by everybody, while the mastery of the 
technical difficulties in the execution claims 
the very highest praise, It* required all 
Mr. Thomas’s firmness to avoid a repetition 
of this piece, which the listeners never wearied of 
applauding. The “ Magic Fire Scene,” with the 
** fire motive,” and the clever imitation, rather 
than suggestion, of the rising flames, was 
almost as effective and quite as admira- 
bly played, and the superb funeral march 
from “Siegfried,” in which most of the 
motives known to the students of the trilogy 
succeed each other as in rehearsal of the life and 
death of the hero, with the gorgeous contrasts of 
an instrumentation which for massiveness and 
sonority will probably never be surpassed, was also 
magnificently rendered. In the last eoncert but one 
of the Philharmonic season just ended, Mr. Thomas 
brought out the same excerpts from “ Rheingold” 
with the same performers listened to yesterday. 
As on that occasion, the measures suggestive of 
the gentle flowing of the waters, of the sinuous 
movements of the nymphs at play, with the bright 
fanfare summoning before the eye the gold glisten- 
ing in the sunlight, impressed themselves most 
deeply upon the audience, as did, to mention only 
the most telling portion of the singers’ work, the 

airdly-pretty song of the Rhine_dauzhters.and

recalling memories of Bayreuth to not a few of the: 
spectators, the grand strains of the ““Walball-mo-« 
tive.” Mr. Remmertz is to be praised forthe brealtly 
and dignity of his delivery in the“Rheingoid”, 

Mr. Toedt, as to voice and histriou’e tuient—whick 
“Loge’s Tidings” exact in no small measure—was 
scarcely equal to the task assigned him. In the se- 
leotions from “Die Walkiire,” the honors were 
wholly! for Mr. Candidus, whose singing of Sieg~ 
mund’s “ Love Song” was literaily a revelation. The 
tenor’s sweet, firm, and far-reaching tones, his elex 
gant and expressive phrasing, and his nice mingling 
of feeling and grace endowed this delicious num- 
ber with a charm it has rarely, if ever, possessed 
before, and the applause was so enthusiatic that 
the air had to be repeated. In “‘Wotan’s Fare- 
well,” Signor Galassi’s noble voice waa 
heard to advantage, but it was apparent 
that the artist was hardly in sympathy, 
with the music, which is diametrically 


opposed to the Italian style which Signor Galass} 


very judiciously affects, and to which, if we are 
to enjoy his rich and powerful tones for some 
years to come, he will do wisely to adhere. The 
excerpts from ‘*Siegfried’? were not particu- 
larly attractive, although Signor Campanini, who 


appeared as completely at ease in the Wagnerian 
measures as in Donizetti's strains, was applauded 


to the echo for his perfortaance of Siegfried in 
“The Forging of the Sword.” Although Sigror 
Campanini was not at his best, vocally, his musi- 
cianly skill carried him happily through the scene, 
and he finished it with an ontburst in 
the “Song of Triumph” which quite car- 
ried away the audience, ‘The observation 


already made in respect to Mr. Toedt’s Loge apply 
with equal justice to his Mime—a character claim: 
ing not merely voice and skill as a singer, but tha 
comedian’s art. The “Siegtried” scene was folé 
lowed by the funeral march and finale of “‘ Gétter 
daimmerung,” in the vocal measures of which Mme, 
Materna was heard as’ Briinnhilde. The 
rare expressiveness of this artist’s delivery 
of Wagnerian music, her alternate intensity 
and impassioned utterances, her appreciation of 
the significance of every bar and every word, and 
her uncommon vocal power, long since recognized 
in Germany, and valued by none more highly than 
by the master himself, were promptly appre- 
ciated by all students of score and text 
assembled in the Armory yesterday, and 
the grief, wrath, and disdain of Briinnhilde, 
from the moment her eyes are opened to the truth 
of Siegfried’s story and rest upon his corpse until 
her final greeting to his spirit as she leaps upon the 
funeral pyre, were grandly portrayed. Mme. Max 
terna was cailed back to the platform again ang 
again after the scene had come to a close, and the 
concert ended amid a demonstration of genuine 
delight. This evening “Israel in Egypt’: is to be

TELLING THE STORY OF THE LOSS 
OF HER DAUGHTER. 

A MOTHER’S STATEMENT—LETTERS WHICH 
PASSED BETWEEN JAMES MALLEY AND 
BLANCHE DOUGLASS AND THEIR VICTIM- 

New-Haven, May 4.—Mrs. Cramer, the 
mother of Jennie E, Cramer, occupied the witness 
stand in the Malley trial nearly all day to-day. She 
was dressed in deep mourning, her face was pale, 
and her manner and countenance expressed deep 
sorrow. At times her voice faltered, but she man- 

Sfested sufficient control to avoid breaking down, 

The Malley boys lecked graver than usual during 

her testimony, and Walter took notes con- 

stantly. Blanche Douglass has generally been 
self-composed and indifferent white other wit- 
nesses have been testifying, but when Mrs, 

Cramer spoke of James Malley’s assurance to her 

that Blanche was all right the girl looked abashed, 

and at other times she flushed up and dropped her 
head. Mrs. Cramer has lost flesh within a year, 
and her face wears a careworn expression un- 
known to it before the troubles of last Summer 
and Fall. She is still, however, a fine-looking 
woman, and has a look of amiability and honesty. 

The witness testified as follows: ‘*My name is 

Christina Cramer, and I live at No. 17914 Grand- 


street. My husband died the 20th of last Decem- 
ber. I last saw my daughter Jennie on Thursday, 
Aug. 4, between 10 and 11 o’clock, at our house. 
Miss Douglass was with her. Jennie came down 
stairs for the key to the room up stairs, and said 
she would Jike me to go up and be introduced 
to Miss Douglass. I went up, and the 
two girls were sitting on the sofa. I had 
never seen Miss Douglass. before. Jennie 
introduced me to her. I said, ‘Jennie, why didn’t 
you come home last night? You intended to come 
home at 9.’ She said she wanted to come home, 
but could not; they wouldn’t let her. I asked her 
if she could not have come had she really wanted, 
and she again said no, they would not let her. I 
asked her if she did not think it would dis- 
grace her, staying away so. She answered 
that she did not think the neighbors 
knew of it. I told her I _ was_ afraid 
they would find it out in time; that they did know 
it already. 1 said: ‘Jennie, if you are going to 
keep away at night itis best for you to logk for 
another home.’ { said: ‘You will disgrace your 
parents staying away at night. When your sister 
comes from New-Britain we will look for another 
place for you.’ I then passed into another room 
and went down stairs to my husband. Miss 
Douglass bad previously said that she had 
been in tbe Klliott House the night before, 
and that it gotto be very late and she wanted 
Jennie to stay with her instead of going home. In 
reply [told her she had no right to keep Jennie 
away from home at night. Jennie and Miss Doug- 
lass were inthe room whenlI left it. Inahalf or 
three-quarters of an hour I called Jennie twice 
from the door down stairs, but received no an- 
swer. I then went up stairs aud found the door 
open and the girls gone. Inever saw my daughter 
alive after that day.” 

Q.—Did you call upon James Malley that day? 
A.—Between 5 and6o’clock that afternoon I called 
at Edward Malley’s store and inguired for James 
Malley. Thatis the man, [pointing out James.) I 
asked him if he knew where Jennie was, telling 
him she had disappeared with Miss Douglass. He 
said he supposed Jennie was allright athome. I 
said I thought he knew where she was. He said 
he would inquire of Walter Malley about it when 
he came in; perhaps Walter knew where she was. 
J told him that Jennie complained about his keep- 
ing her out so late, and said he should not do it 
any more. He made no answer, but turned pale. 
I said to him that Blanche was not the person he 
recommended to Jennie; that I did not like the 
looks of her. He said she was all right. I told him 
I thought she was not all right, and asked 
nim to be kind enough to see Jennie home in good 
time in the evening. He said he did not know as 
he could; he had an engagement to go to the shore 
that evening. 1 said I would go directly tothe 
Elliott House and see if Jennie was there. He said 
be would write me a noteif he heard where she 
was. 1 then went to the Elliott House, reaching 
there about 5:30, I did not find Jennie there. The 
next day | got a letter from Jamez Malley. 

The witness identified the following letter, and it 
was marked as exhibit A.: 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., 1881, 
Mrs. Cramer: 

DEAR Mapam: As promised, I called on Miss Doug- 
lass to learn if she knew anything about fo daugh- 
ter Jennie. She informed that she did not know 
where she was or where she had gone to, and feels 
very much hurt that you should blame her for any of 
Jennie’s doings. As she says she had no means to 
leave town with, it is my belief that she is stopping 
with some of her friends, and trust she is home by 
this time. Yours, &e., J. MALLEY, Jr. 

Mr. Jones remarked that this letter could affect 
no one but James Malley; it could not be evidence 
against Walter or Blanche Douglass. The court 
said this was understood. Mrs. Cramer also iden- 
tified the following letter, Mr. Doolittle remarking 
that it was supposed to have been sent by Blanche 
Douglass,but to have been written by some one else: 

NEW-HAVEN, Aug. 3, 1881. 
Mrs. Cramer: 

DeaR Mapam: It has pained me emnenteey to learn 
from Mr. James Malley that you were under the im- 
pression that your daughter Jennie was with me. [ 
thought when I requested her to remain over night 
with me Il was doing hera favor and kindness, bnt it 
has turned out otherwise. This morning when you 
left the room she started up immediately and 
wished me to follow her. I refused to go till 
you returned, feeling you would blame me further, 
After Jennie had left the room some 10 minutes, not 
seeing you, [ left. Since that time I have not seen her, 
pxcept that! think I saw her in a horse car going to- 
ward Savin Rock. She mentioned yesterday that she 
thought of going to her brotner, who lived in New- 
York, soon. When you called at the hotel to-day I 
was at dress-rraker’s, and was unable to tell you this 
muchin person. If I should by any chance see her I 
shall deem it my duty to coger you immediately. 
Yours, very truly, 3LANCHE DOUGLASS. 

The witness continued her testimony as follows: 
“Treceived no other letters and heard nothing 
further from either James Malley or Blanche 
Douglass in regard to my daughter. I first heard 
of her death Saturday morning about 8 o'clock. I 
did not see the body until it was brought to the 
house on Monday to be buried. Mr. Stahl 
brought it about 2 o'clock. I then recog- 
nized it as my daughter Jennie. My daughter 
last left the house previous to ‘Thursday 
on Wednesday afternoon between 4 and 5 
o’clock. James Malley called at my_ house 
about three times. The first time he took her out 
to ride. This was almost three weeks before her 
death. About two weeks after he called one noon 
and stied about 10 minutes. He also came one 
evening between 7 and So’clock. This, I think, 
was about one or two weeks before her death. He 
was in the house about 20 minutes. Isaw him 
when he went away.” 

The witness identified several letters or notes 
which were found by heramong her daughter's 
effec, and which have been in the keeping of 
Justice Booth since the preliminary triai of the 
Malleys. One was an invitation to drive out to the 
shore, and another announced the coming of Miss 
Douglass, both from James. Mr. Doolittle ex- 

lained that the following was claimed to be in 
ennie Cramer’s handwriting, and to have been 
written in reply to James’s invitation’: 

In regard to your kind invitation requesting me to 
join your party this evening, I regret to say that my 
acceptance thereof is impossible, on account of being 
compelled to go immediately to New-Britain with my 
sister and her little friend who is visiting here. I will 
probably not return until Thursday (this last word 
stratchea out] morning. Hoping that my refusal has 
not discouraged you, I remain, as ever, your frierd, 

JENNIE. 

Other letters identified included one of regret at 
Jennie’s inability to join the partv from James; 
another from him again asking her to go with 
them. Then came the following: 

DEAR JENNIE: I feel very grateful for your kind an- 
swer, and feel very sorry things has turned out as 
they have. Walter has received a telegraph from his 
lady friend saying she cannot come to ourcity this 
evening on account of sickness, which mixes things 
up again; but the next time I will take care that noth- 
ing of the kind shall occur again, for I shall make no 
engagements again until I see her in ourcity. Hop- 
ing you will not blame me for anything, as I have 
done everything in my power to have all parties meet. 
Truly yours, J. 


Another letter is as follows: 


DEAR JENNIE: If you will overlook my audacity in 
requesting your company to wet anr f me to Coney 
Island, leaving by to-night’s boat, an verlook the 
lateness of this invitation, [ will feel honored by your 
consent tocome. We will meet Walter and his friend 
and return Monday morning at 7 o’clock. If your 
answer is yes, meet me at the corner of Temple and 
Chapel streets at 7:30 this evening. 


Several notes from Blanche Douglass, asking 
Miss Cramer to eall upon her, were also put in 
evidence. 

The cross-examination was conducted by ex- 
Judge William B. Stoddard, counsel for Blanche 
Douglass. The witness described the premises 
where she lived. There were two other tenants 
in the house. She occupied the front part, over 
the store where she and her husband carried on 
the cigar business. Jennie had attended the store 
sometimes, but not often. Jennie left off attend- 
Ing school when she was 15 years old. She did 
hardly any house-work. For nearly two years 
after leaving school she was feeble. The witness 
and the younger daughter usually accompanied her 
walks until the last year. Even then Jennie did 
not often go out alone, her younger sister 
generally going with her. The witness said: 
“IT first saw James Malley July 12, when 
he came in a carriage to take Jennie for a ride. 
There was a lady and a gentleman ia the cafriage. 
The team was a two-seated beach wagon, with a 
pair of gray horses. I knew James Malley by sight 
from having seen him in the store. Jennie had re- 
ceived a note from James that day telling her they 
would cal! for her. I did not give my consent to 
Jennie’s going until she had teased and bothered 
me and promised to be home early. I did not 
know who it was she was going with. She 
had been to the Davenport church picnic at 
High Rock Grove the day before, and 
thought she was too tired to go to the beach. I 
asked Jennie who the other lady was, and she 
said she did not know. I dia not know who the 
other gentleman was. except that he was from 
New-York. James had several times before asked 
her to go riding, but she refused because she did 
not wish to go alone with him. I believe the gen- 
tleman from New-York was in some theatre busi- 
ness. Jennie told me the other lady was intro- 
duced to her as Mrs. Brown. They returned home 
about 10, The third ride she took was with James 
Walter, and Blanche. They went to Branford 
Point, and returned between 2 and 3 in the morn- 
ing. The second time she went riding she returned 
between 3 and 4.

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&PRAGUE ESTATE TROUBLES.

NO SALE OF THE PROPERTY—WITHDRAWAL 
OF THE PROMISED BID—NEW LITIGATION. 

PROVIDENCE, May 4.—The Sprague trust 
estate rivals Pandora's box for surprises and multi- 
tudinous troubles. For the past three years it has 
been considered to be as badly mixed up as it 
possibly could be, but to-day it presents an en- 
tirely new aspect. The Quidnick Company had 
brought an equity suit against Trustee Chaffee 
and others, praying for an accounting between 
Mr. Chaffee, who had been acting as Treasurer 
of the company, and the trust estate, to 
the use of which, the Spragues alleged, 
he had wrongfully converted large sums 
of money from the Quidnick treasury. This 
bill was heard in full. In the meantime, 
Gen. Butler and others offered 30 cents on the dol- 
lar of the face value of the trust mortgage notes, 


oe receipt of which the Trustee was to convey 
all his right and title. This offer was rejected, and 
then Benedict, Lapham, and others offered 33 
cents. Both of these offers were made indirectly 
in the interest of the Spragues, and their accept- 
ance was opposed by a syndicate of creditors, who 
wanted to buy up the estate for their 
own use, Just on the very eve of the ac- 
ceptance of the Lapham _ offer, Trustee 
Chaffee’s counsel read a letter to the court, which 
was signed by Wilbour, Jackson & Co., a local 
banking firm,in which the firm offered, if the 
estate was put up at auction, to make an upset bid 
of $2,880,000—an advance on the Lapham offer of 
nearly $100,000. On the strength of this communi- 
cation the Supreme Court advised the rejection of 
the Lapham offer and the acceptance of Wilbour, 
Jackson & Co.’s offer, and on March 8 made a de- 
cree ordering the sale of the estate to be held to- 
day by auction, with an upset price of $2,880,000. 

This noon Lyceum Hall was crowded with 
Sprague creditors and representative business men. 
At 12 o'clock, as the auctioneer was about to read 
the decree of the sourt and the terms of sale, he 
was interrupted by William B, Beach, attorney for 
Horatio N. Waterman, who informed the gentle- 
men present that his elient had entered a suit in 
the Supreme Court fora claim of $20,000, and had 
attached all of the Sprague property in the town of 
Johnston. ‘Then another lawyer, appearing for Al- 
fred KR. Fisk, of New-York City, having a large 
claim against the estate, protested against the 
sale of any of the stocks belonging to the estate. 
To the protests were added those of the A. & W. 
Sprague Manufacturing Company, Quidnick Com- 
pany, the Spragues individually, the heirs of Byron 
Sprague, and, lastly, those of Fanny and Mary 
Sprague, who claimed to have the only legal own 
ership of the Quidnick stock. Would-be purchasers 
were given notice that they would be held respon- 
sible to these persons and corporations for any 
damages accruing because of the sale. The auc- 
tioneer then read the decree and terms,and asked 
for some one to start the auction at the upset price. 
For 20 minutes he labored in vain, failing to get a 
wink or a nod. The Chaffee counsel were cailed 
up by the indignant creditors to explain the ab- 
senee of Wilbour, Jackson & Co., and why they did 
not bid the $2,880,000 as they had agreed. The 
counsel stated that they believed the offer was 
made in good faith, and had every reason to think 
that the banking firm would keep its contract, but 
it had seen fit to violate it. Then Mr, 
Charles H. George, a hardware-dealer, arose, and, 
addressing the people, delivered a scathing rebuke 
to the Chaffee counsel, whom he accused of having 
maliciously, willfully, and wickedly, by ingenious 
misrepresentations, thwarted the sale of the estate 
to Mr. Lapham, and thereby kept the creditors out 
of their rightful possessions. The rebuke was very 
severe, and was so crushing that neither the coun- 
sel nor Mr. Chaffee had a word to say beyond ad- 
journing the sale over to May 18, at the same place 
and hour. 

After the adjournment it was ascertained that 
Wilbour, Jackson & Co. yesterday afternoon in- 
forme the Trustee that they should not bid on the 
estate and did not hold themselves bound to make 
any bid. Mr. Chaffee replied tha. he should hold 
them legally, as well as honorably, bound to fulfill 
their contract, and directed the sale to proceed as 
advertised. The course of the firm is severely com- 
mented upon on ’Change and in the streets. They 
have led the full bench of the Supreme Court into 
& most unpleasant predicament and caused a loss 
of about $50,000 to the estate, for every day’s delay 
costs $1,000, the latter figure being the amount 
called for per diem to insure and care for the prop- 
erty. On top of all this trouble comes another equi y 
suit, which was filed this week, but kept quiet 
until this afternoon. The Quidnick Company sues 
Mr. Chaffee and William J. and Frederick A. King, 
surviving partners of William J. King & Sons, for 
an accounting. The bill alleges that from 1874 up 
to the removal of Mr. Chaffee as Treasurer, Mr. 
Chaffee bought cotton of the Kings, for which he 
paid 2and 3 cents per pound above the actual 
market quotations, and that the Kings, after charg- 
ing these high prices, instead of delivering the 
grades of cotton bought and paid for. shipped the 
poorest and lowest grade in the market, upon which 
overcharges were made in weight; that just prier 
to the removal of Mr. Chaffee he made a note 
for $400,000 inthe name of the Quidnick Com- 
pany, which he delivered to the Kings for an 
alieged balance falsely asserted to be due them on 
their cotton contract. and for which the Kings 
have brought suit. The bill alsoprays for an in- 
junction setting aside the latter suit. This suit 
against Mr. Chaffee and the Kings is the outgrowth 
of the contract made with the Quidnick Company, 
then soivent, by Mr. Chaffee, by which he was to 
stock up and run the other Sprague mills on the 
Quiduick Company’s credit, by which operation 
Mr. Chaffee is alleged to have swamped the Quid- 
nick Company.

KILLED BY A DRUNKEN SON.

A PHILADELPHIA HUCKSTER MURDERS HIS 
MOTHER WITH A HATCHET, 
PHILADELPHIA, May 4.—About 7 o’clock 
this evening John Davidson, 32 years old, residing 
at No. 718 Swanson-street, killed his mother, 60 
years of age, by crushing her skull with a 
hatchet. He was arrested and locked up. 
Davidson is a huckster, and, when not ona de- 


bauch, peddled produce through the streets. He 
has been looked upon as half-witted, and his inabil- 
ity to earn a tivelihood for his wife and two chil- 
dren caused the former to leave him’‘four years ago, 
and he then, with his sons, made his home with 
his mother. They occupied the third story of a 
miserable tenement-house, where the crime 
was committed, He often came home under 
the influence of liquor. This was the case 
to-night, and he appeared to be in an 
unusually bad humor. His son Richard, who was 
in the room, states that his father first kicked over 
a slop-bucket, and, when Mrs. Davidson remon- 
strated with him, he rushed at herinarage. She 
picked up a chair to defend herself, and he 
seized a hatchet and struck her on the back of the 
head with the blunt end of it. The boy fled from 
the room, and when the neighbors arrived they 
found Mrs. Davidson's lifeless body on the floor, 
with a terrible hole in her skull and pieces of bone 
and splashes of blood and brains on the floor, bed, 
and walis. Davidson ran down stairs and was 
seized by two men, who handed him over to an 
officer.

AN INSANE MURDERER ESCAPES. 


THE FLIGHT OF JOHN ANDERSON FROM THE 
CONNECTICUT INSANE ASYLUM. 

Nrw-Haven, May 4.—The startling discov- 
ery was made this morning, at the State Insane 
Asylum, in charge of Dr. A. M. Shew, that a dan- 
gerous man, named Jobn Anderson, a Swede, had 
escaped between midnight and daybreak. An- 
derson, about eight years ago, while in a rage, en- 
tered the wheel factory in Wellingford, from which 
he had a short time before been discharged, and 
commenced a pistol practice at the persons in 
one of the work-rooms. Horatio G. Hall was 
killed. Alfred R. Norton, against whom Ander- 
son’s malevolence was principally direeted, 
was shot in the shoulder. Treasurer Ives barely es- 


caped from being shot, Anderson firing at him as he 
was hastening out of the room. Going outside, 
Anderson made an attempt to kill himself by cut- 
ting his throat, and nearly succeeded. He was 
tried and convicted of murder in the first degree 
January, 1875, though his counsel set up the defense 
of insanity. He was sentenced to be banged April 
20, 1876. The Supreme Court granted a new trial 
on the ground of the discovery of additional evi- 
dence of the man’s insanity, certain depositions 
having been obtained from Sweden for use at the 
second trial. In April, 1878, Anderson was con- 
victed of murderin the second degree, and sen- 
tenced to State prison for life, whence he was, 
by the Legislature, transferred three years ago to 
Middletown. Before the murder of Mr. Hall he 
had nearly killed a fellow-workman in the New- 
Haven wheel factory, by striking him on the head 
with a wheel-spoke. His temper was ungovernable 
at times, but he isa person of much intelligence, 
and his professions were frequently such as gave 
evidence of his familiarity wit the _ liter- 
ature of the  ultra-Socialists. A suit for 
divorce, brought by his wife, is now 
penaing in the Supreme Court. At his trialhe was 
prosecuted by L. M. Hubbard, of Wallingford, who 
assisted the State’s Attorney and has frequently 
threatened to take his life. So apprehensive 
have a number of Wallingford people been 
that their lives would be jeopardized should 
Anderson ever escape, that an agreement was 
made between Mr. Hubbard and Superintendent 
Shew, of the asylum, that if Anderson should break 
out of confinement special pains should be taken 
to inform the people of Wallingford. ‘This course 
was followed by the insane asylum authorities, and 
the whole country in this part of the State is 
alarmed, and every possible effort is making for 
his recapture. 

There is some mystery about the escape and sus- 
picions that he had help from outside fricnds. His 
room is in a very strong building, in which are con- 
fined the insane who have committed crimes 
against the peave of the State. There are two 
outer doors, so to speak, both kept locked, one of 
the locks being considered very difficult to pick. 
The prisoner was kept under constant observation 
during the day and locked in his room at 
night. When in his room he was occupied in 
painting, and he had been allowed to dispose 
of some of his pietures for money. This morning 
his chamber was found empty. Aninmate whose 
room is under that of Anderson speaks of hearing 
a noise. The clothes of the inmates are placed out- 
side of the rooms at night, as a prudential measure 
to prevent escapes. Anderson left most of his 
clothing outside, according to the rule, but pos- 
sessed himself of a vest and overcoat belonging to 
another inmate, and increased his own pile of 
clothing by taking some from in front of a con- 
tiguous room. He must have picked three locks, 
but no wire or false keys have been found, On a 
table in his room was found a letter written with 
a coarse lead pencil, which read as follows: 

Dr. STANLEY; Good-bye; don’t try to catch me—tt is 
no use—in 2+ hours I am out of the country. I will 
harm no one if not cornered, and then will fight till 
death, Am armed to the teeth and have plenty of 
money. You can have the choice of any of the large 
framed pictures if you will. Send all the rest and 
money to my poor child and my Northern messengers. 
lam innocent of the death of H. G. Hall, and they shots, 
him accidentally in their deadly attack on me, as I 
have always said. I have tried toget justice by law 
for eight years, and have suffered the torments of the 
damned because I could not get it. Now, if there is 
any humanity in the State they ought to let me alone 
andjl will let them. No power on earth can keep me or 
take me alive. I am too wide awake, and have got 
too many powerful friends. If you catch me I will 
revolutionize the State, 

At the time of his conviction, and always more 
or less since, Anderson has claimed that he had 
been badly treated through the influence of Free- 
masons. He used to say that the Swedes inthis 
country would raise money in behalf of a third 
trial for him. Fora year or two he has repeated- 
ly threatened to kill the Wallingford Freemasons 
and those who hada hand in his conviction. He 
has also said that he should go to Kurope. Dr. 
Olmsted, of the asylum, was in New-York 
to-day in confereuce with the Police authorities. 
Gov. Bigelow was asked this forenoon to offera 
reward for the capture of the escapted lunatic, 
who is a man of quick Intelligence and doubtless 
fertile in resourees. The Governor ‘found, on con- 
ferring with the State’s Attorney, that he has no 
power to offer a reward for the State. 
He can offer rewards only before sen- 
tence, To the east and south of Middle- 
town there are woods, extending with more or 
less continuity to the sea-side, and the fugitive is 
probably concealed in these woods making his 
way toward Long Island Sound. Anderson's 
wife, who lives in New-Haven, was much 
shocked when she heard of the escape. 
She said she knew he had been receiving 
money for his pictures, and that his sisters would 
be glad to aid him with money if they could. His 
brother Jonas arrived in this country in October 
last, and has said that all that was needed to set 
Anderson free was money. This brother is work- 
ing at bis trade as a mason in Ansonia. When 
Anderson left the institution at Middletown he 
wore away a light overcoat and light trousers. 
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CLOSE OF THE FRENCH FAIR. 
Irving Hall was crowded last evening with 
those who bad gathered to attend the French Fair 
during its closing hours. As on each preceding 
evening of the fair, the hall presented a brilliant 


al 


appearance. The scarlet and gold drapings of the 
gallery were relieved by the decorations in 
pale green, and pendant from the walls 
were tke arms of the various provinces 
of France, while facing the main entrance 
the folds of the French drapeau were intermingled 
with those of the American flag. From a financial 
as well as social point the fair was a prenounced 
success. Down to Wednesday night the total re- 
ceipts were $26,000, exelusive of tre $5,000 donated 
from the estate of Nathaniel D. Higgins, and exclu- 
sive also of the amount to be received for the 
purchase of the Sevres vase donated by the 
Freneh Government. ‘This vase is valued at $2,000, 
but as no more than $1,500 has been bid for it the 
managers of the tair have resolved to have it 
placed on exhibition at Tiffany's and offered for 
sale at that establishment. The receipts last even- 
ing amounted to considerably over $2,000, It is 
estimated that the total recelpts of the fair since 
its opening, tegether with the donation of $5,000 
from the Higgins estate and the value of the vase, 
will make the receipts in all about $35,000. Among 
the principal articles drawn in the various lot- 
teries last evening were the following, with the 
names of the winners: Solid silver table service, 
at the Alsatian table, by Mrs. Reeves; bronze statue 
of Alsace, at the Alsatian table, by M. A. Roos; an 
autograph of Victor Hugo, at table No. 10, by Mile. 
B. Jeanne; silver tea-set, at table No. 8, by M. E. 
W. Libaire; group in bronze, ** The Wounded 
Scout,”’ at table No. 10, by M. Charies Lasalle, who 
donated it to the fair; solid silver table service, at 
the Alsatian table, by M. G. A. Roos. A handsome- 
ly painted portrait of the late President Garfield 
was won by M. Jolly Bavoiliot, who at once do- 
nated it to the Seventy-first Regiment “‘ in grateful 
remembrance of the occasion when, in 1870, the 
Seventy-first Regiment gave the use of its armory 
for the purposes of a fair held in behalf of the suf- 
fering French.”” As soon as the accounts of the 
fair can be settled the entire proceeds will be 
turned over to the Hospital of the French Benevo- 
lent Society. 


RUMORS OF DEFALCATIONS. 

The Commissioners of Accounts have been 
engaged for some time in making an ex- 
amination of the accounts of the various 
Police Courts of this City. It has re- 
cently been rumored that the investiga- 
tion of the books of the Jefferson Market Court 
had resulted in the discovery of 4 number of dis- 
crepaneies in the accounts of some of the attachés 
of that court. and that some of the money col- 
lected as fines had been put into private 
pockets instead of in the City Treasury. The ao- 
counts of one clerk, according to the rumors, had 
been found $1,500 short, while other attachés 
had failed to account for smaller sums. 
Last evening a Tres reporter called upon sey- 
eral gentlemen who are sapposed to know how 
much truth there is in these rumors, but most of 
them declined to talk on the subject. In 
reply to a number of questions, John W. 
Barrow, one of the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts, said it was true that the 
Commissioners had been going over the accounts 
of the various Police courts, including that in Jef- 
ferson Market. As to whether or not any defalca- 
tions had been unearthed, Commissioner Bar- 
row was unwilling to say without having the 
data before him. It would be found, however, he 
said, that the reports were a good deal of the na- 
ture of mares’ nests, and that if any discrepancies 
did exist in the Jefferson Market Police Court ac- 
counts they would be small and of little conse- 


quence,

THE PHILADELPHIA GAS-WORKS. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 4.—There was pre- 
sented to the upper chamber of City Councils this 
afternoon a communication from a number of 
prominent citizens of Philadelphia, offering to lease 
or buy the gas-works. The offer says: ‘‘ We will 
agree to lease the same for the period of 20 years

a rental of $1.175.000 ner annnm .if_ ne to. 


charge $2 per 1.000 feet as is now charged. We 
will further agree to purchase the said works 
from the city at the expiration of W 
years at the price of $12,000,000 if the city then 
wishes to sell." There was also submitted in con- 
nection with the above an ordinance authorizing 
the sale of the gas-works, which authorizes the 
pase to sell at public sale to the highest bidder, 
no bid less than $it’.000,000 to be received. Both 
cowmunication and ordinance were referred to 
the Finance Committee.

SETTLING THE APRIL DEAL—TALKING ABOUT 
THE NEW WHEAT CLIQUE, 

CuicaGco, May 4.—The Directors of the 
Board of Trade met to-day and confirmed the com- 
mittee first selected by the President to fix a price 
for the defaulted April contracts. Only one Di- 
rector out of the full number was absent, and it is 
understood that only four voted against the com- 
mittee. The following is the committee confirmed 
in the order given: G. T. Smith, W. A. Blair, H. A. 
Towner, C. KE. Culver, A. M. Wright. 

Everybody is mystified by the action of the new 
wheat clique. Said a broker to-day: ‘ There is not 
much trading in wheat, for every one is afraid of it. 


They talk about a big line of shorts being out for 
May and June. They must have sold some weeks 
ago, for I have seen no time within a month when 
the market has been really active. Maybe the 
clique is trying to tickle the public into selling 
short. Seller May has been down to-day to $1 26, and 
rose subsequently. Corn is the —_ speculative 
article on ’change now. The trading in it has in- 
creased vastly since the manipulation of wheat be- 
came the rage. Old operators who, a few seasons 
ago, never knew there was any market but wheat 
have deserted it entirely and put their faith and 
money intocorn. They think it the safest market 
to trade in. There will be a squeeze in corn, 
though, and a big one, the shorts will discover, if I 
am not mistaken. I expect to see corn sell at 
90 cents per bushel. The crowd have reasons for 
thinking the two large traders heretofore named are 
in the deal. Ome of them is in oats, too. I think it 
quite probable that Hobbs will start on his long 
contemplated missionary tour around the world 
after this deal is settled, and Dows will by that 
time he ready to take a boat for Duluth, where he 
has extensive elevator interests. Provisions would 
seem to be an inviting field for some schemer, 
but no one appears inclined to organize a 
deal just now. I hope the committee 
who are to fix on a price for the April contracts 
will make a sweeping investigation and give the 
result to the public, who are at present deeply in- 
terested tn all that pertains to corners. If it should 
be proved that the April deal was a deliberate con- 
spiracy to forestall the market, the fellows who 
ran it might find it convenient to skip out of the 
State.”’ 

Milwaukee stood up gloriously to-day under the 
weakness that prevailed here. She quoted May 
wheat at $1 3014 when we were $1 26,and called June 
and July worth $1 82each. A gentleman of that city 
explained the situation by saying that there is only 
1,000,000 bushels of wheat in store in Milwaukee, 
and fully one-third of that is held by mill- 
ers. The Milwaukee people have got very 
little wheat on hand, and do not ex- 
pect any to speak of on this side 
of another crop. Some of the wheat is actually 
being shipped back to Minneapolis. The proposi- 
tion to permit deliveries of Winter wheat on con- 
tracts for Spring is steadily growing in favor. 
Many members of the Board of Trade believe that 
some such action would be the means of making a 
market here for Winter wheat, which would attract 
itin much larger volume than in any former year, 
and make some amends for the steady decline in 
receipts of No.2. There is need of something to 
be done to relieve our market from the undue 
pressure which attends small receipts on big trad- 
ing. Our Spring wheat market has been largely 
artificial for many months, it being in the power of 
almost any one to hopelessly corner it for every 
month in the year.

OBITUARY. 


JAMES R. WOOD, M. D. 

Prof. James Rushmore Wood, M. D., LL. D., 
the distingushed surgeon, died at 11:20 yesterday 
morning of pneumonia, at his residence, No. 80 
Irving-place. His age was 65 years. Dr. Wood 
had evertaxed his energies during the past Winter, 
and from the first appearance of the disease, on 
Sunday last, his physicians, Drs. Alonzo Clark and 
Austin Flint, entertained little hope of his recov- 
ery, and his friends were advised accordingly. He 
lingered, however, until yesterday morning, when 
he breathed his last so peacefully that, in the 
words of a physician who was with him during his 
last moments, one could not tell where life ended 
and death began. Dr. Wood leaves a widow, one 
son who is engaged in commercial pursuits in this 


o. and two daughters, the elder of whom is the 
wife of Mr. Louis VY. Bell. The younger is unmar- 
ried and resides at home. 

Dr. Wood was a native of this City, and was born 
Sept. 14, 1816. His parents were trades-people in 
moderate circumstances, and his early_oppor- 
tunities for intellectual culture were limited. 
After studying in the Friends’ Seminary and at- 
tending a preliminary course of lectures, Dr. Wood, 
then past his majority, entered the office of Dr. 
Tulley, of New-Haven, Conn., as a student, return- 
ing to this City after a short term and entering the 
office of Dr. David L. Rogers, then a lecturer in the 
College of ae! fp pp and Surgeons. He subse- 

uently entered and graduated from the Castleton 
(Vt.) Medical College in 1846, and was at once ap- 
pointed its demonstrator in anatomy. He came 
to this City in 1847 as assistant to Dr. Wilson, the 
resident Ep erg of Bellevue Hospital. There he 
developed that fondness for pathological anatomy 
which ultimately led to the foundation of the mu- 
seum that bears his name—the Wood Museum at 
the Bellevue Hospital Medical College. Soon 
after becoming connected with the _ hos- 
pital Dr. Wood undertook a reform in its 
management, and made an attempt to 
correct its sanitary condition, in which efforts he 
was seconded by Drs. Wilson and Drake and Mr. 
Moses Franklin, then President of the Board of 
Aldermen, Within three years after the crusade 
was begun the statistics of tne hospital showed an 
annual reduction of mortality equivalent to the 
saving of 600lives per year. During the great =? 
fever epidemic, when the grounds about the hospi- 
tal were crowded with tents containing;the affiict- 
ed, Dr. Wood’s services were so highly appreciated 
that the Alms-house Commissioners offered him a 
special remuneration. This, in a monetary way, 
he declined, but asked and_ received permission to 
make all autopsies ordered by them. In Oetober, 
1856, Dr. Wood established the Saturday surgical 
clinics, which soon became very popular with 
both students and practitioners alike. From 
this small beginning was ultimately devel- 
oped the Medical College. which was es- 
tablished in 1861 through his efforts, in connection 
with those of other leading physicians and sur- 
geons, ‘To this college his museum is given. He 
has been connected with the college from its in- 
ception, an active Professor of operative surgery 
until 1868, when he resigned, and since that time in 
other relations. His Saturday clinics, which have 
contributed in no small degree to give prestige to 
the college, had been continued up to the time of 
his fatal illness. One of Dr. Wood’s most 
important contributions to operative surgery 
resulted from his vast clinical experience 
at Bellevue Hospital, This was the first 
successful demonstration of the fact of the repro- 
duction of extirpated bone, by a new growth, from 
the periosteum, or investing membrane of the bony 
substance. His mode of operating was very simple, 
and consisted merely of the careful separation, in 
sections, at different times, of the necrosed bone 
from its membranous tunic by the process styled 
enucleation, after which the membrane was re- 
placed in position, incisions were closed, and the 
proper dressing applied. He traced the process of 
reproduetion from the first throwing out of plastic 
matter by the surface of the membrane, step by 
step, until the new structure was established, and 
the museum founded by him contains anatomical 
preparations showing the progress of the new 
growth, not only as regards the smaller bones, but as 
concerns nearly every bone in the human body. At 
this day, when histology has become a science in- 
dispensable to medical training, the inference 
drawn from the development of bone by Dr. Wood 
some 30 years ago seems almost primitive in its 
simplicity; but it was none the less necessary to 
establish it by many demonstrations in order to 
silence the skepticism of practitioners and Profes- 
sors of high repute. 

While at Bellevue Hospital Dr. Wood coneeived 
the idea of the “ Dissecting bill.” so called, by 
means of which a want long telt by medical schools 
was partially supplied, the law providing that all 
unclaimed bodies of vagrants, paupers, &c., shail 
be given to such institutions for the purposes of 
the dissecting-room, Previous to the passage of 
this statate bodies for dissecting purposes were 
obtained by raids made by students or professional 
** body-snatchers”’ from the Potter’s Field or such 
other burial-places as could be successfully raided. 

in surgery Dr. Wood has performed successfully 
nearly all the major operations. In one case of 
malignant disease of the antrum he successfully 
tied both carotid arteries. He has removed the 
upper jaw in two eases; tied the common carotid 
artery for aneurism, for tumors, for epilepsy, and 
other maladies; ligated the common and internal 
carotid twice for disease of ithe antrum and the 
upper jaw; tied the subclavian no less than five 
times without losing a patient; ligated the femoral 
artery for aneurism, and four times extirpated 
Meckel’s ganglion for neuralgia. His operations 
for calculi were numbered by hundreds. Indeed, 
no living surgeon has arecord of so many capital 
operations with so little loss of life. His triumphs 
in surgery, joined toa genial disposition and win- 
ning address, resulted in alarge practice and the 
accumulation of a considerable fortune. 

As a medical writer Dr. Wood has not been 
prolific, his works consisting in the main of papers 
on surgical subjects read before various societies, 
such as his essays on the “Growth of Bone," on 
the ** Removal of the Entire Lower Jaw;” on “ Lig- 
ature of the External Iliac Artery," * Spontaneous 
Dislocation of the Head of the Femur,” and the 
‘Karly History of Ligature of the Primitive 
Carotid Artery,” all of which have been published 
and are authorities in their special fields. He was 
a member of the New-York Academy of Medicine, 
the American Medical Association, the New-York 
Pathological Society, of which he was twice Prest- 
dent; the New-York Medical and Surgical Society, 
the New-York Society for the Relief of the Widows 
and Orphans of Medical Men, and the Medicas 
Journal Association. He was also a corresponding 
member of the Historical Societv of Yale Col: 
lege. Asa clinical instructor Dr. Wood was highly 
esteemed, and in this capacity he may be said to 
have been the pioneer of a new methoa-—that which 
prefers the study of the patient to that of the text- 
book, and experience with disease to description in 
the lecture-room—a method whose traditions have 
become tho feature of the college he founded. As 
a lecturer he was terse and vigorous, as a clinical 
Professor clear and exact,

HORATIO PAINE, M. D, 

Dr. Horatio Paine, Superintendent of Roose- 
velt Hospital, in this City, died on Monday, in Lon- 
don, England, in the forty-first year of his age. Dr. 
Paine was a graduate of Harvard College. Atter 
leaving college he studied medicine at the Medi- 


cal College of Pennsylvania, from which he was 
graduated in 1864. He then joined the Sheldon 
Cadets and served as Assistant Surgeon during the 
war. At the close of the war Dr. Paine came to 
this City and received an appointment as Sanitary 
Inspector of the Health Department. Subsequent- 
ly he was appointed Superintendent of St. 
Luke’s Hospital. where he served for three 
years, and when Roosevelt Hospital was founded 
he was made Superintendent of that institution. 
A few months ago his eyes became affected and he 
suffered from severe headache. An examination 
developed the fact that his troubles were caused 
by apoplexy of the retina. He was advised to 
make a trip to Europe for the benefit of his health, 
and sailed from Philadelphia six weeks ago. The 
cause of his death is not known, bat is supposed to 
have been apoplexy. He leaves a widow, who ac- 
companied him on his trip. The vestibule of Roose- 
velt Hospital and his office and apartments in the 
building have been draped in mourning.

HENRY EYRE. 

Henry Eyre, who years ago was one of the 
most prominent men in commercial ciroles of this 
City, died at 2 o'clock yesterday morning at his 
residence, Fort Hill, Staten Island. Mr. Eyre was 
about 70 years old, and he came from England, his 
native country, to the United States when a mere 
lad. For some years he was associated with the 
South-street shipping house of Aymar & Co. Later 
he was in business in Baltimore, and subsequently 
he established himself in this City and took front 
rank in the coffee importing trade. But in 1872,’ 
through the failure of other firms, his house be- 
came financially embarrassed and was obliged to 
suspend. Later he was connected with the Cotton 
Exchange and was a well-known figure on the 
floors of that Exchange until within a short time 
of his death.

THE RULES AST. LOUIS MAN REQUIRED HIS 
WIFE TO SWEAR TO OBSERVE WHILE 
VISITING NEW-YORKE. 


The St. Louis Globe-Democrat prints the 
long complaint in the suit of Mrs. Alice Daven- 
port for a divorce from her husband, Benija- 
min R. Davenport, of that city. The parties are 
natives of Georgia, but were married in this City 
Sept, 24, 1878. The wife asserts that two weeks 
after their marriage her husband, without cause, be- 


gan to treat her with suspicion and mistrust, and to 
assume toward her a cruel and tyrannical attitude. 
declaring that she should subject herself in all 
things, even to the most minute and trivial affairs, 
entirely to his arbitrary dictation, direction, and 
command; that he forbade her ever speaking to 
any gentleman, and that, she being ill. he refused 
her permission to go to her mother, In Savannah, 
Ga., and finally only consented to her meeting her 
mother in this City after she had taken an oath 
faithfully to observe certain rules which, a gross 
indignity to herself, he had written out as follows: 

Rules for the government of my wife’s conduct while

1. Not to speak to any person or allow any person to

4. Never sing In the parlor or sit in the parlor, or 
sing in your room when any person except your im- 
mediate family be present. 

5. Never leave mother day or night for five minutes 
at a time for any reason whatsoever. Do not walk, 
Hsowor go anywhere without her, even with your own 

rothner, 

6. Do not call on any person whatsoever, and allow 
no one who may calt on you to see you, unless they be 
your brothers or their wives. Do not speak to any 
— ” iad may meet whom you may have known in 

e past. 

7. Do not permit yourself to be introduced to any 
ig whatsoever, and if you are refuse to speak to 

em. 

8 Write every night to mea full, truthful, and ex- 
act account of everything you have done, where you 
have been, with whom you have been, to whom you 
have spoken, and whom you have seen. This must be 
done every night. 


Let nothing, sickness or death, prevent your keep- 
ing these rules, for I will excuse no breach on any 
account. Do not leave New-York, even for an hour, 
without my permission, except Brooklyn or Harlem. 

If my wife cannot keep these rules, in word and in 
spirit, I desire never to see her again.

The English steam-ship Mark Lane arrived 
at this port last evening in a terribly battered con- 
dition, the result of a two weeks’ imprisonment in 
an ice floein the North Atlantic ocean. The ves- 
sel left Dundee, Scotland, 40 days ago, with 22,500 


bags of potatoes. The voyage was tempestuous, 
and when the steamer encountered the pack ice 
her fuel was already running low. Soon the coal 
was exhausted, and the wood-work of the ship 
was cut away to keep fire in the furnaces. ea 
thing movable on deck, the hatches, masts, shi 
ing boards, and wood between decks was burned.

END OF THE 0’GORMAN SUIT 


—_——_-e-—-— 
A SEALED VERDICT RENDERED BY 
THE JURY YESTERDAY. 

‘MR. BEACH SUMS UP FOR THE PLAINTIFF— 
THE CASE AS HE PUT IT TO THE JURY 
—JUDGE LAWRENCE REVIEWS THE EVI- 
DENCE AND CLEARLY STATES THE ISSUE. 

The proceedings in the case of Richard 
®’Gormaa. who brings his suit in the name of the 
people against Judge William H. Arnoux, of the 

Superior Court, with the object of ousting the 

latter from his seat on the bench, were concluded 

before Judge Lawrence and a jury, in Supreme 

Court, Circuit, yesterday. The case of Judge Ar- 

houx had been presented to the jury and the court 

by ex-Recorder Smith on the day previous, and all 
that remained was for the prosecution to sum up 
and state its case to the jury. The duty of doing 
this was assigned to William A. Beach, the senior 
founsel for the prosecution. Mr. Beach, in his 
argument, occupied about four hours. In summing 
up the case in behalf of Mr. O’Gorman, he said that 
the witnesses produced by the prosecution had 
been caricatured by the defense, and he 
felt it due to Mr. O’Gorman to show that these 
ewaricatures had been made to influence the jury. 

The opposition has, he said, made an attempt to 

divert the issue. Judge Speir has been interjected 

in this case. He comes to dispute and contradict a 


family record, the record of his own birth, which 
For more than half a century has been accepted by 


the family cirele as correct. As early as 1880, said 
Mr. Beach, rumors began to circulate that Judge 
Speir was 70 years of age. The profession was 
certain that he had reached the constitutional 
limit of his term of office. The press teemed with 


the facts in thecase. ‘Ido not know,” said Mr. 


Beach, “that the public excitement made over his 
Bee in 188) caused Judge Speir te resign, 
aos I do know that he resigned in August, 
881. Judge Speir is a practiced lawyer and an 
experienced Judge, and he knows hew to makea 
lausible excuse for his resignation. He. says 
hat he was overworked. I do not mean to be 
yg ered to any witness, but when a man in a 
igh judicial position yielding him a salary of 
$15,000 a year teils me that he gives up that posi- 
tion because he has some business for his relatives 
which they claim he has not attended to, I say to 
myself there is something beyond the reason given 
for this resignation.”” If Judge Speir reached the 
age of 70 in 1880 or 1881, Mr. Beach said, a consti- 
tutional vacancy in his office occurred, and the 
people had the right to fill that vacancy by an 
election witheut any notice by the Secretary of 
State or any other officer. Mr. Beach next 
turned his attention to the record of the 
Speir family in the family Bible. The 
tombstones to the family, he said, had 

en inscribed on the faith of the family 
Bible. It was not credible that all these tomb- 
stones had been based on this Bible, and the per- 
Bons who erected them had knownat the time that 
they were transferring a lie to the imperishable 
marble. The evidence of Judge Speir, coming in 
vonflict as it does with the evidence of these tomb- 
stones and the Bible, falls to the ground. Judge 
Speir has been misled, and has forgotten what his 
mother really told him. There were plenty of dis- 
putes in the Speir family about the ages of the chil- 
dren, but after all these disputes the record in the 
ible was never changed; it was transferred to 
mperishable marble, and it still stood and was 
acted upon up to a lute day. Judge Speir may 
easily have been misled by the disputes in 


the family. The testimony of Mr. Wilson, 
paid Mr. Beach, was garbled by the counsel for 
the defense. Mr. Wilson did not testify that he 
‘was 100 years old or 120 vears old. In every in- 
Btance where he made a mistake he corrected it, 
and the fact that he did correct his errors was stu- 
diously concealed from the jury by the counsel 
for the defense, and they had ridiculed this old 
gentleman who is now in bisgrave. It was un- 

nanly and inhuman. Wilson’s evidence was that 

is mother, Judge Speir’s aunt, told him that the 


Judge was bornin 1810, the date given in the fam- 
fly Bible. This evidence, Mr. Beach contended, 
Was just as good and justas conclusive as that of 

udge Speir, who testified that his mother told 

im that he was bornin 1812. The authenticity of 
the family Bible, Mr. Beach claimed, was proved 
by the witnesses called by the prosecution. The 
jury, he said, was bound toaccept the evidence 
mnd declare that the record inthe Bible was the 
correct one. By that record ex-Jadce Speir was 
70 years of age in September, 1880, and a vacancy 
occurred on the bench of the Supreme Court Dec. 
81, 1880. To fill that vacancy Mr. O’Gorman was 
elected. It was for the jury to decide whether a 
Vacancy existed, and, if it did exist, whether Mr. 
O’Gorman was elected to fill it. 

Judge Lawrence began his charge to the jury as 
goon as Mr. Beach had concluded. ‘** This action,” 
Baid the Judge, *‘has been brought by Mr. O’Gor- 
man in order to oust Judge Arnoux from the seat 
which he now holds as a Judge of the Superior 
Court of this County. The question which 
this jury is to decide is whether Judge 
Arnoux has a legal title to the seat which he 
now occupies. The claim made by the 
prosecution is that Mr. O’Gorman {fs entitled to 
that seat.”’ The Constitution of the State, Judge 
Lawrence said, provides that no person shall hold 
the office of Judge of the Superior Court after he 
shall have attained the age of 70 years, and the 
theory of the prosecution is that Judge Speir be- 
came 70 years of age on or before Dec. 31, 1881. If 
he did not reach the age of 70 years on or before 
this time, then the whole theory of the prosecution 
— and the case against Judge Arnoux falls with 
t. Itis incumbent on Mr. O’Gorman to prove this 
pne fact to the satisfaction of the jury, and failing 
to prove this, he has no case to take before the 

ry. “Much testimony,” said Judge Lawrence, 

‘has been presented to you to prove this fact. 
The Speir family Bible was allowed in evidence for 
this purpose only. [ admitted that book after 
much discussion of counsel, and I concluded toad- 
mit it only that you might judge of its value as evi- 
dence. You are not to understand that this court 
indorses that Bible as a correct record of the Speir 
family. You are to take it for what it is worth, 
In your judgment, considering the fact that 
there are manifest changes in the record itself.” 
‘The Bible, Judge Lawrence said. had been criti- 
cised not only by counsel, but by the witnesses 
walled by Mr. O’Gorman to identify it. It was for 
the jury to take these criticisms into consideration, 
pnd to decide how much weight they would attach 
to this Bible as a family record, in spite of the ad- 
verse comments made against it. At the best it 
‘was merely secondary, or hearsay, evidence, and 
the jury was alone entitled to pass upon its compe- 
tency. ‘Records of this kind,” said the Judge, 
“are always liable to be wrong, and you are to 
udge of the correctness of this particular record. 

ou will remember that Judge Speir said in his 
testimony, given under oath, that this record was 
‘written by Samuel Jennings one night after sup- 
per, from the memory of certain members of the 
family. The time when the record was made was 
nearly 10 years after the birth of the Judge.” 

In addition to the evidence offered by the Bible, 
the prosecution, Judge Lawrence said, had offered 
the statements of a number of witnesses that Judge 
Speir when a boy had told them that he was of a 
certain age. The jury, in considering this evi- 
dence, should take into account the fact that the 
‘witnesses were testifying to statements made to 
them at least half a century ago, and, in so consid- 
ering it, the jury should ask themselves what 
credit isto be given to the statement of a witness 
fn regard to a conversation held 50 years ago. 
‘Judge Speir himself testified that his mother had 
told him that he was born in 1812. His testimony 
‘was just as high in character as the evidence of the 
Bible, which could have no force unless it was ac- 
cepted as a record authorized by the mother or the 
father, or both, of Judge Speir. ‘the testimony of 
‘Mrs. Wager, the youngest sister of Judge Speir;

THE POLITICAL REFORMERS. 


—_——~>——— 
WORK OF THE CIVIL SERVICE REFORM AS- 
SOCIATION—ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The annual meeting of the members of the 
Civil Service Reform Association was held at No. 
19 West Twenty-fourth-street last evening. The 
Hon. John Jay presided, and among those present 
were Naval Officer Silas W. Burt, Everett P. 
Wheeler, Dorman B. Eaton, Charles Collins, Or- 
lando B. Potter, John C. Eno, Horace White, Ira 
Bursley, Frederick W. Whitridge, William Cary 
Sanger, George Haven Putnam, A. R. Macdonough, 
and Willard Brown. In opening the meeting, Mr, 
Jay remarked that he did not think the faith 
of intelligent men in the principles of 
civil service reform had been impaired by 


the confidence, real or assumed, manifested 
by the advocates of the —- system. ‘There 
were many politicians, he said, who seemed to be- 
lieve that the obligations of the Republican Party 
assumed at Chicago, to reform the civil service 
died with Garfield. The shot of Guiteau brought 
to the front civil service reform as one of the live 
issues of the day. It could not be denied thata 
Government which encouraged official corruption 
was doing its best to demoralize the peovle. The 
wide-spread sentiment that had been awakened in 
favor of civil service reform, Mr. Jay maintained, 
was evidenced by the action of influential business 
organizations and educational institutions. Pe- 
titions praying for reform have been exten- 
sively signed in the larger cities and sent to 
Congress, and there is reason to ope 
that some practical legislation will follow. 
In the second annual report of the Executive Com- 
mittee, which was read by the Secretary, it was de- 
clared that the Civil Service Reform Association 
had two distinct functions—one to furnish informa- 
tion and argument when they may be effectively 
used, and the other to hold during periods of stag- 
nation the ground which may have been gained 
during periods of enthusiasm. The assault on the 
late President, it was said, awakened a feeling 
throughout the country which opened the public 
mind to a realization of the abuses of the spolls 
system. Many were then convinced who might 
not otherwise have been reached; and many who 
had no sympathy with the cause were forced by 
personal interest to simulate a feeling which they 
did not possess. 

During the past year the Executive Committee 
has published three pamphlets in its regular series, 
as follows: No. 4, * Civil Service Reform in the 
New-York Custom-house,” by Willard Brown; 
No. 5, “*Term and Tenure of Office,” by Dorman 
B, Eaton; No. 6, “Documents Relating to the Re- 
moval from Office and Indictment of Gen. N. M. 
Curtis for Levying and Receiving Political 
Assessments.” In addition to these pam- 
phiets the committee has published several 
tracts of from one to four pages, and has 
procured from the Public Printer 5,000 coples of a 
speech made in the Senate by Senator Pendleton 
during the present session. The report showed 
that the matter of organizing local associations 
throughout this State had occupied a great deal of 


the committee's attention, Asoclety was formed 


at Buffalo, and good meetings were held in Albany 
and Auburn, with promise of early action by the 
citizens of those places. There are now 81 civil 
service associations in the country. The Treas- 
urer, Mr. John C. Eno, submitted a very favorable 
financial report. During the past year $1,590 had 
been received for dues, $1,132 for the Curtis 
prosecution fund, 2,135 35 for the Potter- 
Garfiela fund, and $4,727 51 by general subscrip- 


tious. There is now a balance of $2,353 
on hand, including $795 of the fund raised 
for prosecuting Gen. N. M. Curtis. The 
election of offieers resulted in the choice of the fol- 
lowing named gentlemen: President—George 
William Curtis; Vice-Presidents—Benjamin H. 
Bristow, Howard Potter, Roswell D. Hitch- 
cock, Oswald Ottendorfer, George B. Mc- 
Clellan, John Jay, Robert B. Minturn, 
George B. Butler; Executive Committee—Everett 
P. Wheeler, Ira Bursley, Silas W. Burt, Edward 
Hal’ Charles Collins, Dorman B. Eaton, Elial F, 
Hall, Willard Brown, George Haven Putnam, 
William Cary Sanger, Albert G. Browne, Jr., Or- 
lando B. Potter, Wiillam H. Thompson, Frederick 
W. Whitridge, F. K. Pendleton. 

Everett P. Wheeler briefly reviewed the work 
done by the association, and congratulated its 
members upon the success that had crowned their 
efforts. He alluded to the election of Mayor Low, 
of Brooklyn, as oneof the natural results of the 
Civil Service Keform Association, and said that he 
believed that an honest and determined effort 
was now being made to conduct the 
municipal affairs of Brooklyn on_ strict 
business principles. The speaker condemned 
the practice of levying political assessments on 
Federal employes, and expressed the belief that 
the prosecution of Gen. Curtis would tend to 
check the evil. There was nothing, he said, that 
encouraged the business of buying votes more than 
the system of politieal assessments. The practice 
of imposing extravagant assessments upon candi- 
dates for offices was also no a ep to, Mr. Wheeler 
urging that it was particularly wrong to impose 
such assessments upon candidates for Judicial 
offices. 

Dorman B. Eaton hoped that all who were inter- 
ested in the civil service reform movement would 
be faithful to the principles upon which the asso- 
clation was based. It would require hard and per- 
sistent work to remove from the political system 
of this Government the degrading methods and in- 
fluences that had so long permeated it, but the 
speaker thought that some progress had been 
made, Alluding to Senator Miller’savowal of sym- 
pathy with the purposes of the association, Mr. 
Eaton said that a few years ago nobody would have 
expected to heara Senator representing the State of 
New-York declaring his approval of the theories of 
the “*moonstruck civil service reformers.” It was 
part of the duty ofthe association to develop a 
public opinion sufficiently strong to completely 
wipe out the spoils system. If the employes of 
the Government dared to speak their minds, at 
least nine-tenths of them would explicitly avow 
themselves in favor of the principles of eivil ser- 
vice reform. Mr. Eaton spoke of the Pendleton 
bill, and said that he expected that good would 
result from 4 discussion of it.

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A VERDICT FOR IMPORTERS. 
—_—-—_—— > -- 
DECISION AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT IN 
SOME OF THE ‘‘ VELVET’’ CASES. 

The firm of Passavant & Co., of this City, in 
June, 1879, imported, per steamer Weser, 70 cases of 
velvets, which they entered at the Custom-house at 
the value of $18,512. Some of the cases were 
thereupon sent to the public stores for examina- 
tion and appraisal, and their value advanced by 
the local Appraiser more than 10 per cent., upon 
which the importers asked for a reappraisement, 
This was called by the Collector to take place bo- 
fore General Appraiser Ketchum and Mr. Buckley, 
of Dunham, Buckley & Co. The report of the 
merchant Appraiser sustained the valuation of the 
importers, while that of the General Appraiser sus- 
tained the local Appraiser. The Collector, to 
whom appeal was taken, decided against the im- 
porters, requiring them to pay 60 per cent. duty 
upon the advanced valuation, and as the advance 
was more than 10 per cent., they were obliged under 
the law to pay apenalty of 20 per cent. upon the 
entire advanced valuation. The importers then 
appealed to the Secretary of the Treasury, but he 
sustained the Collector. Finding themselves with- 
out remedy from the ‘Treasury officials, Passavant 
& Co, sued the Collector for an illegal exaction of 
duties, which had been paid under protest. The 
case came on for trial before Judge Shipman and a 
= the United States Circuit Court on Tuesday, 
and was concluded yesterday with a verdict for the 
plaintiffs for $6,874 60, with interest from the 24th 
of September, 1879. This is the most important of 
the so-called ‘“‘ velvet cases’? which arose in 1879, 
and the facts of which were brought before the 
Committee of Ways and Means of the House of 
Representatives, in the hearing given by that com- 
mittee to the New-York Chamber of Commerce in 
the Spring of 1880, when considering the bill to 
amendthe laws relating to the collection of reve- 
nues from Customs. Mr. Eugene H. Lewis, of 
Chamberlain, Carter & Hornblower, represented 
the plaintiffs, and Assistant District Attorney Her- 
rick appeared for the Government.

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TAXES DECLARED ILLEGAL. 
—_— 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION OF THE COURT OF 
APPEALS AND WHAT IT INVOLVES. 


It was briefly announced in THe Trues of 
yesterday that the Court of Appeals, in the suit of 
Mr. James Carson Brevoort against the city of 
Brooklyn to recover purchase money paid for 
property sold for arrearages of taxes, had rendered 
a decision adverse to the city. This suit, although 
insignificant in itself so far as regards the amount 
of money it was brought to recover, involves a 
principle of great importance to the city of Brook- 
lyn. In other words, it raises the question of the 
validity of all arrears of taxes levied by that city, 
except special assessments, during a period of 16 
years, from 1862 to 1878. The amount of arrearages 
for that period is variously estimated at 
from $12,000,000 to $18,000,000. The _his- 
tory of Mr. Brevoort’s action may be briefly 
told. In 1864 several lots belonging to him 
were sold by the city of Brooklyn for arrears of 
taxes, and were bid in by his wife. The purchase 
money was paid on an agreement on the part of 


the city to refund the money if any irregularity in 
the proceedings which enforced the sale should 
afterward be discovered. Subsequently, in 1878, 
he (Mr. Brevoort) purchased from the city the cer- 
tificate of a lot that had been bid in by the city in 
1875 at a sale of property for unpaid taxes. This 
certificate also contained a provision that 


the money would be refunded if any 
irregularity was discovered. Mr. Brevoort did 
discover an irregularity, and thereon brought the 
action just {terminated. The irregularity com- 
plained of was that the Assessorsdid not verify the 
tax-roil as required of them by law. ‘To make 
the point clear, it must be explained that in 
Brooklyn the Assessors are required to verify 
the tax-roll by at least two of ttheir number, 
who must state that they have together 
personally examined within the year past each 
and every lot or parcel of land, house, building. or 
other assessable property within the ward. The 
complaint in the case set forth that the latter part 
of this provision of the law was not complied 
with; or,in other words, that the Assessors did 
not swear that they had personally examined each 
plece of property. The plaintiff claimed that, on 
this ground, the tax was vold, and that the Super- 
visors had no jurisdiction to levy on it because the 
Assenors had failed to verify the rolls according 
to law. 

The case was originally argued in Brooklyn be- 
fore Judge Pratt, of the Supreme Court, who at 
first ordered a reargument and finally decided in 
the plaintiff's favor. The city appealed to the Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Court, sitting at Pough- 
keepsie, which reversed the decision, Judge Barnard 
writing the opinion and holding that it was not a 
clear case, and that a case of such magnitude 
should not be decided against the city unless it 
was perfectly clear. The case was then carried to 
the Court of Appeals, and that tribunal has re- 
versed Judge Barnard’s opinion. 

The chief features of the Court of Appeals deci- 
sion, which was reudered by Justice Earl, are as 
follows: 


"Section 81 of title 4 of chapter 884 of the Laws of 
1854, as amended by section 21 of chapter 63 of the 
Laws of 1862, requires that the corrected assessment 
rollof each ward in the city should be sworn to by at 
least two of the Assessors according to the oaths pro- 
vided by law in regard to assessment rolis in the aif- 
serent towns im the State; and, further, to the effect 
‘that they have toxether personally examined within 
the year past each and every lot or parcel of land, 
house, building, or other assessable ge | within 
the ward.’ The plaintiff alleges that the only verifi- 


cation of the assessment roll was by an affidavit con- 
taining the statements provided by law for assess: 
ment rolis in the different towns in this State, and a 
copy of the oath attached to each of the assessment 
rolls is annexed to the complaint, but the further 
oath as to the personal examination of each and every 
lot or parcel of land within the year was wholly 
omitted. The clatm of the plaintiff is that this defect 
in the assessment roils rendered them wholly void 
and that the tax sales made under them were abso- 
lutely void, and we areof that opinion. It was the 
duty of the Assessors to make a fair, just, and tnteill- 
gent assessment of property Hable to taxation, that 
the burden of taxes could be equally and ratably 
distributed among the tax-payers, and to secure a 
faithful performance of that duty the law required 
® prescribed oath to be taken. ‘lhe purpose of 
the oath was to require not only a valuation of the 
real estate to be assessed, but also a personal ex- 
amination of all the parcels of realestate within the 
preceding year, so tbat the valuation might be intelli- 
gently an properly made. Before the property of 
one can be compulsorily taken for the payment of 
taxes or assessments, the substantial requirements of 
the statute intended for his benefit or protection must 
be strictly followed, In Van Kensselaer vs. Whit- 
beck, (7 N, Y., 517,) the certificate which the Assessors 
of the town were then required to annex to the as- 
sessment roll was defective, and it was held that 
where a statute prescribed the form of the certificate 
to be signed by the Assessors and attached to their 
roll a compliance with its terms is necessary to give 
jurisdiction to the Board of Supervisors to impose a 
tax and issue their warrant to the Collector therein, 
and that without such a certificate the assessment roll 
is fatally defective. The broad doctrine of that case 
is now the well-settled law of the State, 

* When there has not been a sustained compliance, 
in imposing taxes, with the statute in matters intend- 
ed forthe benefit ana protection of tax-payers, the 
taxes cannot be upheld upon the presumption that 
the Assessors performed their offielal duty. It muat 
appear that they perform their duty. It was thelr duty 
to take the prescribed oath, and that is made by the 
law the only evidence that they have made the an- 
nual examinations of real estate Hable to taxation 
which this statute requires. The portion of the oath 
here omitted was guite substantial; it was-designued 
to secure the performance of an important duty in 
the faithful discharge of which the tax-payers were 
interested. If that portion of the oath could be omit- 
ted, the whole oath could as well be omitted, and thus 
the tax-payers be entirely deprived of the!sanction of 
an oath In the taxation of their property. It 1s clear, 
therefore, that these taxes were void, and that the 
sales made for their non-payment were also void. It 
is true, as claimed by the defendant, that the invalid- 
ity of the assessments appears upon the face of 
the assessment rolls, and undoubtedly if the 
piaintifY bad pald bis money as a simple pur 
chaser atatax sale,without any agreement for re- 
payment in case any irreguiarity should exist or be 
discovered, he could not recover back the money thus 
paid. Insuch acase he would buy without warrant, 
and take such a title as the tax sale would give him, 
(Lynd vs. Town of Melrose, 10 Allen, 49.) But here it 
is alleged that atthe sale made in 1844 the defendants 
expressly agreed that the purchase money should be 
repaid if there was any Irregularity in the assessment 
and tax proeeedings prior to thesale, Itis not alleged 
here that agreement Was made by the city, and under 
the allegation the plaintiff’ could prove the making of 
the agreement in any way. ‘The city was interested in 
the tax sale, and was entitled toa portion of the pro- 
ceeds thereof, and it cannot be said that It was not 
competent to make the agreement in some form, 
either by an ordinance of the Common Counell or by 
the action of some officer who had been for along time 
accustomed, with the knowledge and acquiescence 
of the legislative and executive officers of the city, to 
make such agreements. It matters not that there is no 
allegation in the complaint that the money paid at the 
rale in 1864 was pald into the City Treasury for the ben- 
efit of the city. It is sufficient that the city was inter- 
ested in the sale and entitled to at least a portion of the 

vroceeds therecf. Atthe tax sale made in 1875 the 
Dosieter of Arrears had the right to bid in the land 
tor the city under section 18 of titte 8 of chapter 868 
of the Laws of 1873, and he had the power under see- 
tion 19 to sell the certificate to the plaintiff, and by 
section 20 it appears that the money received by him 
for such assignment must be applied for the benefit of 
the city. Itcannot be doubted that the city could, 
upon such a sale, warrant the validity of the certifi- 
cate, Weare, therefore, of the opinion that the com- 
ylaint atated a good cause of action against the de- 
endant, and that the demurrer was not well taken, 
and that the judgment of the General Term should 
be reversed and that of the Special Term affirmed, 
with costs.” 

Mr. Townsend, counsel for Mr. Brevoort, could 
not be found vesterday. Mr. Stikeman, the at- 
torney on the same side, said he had not seen the 
decision, but from the fact that it declared the tax 
void, he thought that its effeot, in brief, would be 
to wipe out al! arrears of taxes levied by the city of 
Brooklyn between 1862 and 1878, and which amount- 
ed to something between $12,000,000 and $18,000,000, 
exclusive of interest. It will not affect the arrears 
of taxes levied since 1878, he sald, because since 
the beginning of Mr. Brevoort’s suit the Assessors 
have complied with the full letter of the law.
